Last Wednesday night, Linda was in the 
Heartland Food Warehouse checking out 
the produce. Linda’s friend was there too, 
checking out the men. 

Linda emerged from the warehouse 
happy with her bags of food. Linda’s 
friend was satisfied with a seven-digit 
number scrawled on a piece of scrap 
paper. 

Linda’s friend had decided to forgo bars 
and nightclubs in favor of a Purity 
Supreme Supermarket Singles Night.

Surplus an illusion

NEWTON ~— It’s a case of now 
you see it, now you don’t. 
The city has a $9.4 million 
budget surplus for fiscal 1986, but 
insist this figure is 
misleading and municipal obliga- 
tions will reduce it to almost 


Comptroller Lawrence H. 
Marino recently completed the 
city’s financial statement for 
fiscal 1986. The statement — in- 
cluding the surplus — was releas- 
ed Friday. 

The document shows the city 
with a $9.4 million theoretical 
surplus. But it points out $821,000 
had to be subtracted to balance 
the municipal sewer/water ac- 
count. This leaves a net surplus 
of $8.5 million. 

Since the surplus contains un- 
collected revenues, the total 
amount of free, expendable cash 
the city has is around $6.2 
million, according to Chief 
Budget Officer Stephen Cirillo. 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann said 
necessary expenditures will chop 
that figure to around $300,000, a 
small ‘safety net."’ Cirillo said 
he is aware of departmental re- 
quests that would cost $785,000 if 
they were all funded. 

The city will “have to make 
decisions among the requests,” 
he said. “Can they be done? 
Should they be funded?” 

The next step is to submit the 
free cash figures to the state for 
certification, according to Ken- 
neth Marchus, director of the 
bureau of accounts for the state 
Department of Revenue. 

“They can’t spend any of that 
cash until certification,” Mar- 
chus said. 

The surplus has been the target 
of much local political controver- 
sy in the past. Last year, the city 
had a $7.9 million surplus and a 
little over $5 million in free cash. 
Some critics have demanded that 
Mann return at least a portion of 
that money to taxpayers. 

But last week the mayor said 
the city needs this year’s free 
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cash for municipal building and 
street repairs, school curriculum 
improvements, liability in 
surance and an emergency fund. 

From the $6.2 million free, ex- 
pendable cash amount, the city 
must pay $3.1 million for its an- 
nual capital improvement  pro- 
gram to upgrade municipal 
facilities. 

In addition, the city plans to set 
aside $1 million for its contingen- 
cy or emergency fund. That fund 
was a life-saver last year when 
Hurricane Gloria hit, Mann said 

The September 1985 storm cost 
the city $1.6 million, and while 
the state and federal govern- 
ments agreed to reimburse 
Newton for around $1 million of 
that, it took months for the 
money to roll in. The city is still 
owed $200,000 for Hurricane 
Gloria reimbursement, Mann 
said. 

The immediate storm cleanup 
was funded out of the city's 
pocket and most work had to be

Computer boost sought 


School Dept. wants $1 million in new equipment

NEWTON — Under a unique 
arrangement, The Newton Ar- 
tists Housing Partnership 
(NAHP) is set to purchase the 
former Claflin School for $400,000 
plus 13 pieces of original artwork 
worth $50,000. 

Last week, Mayor Theodore 
Mann issued a letter designating 
NAHP as potential new owners of 
the building. 

But before any final action is 
taken the Board of Aldermen, 
which approved the initial 
designation in November, must 
decide whether NAHP should be 
issued a special permit to convert 
the building to living and working 
space for 14 area artists. 

Mann’s letter outlines provi-

Rain delay escalates pre-game

Sounding tougher than he did 
last week, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann said Boston College ‘‘got 
lucky’’ when the threat of rain 
postponed last Thursday's 
scheduled softball game between 
city officials and univeristy staff. 

Mann (0-0) was scheduled to 
take the mound against BC Presi- 
dent J. Donald Monan, SJ (0-0), 
in a battle of oldtimers that did 
not promise to be a pitchers’ 
duel, 

The game has been reschedul- 
ed for Aug. 26 at BC’s Newton 
Centre campus 

Mann accused Monan of ap- 
pealing to a Higher Authority for 
the foul weather which postponed 
last week's game. “I think 


which artists will have to follow. 
Under the agreement, NAHP will 
buy the Claflin for $400,000. In ad- 
dition, each of the 13 artists will 
produce a piece of artwork for 
the city — worth a total of $50,000, 
according to development coor- 
dinator Jero Nesson. 

Nesson, who is directing the 
project with a grant from the 
Massachusetts Council for the 
Arts and Humanities, says it will 
cost about $1 million to renovate 
the building. 

“We've been negotiating with 
the city for more than a year,"’ he 
says. “After we sign a purchase 
and sale agreement, we will 
begin the process of converting 
the unused schoolhouse into a 
place where artists can live and 
work in Newton.””

Father Monan’s got a direct line 
to divine intervention,’ the 
mayor said. 

This was not the same Mann 
who last week said he had heard 
BC was going to bring in ringers

Obviously unnerved by the 
rumors, he declined to reveal his 
starting lineup and manager or 
even to name the umpires chosen 
for the game.

NAHP attorney Howard Levine, 
will be redesigned by architect 
Lausch Heder.

Monan could not be reached for 
comment, but BC manager Dr.

NEWTON — Aldermen are hoping to schedule a 
joint meeting of the Finance and Programs and 
Planning committees for quick action on a $460,615 
proposal to purchase computer equipment for the 
School Department. 

The meeting could be held some time during ear- 
ly August. The full Board of Aldermen must ap- 
prove Mayor Theodore D. Mann's request if the 
new hardware and software is to be funded out of 
the city’s free cash, 

At a recent press conference, Mann announced 
the request as the first phase of a two-year program 
that would cost around $912,000. 

“I’m making a $1 million commitment to a com- 
puter program that is going to make us among the 
best in the country,” he said. 

If approved, the equipment will be distributed 
throughout the school system so all youngsters can 
take advantage of computer instruction, the mayor 
said.

“We've been building up to this for a number of 
years,” Mann said. ‘Our kids are going to have an 
advantage over all the kids who have graduated 
here and across the country.” 

Earlier this month, Programs and Planning 
members refused to consider the request because it 
was not referred to them soon enough. 

On Monday night, the Finance Committee chose 
not to act on the matter because Programs and 
Planning has not yet judged the merits of the com- 


puter equipment.

Polishing a dusty, old jewel

NEWTON CENTRE — Wayne and Pat 
O'Hern’s Victorian home on Beacon Street has 23 
rooms, a wraparound front porch, a turret, and 
fireplaces in the living, dining and master bed 
rooms. 

Even from the outside, the old, imposing house 
at 908 Beacon St, looks like one of those Garden 
City mansions only the extremely wealthy can 
afford, 

But the O’Hern’s purchased the property three 
years ago because it was much more affordable 
than many of the homes they looked at in other 
Boston area communities. 

And now, after stripping off the exterior 
siding, painting the house in five different shades 
of brown, modernizing the kitchen, painting the 
interior, installing heating, and much, much 
more, the home’s appearance has not only been 
noticably improved, but the O’Herns’ efforts 
have been cited by the state. 

Several months ago, the couple's “untiring en- 
thusiasm and dedication” toward restoring the 
old home, built circa 1885, won them a Preserva- 
tion Award from the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. Nominated by the Newton Historical 
Commission, the O’Herns are the only home 

3 to receive the award this year. 

ey did a marvelous job of removing the 
horrid artificial siding on the house,” said 
Margaret Twomey, of the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission. “We like to recognize" 
home owners for restoring old homes to their 
original state, 

The house was an eyesore in the neighborhood 
before Wayne, with the help of a carpenter, 
removed the exterior siding during the summer 
of 84 

Luckily, Wayne said, the original facade was 
still intact. He had uncovered one of Newton's 
prime examples of the ‘‘stick style’ Victorian 
home, popular between 1850 and 1900. The 
“sticks” are the horizontal and vertical wood 
planks which decorate the home's exterior. 

‘The interior of the home, however, needed just 
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The elegance of the final product belies the effort 
that went into it,

as much work as the exterior. When they pur. 
chased the home, the city said the O’Herns would 
have to remove the upstairs kitchen that had 
been used by rooming house tenants 

Then, as there was only one radiator for the en- 
tire upstairs area, the O'Herns had to install 
more heating elements. 

They painted and cleaned the interior where a 
thick film of nicotine had yellowed the walls and 
had obscured the stained glass windows 

The house was ‘‘dark and oppressive when we 
moved in,”’ said Pat 

They refinished all the floors and painted the

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‘Hopes for rebirth of old shul

NONANTUM The Jewish 
elders of Agudas Achim 
Synagogue are passing the 
torch of religious tradition to a 
group of young families who 
vow to keep the Orthodox 
house of worship thriving. 

For the past 30 years, the 
synagogue, built in 1912, has 
opened its doors for service on- 
ly on select holidays. But 
Saturday marked the first 
time in 30 years that the 
Synagogue was used to 
celebrate a sabbath. The con- 
gregation filed the small in- 
timate shu’ with prayerful 
voices. 

“When I sat in the womens’ 
balcony Saturday it was 
reminiscent of my grand- 
parent’s shul,’’ Helen Storch 
says. “It brought back all 
those good memories and 
those good warm feelings I us- 
ed to get. There is a lot of sen- 
timental attachment to the 
past. You don’t have to be 
Jewish to appreciate the 
authenticity and beauty of it.”’ 

Men and women traditional- 
ly are separated during Or- 
thodox services for moral 
rather than religious reasons. 

“T consider myself a modern 
woman, but I feel the separa- 
tion is in keeping with the 
traditions of Judaism,’’ she 
says. ‘‘I don’t feel it puts me in 
a subservient role. I prefer the 
separation.” 

Storch, along with a small 
group of women, worked to 
promote the monthly services 
they hope eventually will take 
place every week. The next 
service is scheduled for Sept. 6 
at9a.m. 





The Orthodox sect of the 
Jewish faith has always been 
small, but Newton is seeing a 
new influx of young Jewish Or- 
thodox families who yearn for 
a place to celebrate their faith. 

Beryl Gilfix, grandaughter 
of one the synagogue’s 
founders, believes young peo- 
ple are looking for more tradi- 
tion and structure in their lives 
— “to get away from the 
homogenization of religion. 


“The Orthodox have always 
been mindful of preserving the 
old ways and I think people are 
looking for a kind of religious 
purity which this offers,” 
Gilfix says. ‘‘The easy way out 
of not having any rules, laws 
and standards doesn’t appeal 
anymore.”’ 

Gilfix says members of this 
“young pioneer group’’ are 
committing themselves to the 
area and “the revival of a 
wonderfully old institution.” 


The Adams Street 
synagogue was built 84 years 
ago as waves of Jewish im- 
migrants made their homes in 
Nonantum where housing was 
more affordable than other 
Newton villages. There was 
not a synagogue within miles, 
which made services inac- 
cessible to Orthodox Jews who 
do not walk or drive long 
distances on the sabbath or ho- 
ly days.

At the turn of the century, 
enough Orthodox families liv- 
ed within walking distance 
from one another to form a 
“minyan,’’ the required 
quorum of 10 adult males 
needed to conduct a service. 
For years they used rented 
halls and private homes for 
services until finally in 1912 
they found their spiritual 
home. 


The Jackson Homestead has 
mounted an historical exhibit 
of photographs, oral history, 
ritual objects and 
memorabilia of Newton’s 
oldest existing Jewish con- 
gregation that dates back to 
the 19th century. 


Exhibit designer Malinda 
Blustain says Orthodox Jews 
always struggled for religious 
existence. 


“There seems to be a surge 
of ethnic pride which I think is 
just terrific,’ Blustain says. 
“The Orthodox Jews actually 
have a wonderful way of life, 
while it takes great commit- 
ment. They seem to know a lot 
more about where they exist in 
the universe. There were 
times when they were forced 
to assimilate into American 
society, but they never lost 
their traditions and ethnic 
roots.”” 

The children of the founders, 
all now in their 70’s, have been

keeping the synagogue going 
in honor of their parents, 
Gilfix says. At the same time, 
they have been struggling to 
maintain its spiritualism. 


But new families also have 
joined in the synagogue’s 
spiritual renewal. 


“Our dream for the shul is 
that it be used as a vital center 
of worship where we can also 
form a strong community,”’ 
says Nechama Cheses, who 
recently moved to Newton- 
ville. ‘‘We want to get enough 
people to keep the doors open. 
You just don’t find synagogues 
as warm and lovely as this one 
any more.” 


The group expected it would 
be very difficult to scrape 
together enough men to form a 
“minyan.”’ But the congrega- 
tion was pleasantly surprised 
when more than 50 men, 
women and children came to 
Saturday’s service. 


“We're hoping to attract 
other Jews to come to our ser- 
vices and move into the area to 
support us,’’ Cheses said. ““‘We 
have an_ inter-generational 
group which is really impor- 
tant in the revitalization of the 
synagogue. There is a

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lodice plan 
approved 


NEWTONVILLE — After more 
than nine months of delay, 
developer Michael Iodice is one 
step closer to winning final alder- 
manic approval of his plans for a 
garage and office building on 
Crafts Street. 

Before the Board of Aldermen 
votes on last week’s Land Use 
Committee decision favoring 
Iodice, the Law Department will 
have to make a ruling on a set of 
legal opinions presented by 
Alderman Bruce Carmichael. 

The committee voted to ap- 
prove Iodice’s site plans for the 
garage, to be built in conjunction 
with an office building at 36 
Crafts Street. 


That vote, however, did not 
come without opposition. Car- 
michael has vowed to continue 
his fight against the site plan on 
the grounds that the building 
moratorium passed earlier this 
year prohibits such construction 

Carmichael has argued that 
the moratorium is a dimensional 
control, which would prohibit 
Todice from building the office 
and garage because the site plan 
was filed after the moratorium 
became law.

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‘Secret’ meetings defended —

NEWTON There was 
nothing wrong with the informal 
discussions he held with some 
aldermen over the city clerk’s 
contract, board President 
Michael Malec said last week 

“I think it’s reasonable and, in- 
deed, responsible for any alder- 
man from time to time and from 
issue to issue to seek advice from 
colleagues,’ Malec said. ‘I just 
don’t see what’s wrong with 
that,”’ 

He was responding to charges 
aired by aldermen Richard 
McGrath and Richard Bullwinkle 
that he held secret, exclusionary 
meetings which led to a decision 
to deny Clerk Edward English a5 
percent raise all other municipal 
department heads are receiving. 

English is an employee of the 
Board of Aldermen and any 
discussion of his terms of 
employment should include all 
members, they said during an ex- 
plosive Finance Committee 
meeting last week. Malec, they 
said, held sessions with a few 
select aldermen most notably 
committee chairmen — to 
discuss the issue. 

But as a general rule, Malec 
said he can see nothing wrong 
with a board president consulting 
with some aldermen before an 
issue comes officially to the full 
board. 

“Some people may feel exclud- 
ed,’”’ he said. “I’m sorry about 
that. I can’t ask 23 colleagues on 
every single issue. 

“T don’t regard myself as a 
‘know-it-all’ in terms of the 
political process,’ Malec added. 
“T tend to ask for advice.” 

FinCom Chairman Paul Coletti 
has said it was his understanding 
that Malec and English had 
agreed to a standard of per- 
formance document and a 6- 
month delay in a review for a 
merit raise. 

Coletti said English was to be 
excluded from the raise because 
he missed worked early this spr- 
ing. English was being treated 
for a medical problem at an out- 
of-state hospital at the time. 
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But last week, FinCom voted 3 
to 2 to recommend the full board 
on Aug. 11 grant English the 5 
percent raise. 

Malec declined to comment on 
the situation because it is a per- 
sonnel matter. ‘‘How this is going 
to be resolved is not yet clear in 
my mind,”’ he said 

McGrath said he and Malec 
met at city hall late last week to 
discuss the issue. He termed 
their discussion a ‘‘hopeful sign” 
both issues — the clerk’s pay and 
allegations that secret meetings 
were held — can be resolved. 

“He seems to be willing to go 
along,” said McGrath of Malec. 
“Let's put it behind us. Let’s give 
Eddie his raise. 

“It seems to me the rift has 
been addressed and that the 
wounds could be _ healing,” 
McGrath added. ‘‘The next few 
weeks are critical.” 

But Coletti said he wants Malec 
to stick with the terms he 
originally worked out with 
English. “I would be unhappy if 
Alderman McGrath or anyone 
was able to change his (Malec’s) 
mind,”’ said Coletti. 

McGrath accused Coletti and 
the other aldermen who met with 
Malec of engaging in a 
“conspiracy” against the city 
clerk. 

Coletti responded by saying 
that, in meeting privately with 
Malec late in the week, McGrath 
is guilty of the same charge he 
has leveled at others. 

For his part, Coletti said he and 
those aldermen who consulted 
with the board president were not 
engaging in secret, exclusionary 
sessions. 

“T can show you two letters re- 
questing me to sit down with him 
and give suggestions relative to 
the clerk’s situation,”’ said Colet- 
ti. “I don’t do things secretly and 
under the table.” 

Last week, he accused 
McGrath and Bullwinkle of not 
volunteering their advice when 
difficulties at the city clerk’s of- 
fice first surfaced. 

Bullwinkle, however, denied 
that allegation and later explain- 
ed he offered advice to Malec 
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right after the situatio 
developed 

McGrath said he offered thd 
clerk personal support at th 
time. “Where was I when this 
happened? I was with Ed 
English,’’ he said 

Coletti charged the type of help 
Bullwinkle and McGrath said 
they offered seems superficial 
not the kind of full commitment 
needed to resolve the problem 

“We were the first group of 
aldermen to work on this open 
ly,”’ Coletti said. “We didn’t try 
to bury it.”’

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Murphy Urges Action 

Lieutenant governor hopeful 
Evelyn Murphy is calling on the 
state Legislature to act on pen- 
ding hazardous waste clean-up 
bills before the November 
referendum on the issue.

State Rep. candidate Anthony

Watch programs at the 
municipal level. 

Mandile, a former volunteer 
probation officer pledged his sup- 
port for the program in front of 35 
South Side residents attending a 
Crime Watch meeting at the 
Whittemore School.

A short distance away detec- 
tives got out of their car, iden- 
tified themselves and told Cogan 
they wanted to speak with him 
Cogan ran up the back stairs of 
his home, into the bathroom and 
threw the white envelope into the 
toilet, according to detectives. 
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Cogan flushed the toilet, but 
Detective Joseph Donahue stuck 
his hand inside the toilet and 
retrieved the envelope, police 
said. 

Donahue told the suspect ‘‘That 
was stupid.”

Privatization’ and 

Recent discussions of the ad- 
vantages of ‘‘privatizing’’ city ser- 
vices as Newton has already done 
with trash collection, for instance — 
make us a little uneasy. Basically, the 
unease stems from the knowlege that, 
every time you farm out another 
essential city service to a private 
firm, you lose a degree of control over 
the way in which the city is run. 

The City of Newton, so often a 
‘lighthouse’? community that shows 
other communities the deep smooth 
channel through the reefs and rocks 
spawned by Proposition 242, has been 
a pioneer in the area of privatization. 
Several years ago, a popular national 
newsweekly did a cover story on the 
trend toward contracting private 
firms to deliver city services. The 
story led off with Newton’s efforts to 
secure a contract for trash collection. 

Since then, the city has signed con- 
tracts with private firms to run its 
ambulance service and to paint the 
lines in the middle of the streets. We 
are also on the verge of contracting a 
firm called Datacom to run down 
parking ticket scofflaws and capture 
additional, delinquent revenues for 
the city. 

The privatization of some other city 
functions, including that of the largest 
municipal legislative body in the com- 
monwealth, the Board of Aldermen, 
has also been discussed ... seriously 
and otherwise. 

It is difficult to measure exactly 
what benefits have come to the city as 
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loss of control 


a result of these moves toward 
privatization. The mayor and other ci- 
ty officials contend we have saved 
“millions of dollars’? by farming out 
city services. 

Whatever the savings, the disad- 
vantages of privatization remain: We 
have lost some control over the way 
city is run. And, although there are 
provisos in the contracts to allow the 
city to resume delivery of the con- 
tracted service if negotiations with 
private firms break down, the 
logistics of such a process are in- 
timidating. If the city wanted to go 
back into the trash collection 
business, for instance, a transitional 
period that saw trash piling up on city 
streets would not be a great surprise. 

While we congratulate those city of- 
ficials who, in their wisdom, 
negotiated the private contracts we 
now have, we also urge caution in fur- 
ther sorties into privatization. Some 
city services lend themselves to 
private delivery. Others do_ not, 
especially those, like police and fire 
services, that demand absolute ac- 
countability. 

The thing to be wary of in the course 
of privatization is expressed in the an- 
cient wisdom, ‘‘Who serves controls.”’ 
While we appreciate the advantage 
private contracts have given the city 
in its fight against ‘slow fiscal 
strangulation,’’ we also caution our 
officials that, once they have given 
over the reins of the city, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to get them back. 


A place for women in service clubs 


Current debate over the ap- 
propriateness of allowing women into 
Kiwanis, Lions and other service 
organizations has led to this ‘‘on-the- 
other-hand”’ editorial. 

A part of the First Amendment 
freedom to be cherished is that which 
tells Americans they have a right to 
choose with whom they prefer to 
associate. Courts have narrowed this 
to a degree in civil rights, properly 
enough, because that brings equal op- 
portunity for all to work, gain educa- 
tion, use public facilities and exercise 
voting franchise along with tradi- 
tional religious preference. So far so 
good. 

The courts, all the way to the 
Supreme Court, have not yet ruled 
that a men’s club cannot exclude 
women, nor can a woman’s club ex- 
clude men, for that matter. 

If you have a weekly poker game 
going, presumably, the same applies. 
An exception under Supreme Court 
ruling told Jaycees they did have to 
accept the ladies because the 
organization engaged in commercial 
activity and thus was not strictly 
private. That was in 1984 in Min- 
nesota. 

Newton’s local chapter anticipated 
the national organization’s decision to 
break down gender barriers. When it 
was finally made, our local chapter 
already boasted a woman as presi- 
dent. 

Across the land there are city or- 
dinances requiring civic and fraternal 
clubs to open membership rosters, 
presumably open to court challenge. 
And there are Kiwanis, Rotary and 
Lions Clubs, which are ignoring 
charter prohibition of women and 
risking expulsion. 

In this area, the Parkway Kiwa- 
nians have voted to admit women into 
their West Roxbury chapter in de- 
fiance of the international dictate. 
Waltham Lions want to do so, unhap- 
py its international body fell shy of 
amendment passage by a narrow 
margin. Newton Kiwanis is soon to 
test its membership attitude 


The feminist movement is waging a 
concerted drive to break down the 
barriers through government and 
coug¢ decree. Their point has merit. In 
fact, the Minnesota decision may win 
the day through this process. Justices 
there said Minnesota’s broad defini- 
tion of public accommodations 
“reflects a recognition of the im- 
portance ... removing the barriers to 
economic advancement and political 
and social interaction that have 
historically plagued certain disad- 
vantaged groups, including women.” 

On the other hand, coercive govern- 
ment action should not be the way to 
haul down the barricades. There are 
too many clubs or organizations 
where exclusion on both gender sides 
gets into privacy prerogatives we 
believe to be proper. And civic or 
fraternal clubs differ widely in activi- 
ty and purpose, so much so that a 
broadside ruling would create a legal 
mishmash. 

Our judgment is that a continuation 
of the trend now taking place will 
ultimately resolve the matter. Majori- 
ty votes in the three principal service 
club ruling bodies makes this plain, as 
do the incidents of defiance. These 
organizations are structured to bring 
together those persons advancing 
themselves in business and profes- 
sions. Qualified women have much of 
value to contribute to these groups in 
community and social causes, Ex- 
cluding them because of sex does not 
make much sense. 

On the strictly social or recreational 
side, mutual interests don’t fall into 
the business or political area for the 
most part. Voluntary participation on 
an invitational basis is very much in 
the American tradition and need not 
be disturbed. 

Opening the doors of service clubs 
through voluntary expansion of 
membership opportunity to include 
women with the same qualifications 
as the male side gets our vote. Doing 
it on an individual club basis is an 
avenue to be traveled.

Westfield State and police 
scandals may affect ‘Duke’

While the Legislature has 
recessed for the summer, events 
continue to unfold causing many 
of us to express concern over the 
past status of at least two mat- 
ters. 


First, is the continuing in- 
vestigation into the alleged sex 
scandal at Westfield State Col- 
lege and the resulting $10,000 
pay-off to a student. At the mo- 
ment, the investigation appears 
to be dead in the water. Governor 
Dukakis originally appointed 
Judge Rudolph Pierce to conduct 
the investigation. Many of us in 
state government questioned at 
that time whether Pierce has the 
neccessary tools, like subpoena 
power and a staff, to conduct a 
thorough investigation. From all 
the information I have gathered, 
Ihave concluded that he does not. 


Furthermore, I seriously ques- 
tion whether Judge Pierce, who 
is currently under contract with 
the MBTA looking into allega- 
tions there against employees 
charged with stealing money, has 
the time to devote to what should 


be a full-time investigation. 


The scandal-ridden MDC 
police, which endorsed the can- 
didacy of Governor Michael 
Dukakis, ran into another snag 
this week when several of its pre- 
sent and former police officers 
were indicted on charges of 
racketeering, conspiracy and 
perjury in connection with a civil 
service examination scam that 
began in 1976 (the first Dukakis 
term) and continued for eight 
years (the second Dukakis 
term). 


One of the accused MDC police 
officers was appointed only last 
year to head up the 600 officer 
force. His predecessor retired 
after being reprimanded for ap- 
proving an electronic sweep of 
the State House office of 
Representative Vincent Piro (D- 
Sommerville). 


The governor’s response to this 
matter was a press release 
stating that his administration 
“cannot-and will not-tolerate 
any betrayal of the public trust in 


Massachusetts.” 

In my opinion, that is not a 
satisfactory response from a 
governor who has been in office 
for eight years, during which 
time many of these problems 
have been ignored. 


But more importantly, a large 
number of superior officers in- 
dicted in the civil service exain 
scandal worked to secure the 
MDC police endorsement of 
Governor Dukakis in his first 
campaign for governor. They 
were rewarded with high level 
appointments in the MDC. And as 
a result, the MDC Police Depart- 
ment became the governor's 
police force. 


Now, however, the MDC police 
have a new and competent 
superintendent to head up their 
force. The time has come for the 
governor to take a hands-off ap- 
proach to the MDC police force 
and allow them the opportunity to 
bea first rate police department.

Woodcliff Rd. crossing changes misguided 


To the editor: 


I am very sorry to hear that a 
decision has been made by the 
Department of Public Works to 
block off the Woodcliff Road 
crossing at Route 9 even on a 
temporary basis. This is like kill- 
ing a fly with a hammer. Ap- 
parently little thought was given 
or research done, since such a 
procedure will not only seriously 
penalize all who live south on

Most of the people who live in 
this area are very careful not to 
enter the intersection on a greeli 
light until all traffic on Route 9 is 
stopped. ‘Proof of the pudding” 
is that I have been a resident on 
Woodcliff Road for 57 years and 
the records will show very few 
serious accidents, at the intersec- 
tion in question, during these 
many years.

Woodcliff Rd. changes are just a beginning 


The long-overdue moves by the 
City of Newton to fix the 
Woodcliff Rd./Route 9 intersec- 
tion offer a dismal example of the 
unwilligness--perhaps the 
inability-of the city administra- 
tion to respond to an obvious pro- 
blem.

‘Local physicians press for ban on nuclear tests

Several Newton residents were 
among the over 500 physicians 
from 25 states who converged on 
the steps of the nation’s capitol on 
earlier this summer to urge an 
end to nuclear weapons testing 
and the resumption of super- 
power negotiations of a com- 
prehensive test-ban. 

To dramatize their concern 
about continued nuclear testing 
and an accelerating nuclear 
arms race, the doctors staged a 
“Code Blue Alert.”’ “Code Blue 
means human life is at risk and 
immediate intervention is 
necessary,’ said Dr. Jack 
Geiger, an internist and 
epidemiologist who is president 
of the 50,000 member Physicians 
for Social Responsibility, the 
group which called the alert. 

At the rally, Geiger, who just 
_returned from a visit to Soviet 
hospitals treating the seriously ill 
victims of the Chernobyl nuclear 
disaster, described his reactons 

-' to what he saw: ‘‘To look at those 
frightened, suffering patients 
' was to learn once again what the 
_ nuclear arms race is really 
about.” He reminded the physi- 
cians and onlookers that a 
nuclear war would be ‘‘Cher- 
nobyl maginified not a million 
times but a hundred million 
times.. a disaster that would 

., threaten not 200 people, not 
100,000, but all of the people of the 
northern hemisphere.” As for the 
role of physicians, Geiger said,

Many of the physicians met 
with members of their Congres- 
sional delegations while in 
Washington. Both the Senate and 
the House of Representatives 
have passed nuclear test ban 
resolutions by wide margins. 
Rep. Barney Frank, meeting 
with Eisenbud, stated that a joint 
congressional resolution urging 
negotiations towards a test ban 
may soon appear on the Presi- 
dent’s desk. All indications are 
that he would veto it.

“It’s really hard to tell home- 
bound patients that we can’t see 
them if they can’t pay the $50 ser- 
vice fee. Some of them manage to 
get together the money, and then 
we try to do as much work as 
possible in one visit,’’ says Booth 

Another concern is patients 
who request home service 
although they are able to travel 
to the clinic. ‘While our treat- 
ment is as good as it can be ina 
home, it would be more ideal in 
an office with the chair, the 
lighting, and the equipment,’ 
says Marcus. These patients also 
take up time which could be used 
to treat the truly homebound. 

‘When we say homebound, we 
mean someone who really can’t 
get out. We’re talking about peo- 
ple who can’t even get down their 
front steps,’’ says Marcus. 

“TI worry that this will become 
a yuppie thing of the 80's, like 
having a hairdresser come to 
your house!’ he adds. 

Both Marcus and Booth stress 

that their service is not just for 
emergencies, but for regular 
checkups as well. 
“A lot of people who are home- 
bound and have no immediate 
medical problems don’t rely on 
their physicians,”’ says Marcus. 
“Sometimes we can spot things 
through an oral checkup. And it 
really makes people feel a lot 
more comfortable to get their 
teeth cleaned,” he adds. 















The atmosphere in Quinn’s 
home last Saturday was decided- 
ly different from that usually 
found in a dentist’s office. Bet 
ween denture fittings, Quinn wor- 
ried out loud about one of her 
plants, which had suddenly 
wilted 

“T think you should let the rain- 
water flush it out,’’ counselled 
Marcus as he pulled on his 
surgical gloves, Later, he ex- 
amined the plant and repeated 
his advice 

The conversation then turned 
from plants to Marcus’s dog Cleo, 
who often accompanies the den- 
tist on house calls. “Everyone 








loves him,’’ said Marcus 
“Especially in the nursing homes 
where he’s allowed to come in.” 


Laughter dominated the 1% 
hour dental session, but despite 
the low-key atmosphere, Marcus 
got the impressions necessary to 
make new dentures. 

“They’re both swell 
Quinn, pointing to Mar and 
Booth. “And Cleo too. They’re 
very considerate and very, very 
nice. We all get along famously.” 
Quinn has been homebound for 
four yea she heard about the 
home care service several mon- 
ths ago from her nurse. 

“We really enjoy this,’ says 
Marcus, ‘‘and we have fun doing 
it. Our patients keep us 
laughing.” 

As for the future, the duo plans 
to continue their homebound pro- 
gram for a long time. Eventually, 
Marcus envisions a registry of 
dentists who will be willing to 
visit patients at their homes and 
give check-ups. Then, he says, a 
few dentists could purchase por- 
table equipment and make 
follow-up calls to those who need 
further care. 

“Tf the demand is there, I’m 
sure home care is going to 
blossom,”’ he says.

School Supt. John Strand told 
Finance members he would like 
the full board to approve money 
for computers in September so 
they can be purchased and in- 
stalled by November 

This would allow time for 
teachers to familiarize 
themselves with the equipment 
before beginning student instruc- 
tion in the second semester, said 
Larwrence Annett, assistant 
superintendent for curriculum 
and instruction 

Under questioning from 
Finance Committee members, 
Strand said he did not submit the 
proposal this spring because 
Mann and school officials 
already were embroiled in a fun- 
ding disagreement. Mann wanted 
to cut $1.2 million from the 
department's fiscal 1987 budget. 

“Tt really wasn’t appropriate to 
introduce the matter before our 
budget resolution,”’ he said. 

The department has outlined 








its plans for the additional com- 
puter hardware and software ina 
report summarizing two years of 
study by more than 100 staff 
members. 

The report says the schools 
plan to utilize the equipment to 
improve course instruction, pro- 
mote logical thinking skills and 
teach youngsters to use the com- 
puter as a learning tool. 

In kindergarten through grade 
six, the schools would stress 
“basic computer readiness. 
Elementary students would learn 
the parts and functions of the 
computer, gain ability to operate 
the equipment and be exposed to 
different types of software. 

Under the ‘‘computer assisted 
instruction” part of the program, 
teachers would use the new soft- 
ware to aid students in mastering 
existing curriculum from 
kindergarten to grade 12. 

Students in grades four through 
12 would be taught to use existing 
programs for problem solving 
and to write their own basic pro- 
grams

completed by the winter, Mann 
said. 

“We only had three months to 
take care of thousands of trees 
and three hundred miles of 
roads,”’ the mayor said.

This year, the Department of 
Public Welfare collected a record

“More than 90-percent of the 
families on welfare in

“The child support enforce- 
ment staff of the 
Brookline/Newton office has 


done an outstanding job of collec- 
ting support payments and I am 
extremely pleased and proud of 
their work, Not only have they 
saved tax dollars, they have 
helped ourmost vulnerable 
citizens-the children on welfare 
in this state,”’ the commissioner 
concluded. 

Child support enforcement 
workers increased the amount of 
collections by automatically 
deducting payments from absent 
parents paychecks, intercepting 
approximately §2 million in 
federal and state income tax 
refunds, more vigous enforement 
of voluntary support orders, bet- 
ter coordination with the district 
and probate courts and the use of 
collection agencies 

The child support staff of the 
Brookline/Newton welfare office 
received the award from Atkins 
al a special ceremony on June 18 
in Provincetown at the 50th an- 
nual welfare conference.

cooperative a lucrative income 
property. 

In addition, the NAHP will pro- 
vide three low-income housing 
units on-site, to be turned over to 
the city upon completion of the 
renovation. 

Nesson says the artists will put 
up 10 percent of the purchase 
price as a down payment. He 
says the group must procure a 
mortgage for the remaining $1 
million, a combination of pur- 
chase, renovation and tax costs. 

Mutual Bank of Newton, ac- 
cording to Nesson, may write the 
mortgage if NAHP puts the 
building up as collateral. Rusty 
Cowper, a commercial loan 
underwriter for Mutual Bank, 
said groups like NAHP have 
some advantages over commer- 
cial developers. 

Mutual, according to Cowper, 
also financed Boston’s Fort Point 
artists housing project designed 
by Nesson. Because they will pur- 
chase the Claflin for ‘‘con- 
siderably below market rate,” 
Cowper said the NAHP is a poten- 
tially good investment. 

In addition, Cowper said 
Newton’s high real estate values 
“make it easier to offer a mor- 
tgage on any building offered as 
collateral.”

CHESTNUT HILL Limited 
work has resumed at the Rte. 9 
construction site that was the 
scene of a July 15 blasting 
mishap. The force of the explo- 
sion injured 14 and sent rocks and 
debris hurtling through the air. 

The lifting of a stop-work order 
issued by the city after the acci- 
dent will allow Beaver Construc- 
tion to perform limited safety 
and maintenance operations. Ac- 
cording to Assistant City Solicitor 
G. Michael Peirce, only the 
limited work will continue until 
the city receives a report from 
the state Fire Marshal's office. 

That report, a synopsis of the 
Fire Marshal's investigation into 
the cause of the accident and 
recommendations for future 
operations at the site, was not 
turned over to the city as of last 
Friday afternoon. 

While state and city officials in- 
vestigate this latest incident, 
some area residents are upset 
because the city allowed the 
blasting to continue despite an 
earlier blasting accident that 


knocked out windows 
Mulhern’s Sunoco across Rte. 9. 

That accident, which occured 
Feb. 24, was the subject of a let- 
ter to the Newton Graphic from 
Chestnut Hill resident George 
Roberts. In that letter, Roberts 
criticised city officials for allow- 
ing the blasting to continue. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly, who 
is in charge of all blasting in the 
city, says that incident was fally 
investigated and that both the 
state and city concluded no safe- 
ty risk would result from eon- 
tinued blasting 

“They changed their method of 
blasting after that incident,” 
Reilly says of Maine Drilling and 
Blasting, the company responsi- 
ble for blasting at the Rte. 9 site 
“They placed a buffer between 
the bl ing and the face. It was 
agreeable to them and the Fire 
Marshal.” 

Reilly adds because the eleva- 
tion of the blasting area was 30 
feet higher in February, the 
chances of some debris leaving 
the site were greater.

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Once a Vietnam vet, always a women’s rights advocate

NEWTON HIGHLANDS 
Nothing on the walls of Leslie 
Feldstein's Walnut Street home 
indicates she lived in Vietnam for 
a year. Instead, her experiences 
as an army nurse in the war are 
permanently etched in her mind. 

One reason for the lack of 
display is that she only started 
thinking consciously about it in 
1984, 13 years after her Vietnam 
stay. 

Over the past two years, 
though, she has done a lot of 
thinking. Now she is a national 
board member on the Vietnam 
Veterans of America, and is ac- 
tive on the Vietnam Women’s 
Memorial Project and on the 
state advisory board for women 
veterans. 

She devotes her time to making 
sure other women veterans get 
the benefits they deserve from 
the armed forces and to fighting 
against governmental actions 
that may lead to wars like Viet- 
nam. 

Between 8,000 and 10,000 
women served in Vietnam, she 
said. Most of them were nurses. 

‘Women were exposed to a lot 
more things than anybody might 
think,” said Feldstein, a former 
nurse in an evacuation hospital in 
Chu Lai, ‘People came in with 


legs blown off, arms blown off” 
and the hospital was sometimes 
hit by rockets. 

“What's true for men is true for 
women," she said about women’s 
reactions to the war. “You 
develop whatever defenses it 
takes to get through it,” she said. 
Numbness, for instance, is one 
result. 

“This is part of the delayed 
stress reaction,” she said. Like 
men, women also have post 
traumatic stress. Symptoms in- 
clude feeling isolated, having dif- 
ficulties forming relationships 
and difficulties with authority. 

To help women cope with these 
problems, a support group was 
formed by Sheila Spicer of the 
veterans center in Boston. 

And, like men, women were 
subjected to Agent Orange, a 
pesticide used by the United 
States in Vietnam to kill foliage. 
According to Feldstein, no 
studies on the effects of the 
poison included women. ‘They 
say they can’t get enough women 
to do the study,” Feldstein said. 

“Women weren’t even formal- 
ly recognized at the beginning, as 
far as veterans benefits go,"’ she 
said. In the past, for example, 
veterans hospitals were set up for 
men, she said. ‘‘There should be 
facilities for women.” 

Women veterans are also eligi- 
ble for GI loans, home loans. and 


educational and 
benefits, she said. ‘Women take 
advantage of these benefits at a 
much lower rate There seems 
to be a large number of women 
who don't know what's 
available.” 

To ensure women are recogniz- 
ed for their involvement in the 
war, Feldstein is working on the 
Vietnam Women’s Memorial 
Project to erect a seven-foot-tall 
bronze statue of a female soldier 
next to the ‘Wall’ and the 
“Three Fighting Men’ on the 
grounds of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial in Washington, D.C. 

But before it can be built, the 
group needs to raise $1.2 million 
dollars, and is soliciting for dona- 
tions. Senators Edward Kennedy 
and John Kerry are sponsoring a 
fundraiser for the project in 
September in Washington. 

Beyond her Vietnam-related 
activities, Feldstein has taken up 
an interest in Central America. 
Last September she testified to 
congress on her impressions of 
the region following a 10-day fact- 
finding trip to El Salvador, Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua with 11 
other Vietnam veterans. 

“When I went to Vietnam I 
understood almost nothing of the 
politics or history of that region,” 
her testimony reads. ‘‘It took me 
15 years to learn the facts of Viet-

City to receive 5 condos thanks to ordinance

NEWTON — Five units at 
Hampton Place, a 99-unit con- 
dominium complex on Route 9, 
will be given to the city as low- 
income housing at no cost, ac- 
cording to a representative of 
Hampton developer Jeffrey 
Kosow. 

The units are part of an agree- 
ment Kosow reached with the ci- 
ty to provide a total of nine units, 
said Howard Levine, the 
developer’s attorney. The units 
comply with the 10 Percent hous- 
ing ordinance and should be 
handed over to the city soon. 

Kosow already has provided 
four units located off-site. 

“This project is very large and 
I recommended that there should 
be a significant public benefit in- 
cluded in order to get it through 


the Board of Aldermen,” Levine 
said. “I don’t know if it would 
have been approved without it."” 

After negotiating with city of- 
ficials, Levine said Kosow agreed 
to provide the units at no cost. 
Developers contributing units to 
the 10 Percent housing pool 
usually receive some kind of pay- 
ment. 

The on-site units are worth bet- 
ween $290,000 and $310,000 on the 
open market, Levine said. 

“These units, which the 
developer built exclusively for 
low-income housing, are worth 
about $1 million,” he said. “They 
are two- and three-bedroom units 
located in Ward 8.” 

Levine added that the city paid 
“between $55,000 and $65,000 
apiece”’ for the units. 


Developers, according to 
Levine, should contribute to the 


low-income housing stock. 

‘Tf the ordinance exists, then it 
follows that any developer com- 
ing into this city has to take con- 
tributions to the 10 Percent or- 
dinance as part of the cost of do- 
ing business."” 

He cautioned, however, that 
the ordinance should consistently 
outline what those contributions 
should be. 

“The problem comes in 
sometimes when a developer 
doesn’t know how the ordinance 
will be applied,” he said. “In 
those cases, a developer can’t 
figure out how much it will cost to 
make a contribution so it is 
harder to figure out the bottom 
line.” 

Before the units are handed 
over, city officials are awaiting 
final authorization from the 
state, according to Planning

Amid a flurry of 
superlatives touting its impec- 
cable design and perfect func- 
tion, it arrived in homes in the 
early 1970s as the power 
behind the sleek Tizio lamp. It 
quickly became the silicon 
chip of lighting, changing the 
shape of household lamps as 
drastically as the chip chang- 
ed computers. 
* The feats of this ultimate 
lighting machine are, by now, 
legendary. It can produce light 
equal to an incandescent bulb 
* 10 times its size. A 100-watt in- 
candescent bulb — about 4% 
“inches long and 2% inches in 
diameter produces about 
1,750 lumens, whereas a 100- 
watt, 24%- by “%-inch halogen 
bulb produces 1,800 lumens.

In design, however, the tiny, 
versatile halogen has had the 
greatest impact, Lamps are no 
longer bulky necessities to 
challenge designers’ wits. 
ssed halogen lighting now 
succeeds in close quarters, 
and a single halogen torchiere 
bathes an entire room with 
light. Today’s halogen lamps 
are svelte, sculptural and 
hardworking objects d'art 
many of which are fit for 
museum collections. 





The superbulb’s early years, 
though, were humble. In 1959, 
two General Electric scien- 
tists in Cleveland, E.H. Wiley 
and E.G. Fridrich, developed 
the minibulb for residential 
use. First, halogens — iodine, 
fluorine, chlorine, bromine 
and astatine — were combined 
inside the bulb.

Other men may feel unsure of 
themselves and hesitate to follow 
through. A man may experience 
some self-doubt and feel that if he 
called she might say no. So, 
rather than risk rejection he 
simply doesn’t call.

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City grants clerks pay hike

NEWTON - Just hours after they learned 
Asst. City Clerk Grace Lennon had been 
hospitialized with a possible heart attack, 
aldermen granted her and City Clerk Ed- 
ward English 5-percent pay raises. 

Board president Michael Malec passed on 
the alarming news just as the Board of 
Aldermen began its meeting Tuesday night 

Over the weekend, Lennon checked into 
the Framingham Union Hospital. Physicians 
suspect she has suffered a mild heart attack, 
Malec said. 

Some aldermen had delayed an ordinance 
to grant Lennon’s pay increase because it 
failed to contain the same raise for English 
as well. 

They have charged that several of their 
colleagues unfairly attempted to delay 
English’s raise until the board gave him a 
performance evaluation. The city reportedly 
has given all other department heads 5- 
percent raises this year. 

Other board members deemed the agree- 


ment appropriate because English missed 
some time from work when he suffered 
medical problems and was being treated at 
an out-of-state hospital 

The board must approve any pay in- 
creases for the clerk, the assistant clerk, the 
treasurer and the comptroller each an 
aldermanic employee under the city cha 

Malec and English over the p: 
months have been fashioning an “informal 
gentleman's agreement’ to evaluate the 
clerk's preformance and the functioning of 
his office. 

Two weeks ago, Aldermen Richard 
Bullwinkle and Richard McGrath charged 
Malec had arranged secret meetings with a 
few aldermen to settle the matter. Condi- 
tions of the clerk’s employment should be 
decided by all board members, Bullwinkle 
and McGrath said. 

Finance Committee Chairman Paul Colet- 
ti defended the president, saying the 
meetings were only informal advisory ses- 
sions that had no agenda. Later, Malec said 
he simply spoke to a few aldermen for 
preliminary advice and was not trying to 


prevent others from participating 

Tuesday night, Malec averted a potential 
full board clash by allowing the Legislation 
and Rules Committee and other interested 
aldermen to discuss the clerk's raise during 
arecess. 

A subcommittee of Legislation and Rules 
has been studying a report on how to im- 
prove the functioning of the city clerk's of- 
fice 

An amendment to include a raise for 
English failed by a 3 to 3 vote in committee, 
but it passed 15 to 4 on the floor of the board 
with little discussion, Aldermen Susan 
Basham, Sondra Shick, Malec and Coletti 
voted against the prosposal. 

Basham, chairman of the subcommittee, 
said the real issue is whether the raise is bas- 
ed on merit or is a cost-of-living adjustment. 
” .., The issue is how we're perceiving the in- 
crease," she said after the committee 
meeting 

During the recess session, Coletti argued 
the recent across-the-board raise granted to 
department heads was based on merit.

NEWTON — A little more .. 
than 28 years ago, Sandy 
Calmas got lost in Hyan- 
nisport. Looking for direc- 
tions, she met the man who 
would eventually be her hus- 
band. 

While it was the beginning 
of a romance, her chance 
meeting with Wilfred Calmas 
was the end of her life as a 
girl from Brooklyn. When the 
two married, they moved up 
north to Chestnut Hill. 

Sitting in a wooden chair 
just off the ninth hole at the 
Putterham Meadows Golf 
Course, Calmas recalls her 
days in the fabled borough 
and her plans to recreate 
them with a gala reunion at 
the Sheraton Hotel in Boston. 

In November the party, titl- 
ed ‘Brooklyn in Boston”’ will 
be the culmination of three 
years of work for Calmas and 
Kanter Alex Zimmer of Tem- 
ple Ohabei Shalom, also a 
Brooklynite. 

The party started out as a 
Thomas Jefferson High 
School reunion for 
Brooklynites who migrated 
north, but Calmas says she 
decided to include all former 
Brooklynites because there 
are so many living in the 
greater Boston area. 

“There are thousands of 
people from Brooklyn who 
live here in the Boston area,"’ 
she says with only a touch of 
Brooklynese in her voice. ‘I 
kept meeting people who 
have moved here from 
Brooklyn. They say Boston is 
the Athens of America and I 
like to think that a lot of 
Brooklynites have contributed 
to the Athenian quality of this 
area.” 


Without a doubt, the most 
famous ex-Brooklynite, and 
the man who has had more 
influence on this area than 
anyone since Paul Revere, is 
one Red Auerbach, Eastern 
District High School Class of 
"36. 

There are, however, plenty 
of lesser-known folks that 
Calmas would like to reach. 
She placed an ad in a local 
weekly asking anyone in- 
terested to contact her. While 
response, she says, has been 
good, one letter in particular 
was very interesting. 

“T received a letter from a 
woman who used to be a 
classmate of mine,” she says. 
“She was one of my best 
friends when I was young, but 
Thadn’t seen her since we 
were 11. She will be at the 
reunion.” 

The reunion, she says, will 
be a chance for ex- 
Brooklynites to rekindle old 
relationships and relive the 
varied culture of America’s 
fourth largest city. 

“The thing about Brooklyn 
is that it was a very sociable 
place,” she says. ‘‘Here, so 
much of the social life 
revolves around backyards, 
but there really weren't any 
in Brooklyn. People would 
hang out on the streets in 
front of their buildings, which 
would bring a lot of different 
people together.”’ 

Also, Calmas remembers 
Brooklyn as the original 
melting pot. 

“So many people came 
together in Brooklyn from all 
over the world,’’ she says. 
“The population was so dense 
that everyone learned a little 
about everyone else's 
culture.”

Tanning salon owner 


Pleads guilty to prostitution

NEWTON — The owner of a West Newton tanning 
salon, used as a front for an escort service, re pived 
a six-month suspended sentence after reaching a 
plea-bargaining agreement with the district at- 
torney. 

Lauren F. Hawkes, 25, of Watertown, pleaded 
guilty in district court to charges of procuring 
females for prostitution and possession of a firearm 
without an identification card. A third felony 
charge, deriving support from prostitution, was 
dismissed as part of the agreement 

Hawkes agreed to forfeit to the district attorney's 


office approximately $2,500 earned from two of her 
businesses, Boston’s Best Escorts and Melody 
Telegrams. She also forfeited about $300 con- 
fiscated with credit card receipts and client card 
files when her home and tanning salon were search- 
ed before her arrest in April 

District Attorney Peter Bella said the money 
would be used in other criminal investigations 

In addition, she forfeited her .32 caliber handgun 
and was placed on probation for a year. 

Judge Arlyne Hassett accepted a joint recom- 
mendation on the sentence from Bella and 
Hawkes's attorney, Alan Chapman

NEWTON — The Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
received and used, in 1985, a unit of blood products 
now suspected of containing AIDS antibodies, ac- 
cording to Rigney Cunningham, director of Public 
Relations and Marketing at the hospital. 

The patient who received the suspect unit of blood 
product from the Newton-Wellesley Hospital died in 
1985 of unrelated causes, according to Cunningham 
However, if the blood product he received did con- 
tain the antibody to the AIDS virus, HTLV-III, the 

atient may have been infected with the disease 
efore his death. If that was the case, he could have 
transmitted AIDS to others. 

The Newton-Wellesley is not the only hospital fac- 
ing this situation. In the past week, the Red Cross 
has notified 29 hopsitals across Massachusetts and 
Maine that they received units of blood or blood pro- 
ducts possibly contaminated with the AIDS an- 
tibody. There were 47 such units distributed among 
the 29 hospitals, according to Blanche Lansky, 
director of community services at the Northeastern 
Region of the American Red Cross 

The Red Cross learned through its ‘‘Look Back" 
program that these units, all distributed before 
April 1985, might have been contaminated 


In April 1985, a test for the AIDS antibody was 
developed, and the Red Cross now screens all 
potential donors. When a donor's test is positive, the 
Red Cross searches its records to see if he has 
donated blood before, and if so, where the blood was 
distributed. 

So far, the Northeastern Region of the Red Cross 
has found 71 potential donors who tested positive for 
the AIDS antibody. Forty of these people were not 
first-time donors; they had also given blood before 
the AIDS antibody test was available, These pre- 
April 1985 donations are the suspect units 

There is no way of knowing when the donors 
became positive and if their previous donations 
contain the antibody, says Lansky. However, their 
early donations could have been infectious and thus 
the patient who received this blood could develop 
the AIDS virus. 

When the Red Cross tracks down a suspect unit of 
blood, it informs the hospital which received it. The 
hospital is then responsible for notifying the patient 
who received the unit 

Lansky stresses that even if a patient is exposed 
to contaminated blood, he will not necessarily 
develop AIDS. She says that an estimated 20 per 
cent of people exposed to the virus will contract the 
disease

Ambulance bid 


Chaulk will serve city

NEWTON Chaulk Am- 
bulance will continue providing 
the city’s emergency medical 
services. 

The Board of Aldermen Tues- 
day night allocated $147,000 to 
subsidize Chaulk, which will pro- 
vide two Advanced Life Support 
(ALS) ambulances and one Basic 
Life Support (BLS) ambulance 

Mayor Theodore Mann 
originally recommended that 
Chaulk, which has provided am- 
bulance service to the city for the 
past five years, be awarded a 
three-year deal. That deal was 
held and the board allocated an 
interim $140,000 subsidy for three 
months after some aldermen 
questioned the bidding process 


Led by Aldermen Richard 
McGrath, the board voted 
against Mann's original request 
because of concern that the bid- 
ding process was unfair to Metr 
Emergency Medical Ser 
which submitted the only other 
bid for the contract, In addition, 
many aldermen complained they 
were not given enough time to 
properly review the process 

‘This will be the first time the ci- 
ty will pay an outside contractor 
for ambulance service. The city 
formally provided its own am 
bulance service before hiring 
Chaulk in 1981 

“We first received a hint that 
we would have to give a subsidy 
in January,’ McGrath said. “It 
didn’t come up during the budget 
talks and it wasn't until the last

NEWTON It all started 
with a sleepless night four 
years ago 

Alice Keidan Lanckton had 
gone to a friend's home for a 
Passover celebration. Her bed 
in the guest room was loca 
she says, ‘‘so that any v 
turned, a street light we 
ing right in my eyes.’’ As she 
tossed and turned, she had a 
sudden inspiration. She 
jumped out of bed and began 
to write — and The Bar Mitz- 
vah Mother's Manual. 

Lanckton describes her first 
book as ‘‘a reassuring and 
amusing guide to the ritual 
and celebration of Bar and Bat 
Mitzvahs." In the 124-page il- 
lustrated paperback, Lan- 
ckton discusses everything 
from Bar Mitzvah history to 
invitations to table seating ar- 
rangements to thank-you 
notes. There is also a chapter 
about Bar Mitzvahs for special 
needs children 

Lanckton, who holds 
degrees in classics and educa- 
tion from Vassar College and 
Harvard University, has been 
teaching in the area for 23 
years. She has taught Bar 
Mitzvah classes in temple 
school and currently teaches 
history and geography to Bar 
Mitzvah-age students at the 
Solomon Schechter School in 
Oak Hill. 

Part of her inspiration for 
the book came after she 
organized her son Ben’s Bar 
Mitzvah four years ago. 

“T loved preparing for Ben’s 
Bar Mitzvah,” she says. “It 
was so much fun and my 
friends were so nice and 
helpful. As I said in the book, 
the problems associated with 
planning a Bar Mitzvah are 
good problems — if you get a 
pink tablecloth or a purple 
one, it doesn’t matter in the 
end. 

“So many people get so ag- 
gravated about the problems, 
and they need to be reassured. 
Why can’t someone tell them 
that they don’t have to go 
crazy worrying about seating 
plans (like I did), that they 
just have to remember that 
everybody wants to be with so- 
meone they know?” 

Lanckton’s book tells Bar 
Mitzvah mothers just that —

and gives a lot of other ‘‘good, 
sensible advice,” according to 
the author. 

Judiasm has played an im- 
portant role in Lanckton’s life, 
ever since she was growing up 
in Detroit, Michigan where 
“everyone I knew was Jewish 
except the basketball team.” 
Her husband Van, a Boston 
lawyer, converted to Judiasm 
and later became Bar Mitzvah 
at age 31. 

“When Van _ converted,” 
says Lanckton, ‘it was an op- 
portunity for me to study 
again. He was the first adult 
Bar Mitzvah I knew about. 

“T think a Bar Mitzvah is a 
chance to find out what 
Judiasm can mean for a fami- 
ly. Life needs great celebra- 
tions, and why shouldn’t you 
celebrate what you are? When 
a child comes of age (13 for a 
boy, 12 for a girl), why not 
celebrate it as a Jew? Why 


should you celebrate the 
Chinese New Year? 
“Being Jewish means 


celebrating life’s events with 
rituals and ceremonies that 
have had meaning for cen- 


\. 


turies. The Jewish people 
brought monotheism and 
ethical prinicples to a pagan 
world. They are an ancient 
people who have always been 
concerned with ethics and an 
intelligent, joyful appreciation 
of God’s world. I think it’s ter- 
rific to be Jewish,”’ she says. 

Her love of Judiasm and the 
Bar Mitzvah celebration 
comes through in The Bar 
Mitzvah Mother’s Manual, 
which is written, says Lan- 
ckton, ‘‘just like I talk.” In- 
deed, many of the paragraphs 
were inspired by conversa- 
tions. 


For example, one of the 
paragraphs in chapter 15 
(‘Family matters: more than 
ever‘), was inspired by a trip 
to the movies. Lanckton 
remembers a couple sitting 
behind her in the theatre who 
had flown from Seattle for 
their granddaughter’s Bat 


Mitzvah. Their son, divorced 
from his wife, did not attend 
the Bat Mitzvah, and as a 
result the couple was not in- 
vited to the family gathering 





‘Sensible advice’ on coming of age 
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after the service. 

“T put in two paragraphs for 
them,”’ says Lanckton. In 
chapter 15, she advises, ‘‘Go 
out of your way to be tolerant 
of the grandparents on the 
other side. It’s their day, too, 
and they deserve some 
pleasure and pride in it.”” 


Lanckton plans to promote 
her book at the New Yorkers 
Book Country Book Fair, and 
she hopes to have a_book- 
signing session at a local store.

Public Works head 
defends stoneseal ©

NEWTON — Problems caused 
by the stoneseal paving process 
are not as serious as they’ve been 
portrayed in the media, ac- 
cording to the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) commis- 
sioner. 


“I think this issue is blown 
totally out of proportion,’ Com- 
missioner James L. Hickey said 
last week. 

Hickey was responding to the 
criticisms of some aldermen and 
residents of five Auburndale 
streets. They have repeatedly 
debated the merits of the 
stoneseal resurfacing process 
with Hickey, who has yet to agree 
to cover their streets with 
asphalt. 

The residents have been com- 
plaining for months that their 
streets are oozing black, sticky 
tar that gets tracked into their 
homes. 

They have brought aldermen 
samples of the stone and tar mix- 
ture that has come loose from 
their streets. As Hickey spoke 
yesterday, a plastic bag contain- 
ing some of the controversial 
substance sat in one corner of his 
office. 

“T am not saying that this may 
not be aggravating to a par- 
ticular homeowner or that there 
are not real problems,’’ Hickey 
said. 

But someone visiting any of the 
five Auburndale streets — 
Regina Road, Regina Terrace, 
Ware Road, Winona Street and 
Kaposia Street — would have a 
hard time seeing the trouble 
spots,” he said. 

“Tf one would read the 
newspapers, one would get the 
impression this is a major pro- 
blem,”’ Hickey said. 

Some members of the alder- 
manic Public Facilities Commit- 
tee criticized Hickey for not let- 
ting them and residents know he 
could not attend a meeting on the 
issue Tuesday night. 

But Hickey said that the com- 
mittee never checked to find out 
if he could be there. 

He was on vacation when 
members set the meeting date 
and later found out that his atten- 
dance was required by reading a 
news article the day before, he 
said. 

“To set a meeting date 
(without telling) the star of the 
show, it tends to be a little loose,” 


criticism. 

By the time he had learned of 
the session, he had a family com: 
mitment he could not break. He 


first tried to reach Public 
Facilities Chairman George 
Mansfield and later did get in 
touch with Alderman William 
Shaevel. 


“They didn’t even check or 
ask,” he said of committee 
members. ‘There’s no depart 
ment head who's more accessi- 
ble.” 


The commissioner defended 
his decision to monitor the five 
streets in question rather than 
order an immediate asphalt 
resurfacing. The city’s Engineer- 
ing Department has on three oc- 
casions inspected the roads and 
concluded such an operation is 
not necessary, he said. 


“If a particular street or 
streets has continuing problenjs 
— problems from an engineering 
point of view — we will resur- 
face,” he said. 





Some aldermen have threaten- 
ed not to approve any DPW re- 
quests until Hickey agrees to 
resurface the streets. The com- 
mittee made good on that threat 
Tuesday by refusing to vote fur- 
ding to improve the traffic 
signals at the intersections of 
Rumford Avenue, River Street 
and Lexington Street. 


Members would not listen 
despite the plea of Assistant 
Public Works Commissioner 
Nunzio Piselli’s that signals there 
are old and the traffic has in- 
creased significantly. 


Hickey criticized their refusal 
to vote on the project, saying 
each DPW request should be 
judged on its own merits. 

“T would not consider it respon- 
sible to hold up any necessary 
project that would enhance 
public safety for no other reason 
than to achieve a nonrelated 
goal,’’ he said.

NEWTON — The Traffic Com-

Mayor previews 15th annual address 


NEWTON — When he delivers 
his 15th annual state of the city 
address Sept. 15, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann will stress one 
of his most ambitious and expen- 
sive programs. 

At his weekly press conference, 
Mann said the speech will feature 
the city’s continuing five-year 
capital improvement program. 
The Board of Aldermen has ap- 
propriated $3.1 million to pay for 
the most recent installment. 

The plan is designed to im- 
prove existing city facilities and 
is projected to cost $80 million, 
based on projects currently iden- 
tified.

The major portion of construc- 
tion will be public works related 
items totaling $45 million, in- 
cluding the proposed sewer 
maintenance project as well as 
street and water drainage 
repairs. 

The plan also includes $16 
million for municipal building 
maintenance and $12 million for 
School Department facilities 
such as fixing roofs and installing 
new heating systems. 

Mann has described the Capital 
Improvement Program as a 
“blueprint for the city’s transi- 
tion into the 21st century.”

City to receive human service grants 


NEWTON The recent 
restoration of federal Communi- 
ty Development Block Grants 
(CDBG) will mean an additional

Proponents of the step-fine or- 
dinance said it will increase 
revenues by forcing violators to 
pay or face possible non-renewal 
of licenses and registrations. But 
for the city to accomplish that it 
had to hire an outside agency to 
collect and process the tickets. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 


defended his selection of 
Datacom by pointing to a condi- 
tion of the contract that allows 
the city to terminate if the com- 
pany is indicted. But Alderman 
Richard McGrath criticized the 
mayor’s logic. 

“We didn’t pick the MMA 
because they had no ex- 
perience,”’ he said, ‘‘and we pick- 
ed Datacom because they did. 
What happens if Datacom is in- 
dicted? Where will that leave the 
city? 


Cable pirating no local threat

WALTHAM — Local cable operators say they are 
not overly concerned with the threat of program 
pirating by bars, an issue now before the U.S. 
District Court in Boston. 

Four Quincy bar owners are being sued for 
allegedly using satellite dishes to recieve sports 
channels without paying for the service, according 
to court documents. 

Managers for both Continental Cable, which 
serves Watertown and Newton, and Waltham 
Telecommunications, serving Waltham, said they 
were not aware of any satellite dishes being used to 
avoid paying for cable service. 

Telecommunications Assistant Manager Gerry 
Buckley said the company does not have an en- 
forcement policy because the satellite signal 
belongs to the channel operators such as the New 
England Sports Network (NESN). 

“We merely distribute the signal on cable after 
we have received it,” Buckley said. ‘Basically, it’s 
my belief that the channels are vigilant about 
checking for satellite dishes,” é 

The Quincy case alleges that the bar owners in- 
tercept the satellite signal before it reaches the 


cabie company for distribution. 

Continental Area Manager Jim Sedgewick said 
his company doesn’t search for satellite dish users. 
“If there are people or businesses using dishes, 
that’s something the channel operators would have 
to take up with them. It’s certainly something that 
we would be interested in, but we aren't actively 
searching for it,” he said. 

All of the bars surveyed in Waltham, Newton and 
Watertown either paid for cable sports channels or 
did not subscribe to cable operations. 

“In a way, the bars would be better off going 
through the cable company rather than buying a 
dish,” Buckley said, ‘‘because once the signal is 
scrambled it will not be economical to have a dish,” 

Both Buckley and Sedgewick agreed that the kind 
of satellite dish use named in the lawsuit will 
decrease as more channels scramble satellite 
signals. Scrambling allows only cable companies or 
other businesses with decoding devices to receive a 
clear broadcast. 

In discussing the Quincy case, Buckley said, ‘‘I 
think it's pretty obvious that the services provided 
by NESN and the Sports Channel cost a hell of a lot 
of money. I think common sense would dictate that 
it’s worth something. I think common sense says 
that they are wrong,” 


Green lighit for greenhouse project

NEWTON — Construction will begin next week on 
Newton Cemetery’s $1 million greenhouse project. 

The proposed Commonwealth Avenue facility, 
consisting of a new greenhouse and a vehicle 
storage and repair barn, has met aldermanic re- 
quirments for being unobtrusive, according to 
Newton Cemetery Executive Officer Michael 
Kesbin, 

The requirements were added to the board order 
allowing construction of the site because of 
neighborhood concern over its effect on the area 

Alderman Susan Basham, who served on a sub- 
committee created to investigate those concerns, 
said they have been addressed. 

“The neighbors were primarily concerned with 
the visual impact on the area,”’ she said. ‘Newton 
Cemetery agreed to provide trees and landscaping 
to buffer the site from the neighbors.” 

In addition, Basham said cemetery officials have 
agreed to sell the 82,000-square-foot parcel of land 
in Four Corners that now serves as the greenhouse 
facility 

Kesbin said the cemetery has an agreement with 
a residential developer, but would not specify the 


developer, when the gite will be built on or the type 
of housing to be developed. 

Under the board order allowing construction of 
the new facility, cemetery officials agreed to con- 
vert the land to a residential district because Four 
Corners residents did not want commercial 
development in the area. 

She added that after several meetings between 
residents, aldermen and cemetery officials, the 
neighborhood ‘‘is pretty satisfied’’ with the designs 
by architect Doug Okun 

Kesbin said after more than two years of work on 
the project, he is glad it is near fruition. 

“We're pretty excited," he said. ‘‘This will be a 
very well-designed structure. It will not detract 
from the neighborhood.” 

The new facility is needed, he added, because of a 
lack of space. 

Despite the earlier controversy, Okun said 
cemetery officials have taken neigborhood con- 
cerns to heart

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Insurers reach for the moon 


Call it arrogance or greed, or both, 
if you will. The word used most in 
response to the auto insurance in- 
dustry’s request for a 33.7 percent in- 
crease in rates was ‘‘outrageous”’ and 
indeed it is. Underwriters have gone 
far beyond anything sought in the 
past, perhaps on the theory the 
ultimate decision by Commissioner 
Peter Hiam will be be substantial. 

Each of the past two years saw the 
rates drop, a 2 percent dip in 1985 and 
less than 1 percent in the current 
year. Three years ago, the industry 
asked for 11.3 percent and settled for 
4.6 percent. Justification for the 
state’s hold down on the premium 
charges allowed wasn’t difficult to 
find. 

Stricter enforcement of the drunk 
driving law, broader safety educa- 
tion, the seat belt law and deductibles 
favoring the insurers have had a 
favorable effect on the accident 
record. 

Although we’re still seeing a lot of 
those horrible highway crashes taking 
a toll in lives and totally wrecking 
cars, abundant evidence exists that 
the large-scale attack on bad driving 
habits is paying off. How this has 
reduced settlements on the part of the 
insurance companies has to be the im- 
portant factor in determining 1987 
rates. 

In filing such a rate demand, the in- 
dustry says it will be ready to back it 
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up with figures when Commissioner 
Hiam conducts the hearings required 
by law. A spokesmsn’s statement said 
Hiam had underestimated, by more 
than a half million dollars, the amount 
that insurers have had to pay for in- 
juries and damages from autobmobile 
accidents in the past two years. 

What is needed here, it would ap- 
pear, are some hard facts on the 
financial situation. Fuller disclosure, 
not only to the commissioner, but to 
the public as well, could resolve what 
had been a puzzling fiscal picture. 
What happens to the huge amount of 
money collected by the companies 
and the amount of return from invest- 
ment has never been clearly set forth. 
Granted there probably is nothing as 
complicated as the money mix involv- 
ed, an independent audit could well 
bring out a valid analysis. If this sup- 
ports industry contention, then any 
claim would be more credible. 

Source of the 33.7 premium boost 
placed with Hiam is the 
Massachusetts Automobile Rating 
and Accident Prevention Bureau. 
This body is sponsored by the in- 
dustry, so its findings obviously 
reflect insurer desire. Something 
more objective is needed, particularly 
when the secretary of consumer af- 
fairs, Paula Gold, is convinced the re- 
quest is a “‘ridiculously high filing.” 
Stay tuned for more precise informa- 
tion. 
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Rehnquist doesn't measure up 


President Reagan’s nomination of 
William Rehnquist for the highest 
judicial post in the land falls short of 
the objectivity one should get from a 
leader with no political plums to pick. 
Choice of a chief justice transcends 
the conservative-liberal standoff. It is 
a:poor way to perpetuate ideology. 
‘As a presidential candidate, Rehn- 
at couldn’t push his way past 

usacaloosa. Charisma he has not, as 
those evasive Senate hearing ap- 
perances demonstrated. 


He came across as a person with too 
much to explain in a record which 
often found him out of touch with 
social justice. His reticence to clearly 
state a position was disturbing. It 
seemed clear he was disdainful, even 
contemptuous of Democratic opposi- 
tion putting him on the spot. Some saw 
a bit of the old Nixon liability that 
stamped him as a devious person. 


Since Senate approval was an- 
ticipated, the voting strength being 
with the administration, all of this 
kind of exposure and analysis might 
seem pointless. Democrats, led by 
Sen. Ted Kennedy, were acting 


responsibly in putting him under the 
microscope, despite such a certainty. 
A lack of concern for minorities, ig- 
norance of personal property deeds 
with restrictions. delayed acceptance 
of school desegregation, on-site 
challenges of minority voters at poll- 
ing places were among the darts fired 
at the nominee by the opposition. 
Reasonable doubts were raised. 


William Rehnquist is not a can- 
didate for elective office, so the ex- 
posure directed at him by the mer- 
ciless tube can be discounted to some 
degree. Yet here is an appointive posi- 
tion of the gravest importance 
relating to the nation’sfuture. In a 
chief justice, we should be looking 
toward the keenest of legal minds, 
fairness, an overview of the national 
imperatives and an appreciation of 
the U.S. Constitution as a document 
intended to respond to the ever- 
shifting pattern of American life. 


In no way does Rehnquist embody 
the high ideals and impeccable 
credentials which the public deserves. 
He qualifies only in the narrowest 
technical sense. 


Gov. bullying the regents

The Board of Regents of Higher Education is 
skating on thin ice. 


Back in 1980, the board was constituted by the 
legislature as a quasi-independent lay agency to 
coordinate the affairs for 27 previously autonomous 
institutions of public higher education — univer- 
sities and community and state colleges, with a $600 
million budget, 15,000 employees and 180,000 
students. 


The only role bestowed on the governor, under the 
separation of powers, was to appoint the Regents 
with staggered terms, to designate the chairman 
and annually to recommend a lump-sum higher-ed 
budget. 


For some reason, Gov. Dukakis has taken it upon 
himself to bend the board to his will. 


Last month he vehemently disapproved of its 
choice for chancellor. Saying it looked bad, he dis- 
ingenuously blasted the “process,” rather than 
Rep. Jim Collins, the one chosen. He promptly 
replaced the chairman with a logical no-nonsense 
newcomer and replaced three regents whose terms 
expired with new appointees sharing his views. 


The reconstitued board voted dutifully last week 
— 9 to 7 — to do the governor’s bidding. They 
agreed to re-interview the four finalists from the 
previous ‘search,’ condescending to add Collins to 
the list if he wished (it’s the fair thing to do‘). They 
even tempted Collins with a golden parachute 
should he lose the job. He declined. 


The new board is, in effect, retracing the earlier 
board’s steps — considering four finalists plus Col- 
lins (who was fifth). 


If the original ‘‘process”’ was wrong, why is the 
identical process right? Is the difference that 
Dukakis is calling the shots? 


To rekindle their interest, new chairman Ed 
Lashman said he’d contacted and promised the 
original four finalists he could probably meet their 
steep salary-and-perks requisites. This is presump- 
tuous. Setting the chancellor’s salary is a 
legislative prerogative and, at the moment, 
legislative hair is bristling. 


(Collins volunteered pointedly he felt salary 
should not be the paramount criterion for accepting 
the post. There’s a certain Spartan kind of selfless 
pune retvice expected in so high a calling, he sug- 
gested. ) 


What Dukakis has done with the Regents is, in ef- 
fect, to invite an unnecessary square-off between 
the executive and the legislative branches. 


For one thing, it never was legislative intent that 
the Chief Executive should run public higher educa- 
tion unilaterally. For another, treating a competent 
legislator like Collins so shabbily has insulted rank 
and file legislators, to say nothing of the leaders. 


Already, there are rumors the seven minority 
Regents may resign enmasse in protest. Taking 
cue, House and Senate could, in the extreme, 
reorganize the board and remove the Governor’s 
power of appointment. 


What's missing in this whole scene is intellectual 
honesty and the long view. You can’t get any of the 
Governor’s people to be candid about what they 
have against Collins. Do they think he hasn’t the ex- 
perience to administer a sprawling bureaucracy 
(Dukakis learned on the job, if memory serves)? 
Do they quarrel with his priorities? Do they fear 
Collins’ independence, with the Westfield scandal 
brewing? Does the Governor resent a younger man 
upstaging him with greater passion about educa- 
tion? 

They shamelessly accuse the prior Board of ‘‘wir- 
ing” its selection of Collins, even as their master 
electricians “wire” the new board to unselect him. 


This is not to say the legislature has been 
blameless; far from it. Or that Collins is the best 
possible chancellor in the country. 


But the Chief Executive has painted himself into

A quiet nod for $2 billion

The Reagan administration, it 
has been learned, has quietly 
agreed to 90-10 federal funding 
for the controversial $2+ billion 
project of depressing Boston's 
clogged Central Artery and snak- 
ing a traffic-relieving third har- 
bor tunnel to Logan Airport. 


Indeed, some announcement or 
formal groundbreaking may take 
place within two weeks — before 
congress recesses. 


The quiet assurance comes asa 
surprise to those who doubted the 
Reagan administration would 
hand a politcal plum to one of its 
severest critics — Gov. Michael 
Dukakis who fathered the gran- 
diose project, Speaker Tip 
O'Neill tried with limited success 
to push it on the administration. 

There has been scuttlebutt that 
a deal was struck with the White 
House. O'Neill would get his 
cherished enlarging of the artery 
in return for gettin $100 million in 
military aid to the contras in 
Nicaragua. 


“That's 100 percent wrong,” 
says a close monitor of the issue, 
“That’s inside the beltway’s 
anecdotal cocktail gossip. It is 
not part of a political deal. It’s go- 
ing forward on its merits.”’ 


All sorts of politicians are ex- 
pected to claim credit for tipping 
the scales towards this huge dual 
engineering project.

The plan is, according to a 
qualified source, for GOP guber- 
natorial candidate George 
Kariotis to run on stickers in the 
September 16 Republican 
primary — and if possible, win 
the party nomination in his own 
right.

Republicans across the Com- 
monwealth, It will enclose an ex- 
planatory letter and a packet of 
gummed stickers bearing 
Kariotis’ printed name.

In the strange circumstances, 
a GOP search committee settled 
on Woburn businessman Kariotis 
as relief hitter. But how to make 
the switch? And how to insulate it 
from inevitable Democratic 
court assaults? 

The prevailing doctrine seems 
to be to let Republican troops be 
engaged as much as possible ac- 
tively in picking Kariotis as their 
standardbearer in the primary 
They should positively affix his 
sticker to a ballot — or write in 
his name — to show they unders- 
tand the situation and want him. 

If things screw up and 
somehow Hyatt or Switzler gets 
more votes, either will withdraw 
Bylaws then empower the state 
cmmittee to nominate Kariotis 
No one expects Hyatt or Switzler 
to defy reason and stubbornly 
refuse to quit.

There are two ways for a

We'd spent long hours 
negotiating over drawers. We 
realized early that two people 
can always work out per- 
sonality differences, but if 
you don’t get drawers 
straightened out, it’ll be just 
a question of time before 
lawyers get involved.

More mixed housing 


Howard Altman’s article in the 
Graphic's July 30th issue states 
that there are now two mixed- 
income facilities in Newton, the 
Weeks House and New Falls 

There are others The 
Hamlet, which is mixed income 
family housing off Langley road 
in Newton Centre and Golda Meir 
House on Stanton Avenue which, 
since 1978, has housed elderly 
tenants, both market and sub- 
sidized under Section 8. Jewish 
Community Housing for the 
elderly’s experience with income 
mixing at Golda Meir House has 
been entirely successful. 

A visitor to Golda Meir House 
cannot tell the low income and 
the market residents apart — a 
string of pe looks lovely 
whether it is real or pretend. The 
poker players and the movie ad- 
dicts are not visibly different bas- 
ed on income, Neither can their 
apartments be told apart; there 
is no difference in the apartments 
rented to the two groups and 
most of them are good 
housekeepers, irrespective of in- 
come. The friendships that have 
developed among residents are 
not based on whether they are or 
are not subsidized. 

The controversy about both in- 
come mixing and generation 
mixing should not be resolved 
without looking at wider ex- 











perience that just these Newton 
developments, Ever since the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency’s establishment in 1966, 
all housing built with its finane- 
ing has required that at least 25 
percent of the units in every 
development be for low-income 
tenants. The deputy director of 
the MHFA testified to the over- 
whelmingly successful function- 
ing of these projects at a recent 
hearing on Boston’s proposed In- 
clusionary Zoning provision. 

A to generation mixing, 
JCHE's experience does not pro- 
vide us with first hand informa- 
tion. However, many of the 
management companies we work 
with, such as Maloney Properties 
in West Newton, operate suc- 
cessful examples of such housing 
and should be asked for their ex- 
perience. 

Income mixing remains one of 
the most successful vehicles for 
housing those of our neighbors 
who cannot afford market hous- 
ing. It creates much needed hous- 
ing for them; it does so relatively 
inexpensive and it does so 
without stigmatizing the people 
or their homes

Too few Newton parents or 
children know that the Newton 
Recreation Dept. runs five free 
summer playgrounds from June 
30 to Aug. 16 or 29 depending on 
the site. Full-time recreation in- 
structors are paid to teach arts 
and crafts, sports and games to 
Newton youngsters from 9 to 4 
p.m. each weekday. Most parents 
do not know this because the 
Newton Recreation Dept. does 
not adequately advertise this ser- 
vice as they do their other pro- 
grams. 


Watertown, in contrast, which 
runs five similar summer 
playgrounds, advertises each 
week its counselors availability 
and publishes a newspaper ac- 
count, ‘‘notes from the 
playgrounds,”’ describing events 
of the previous week at each 
playground 


Unlike the Watertown 
playgrounds, the Newton 
playgrounds suffer, we believe 
from the ambivalence of the 
Newton Recreation Dept., since, 
said, parents prefer full-time 
paid camps for their children 
such as the Albemarle Acres and 
Newton Centre Camps. Water- 
town, on the other hand, finds 
such different facilities not con- 
tradictory but complementary, 
and also runs a day-long pay- 
camp for its residents. 

It is our contention that not all 
Newton parents can or even want 
to send their children throughout 
the whole summer to full-time 
camps that a need still exists for 
drop-in recreation sites to help 
occupy a diverse population of 
Newton Recreation children 
through the summer vacation. 





This past year the Newton 
Recreation Dept. cut five and 
kept five of Newton 10 longstan- 
ding playgrounds. But 
presumably because of a confu- 
sion in its policy it tends to 
tolerate a kind of non-program at 
the five remaining playgrounds— 
Auburndale, Burr Park, 
Hamilton School, Hawthorne and 
Sterns. Most children who 
manage to find their way to the 
sites invitably drift away saying 
that “nothing is going on‘. 
Counselors on the other hand, say 
that there can be no activities 
without the kids. 

And so Newton finds itself in 
the awkward position of paying 
disappointed and bored instruc- 
tors (up to four at a given site) to 
pass the time of day as best they 
can. A decade and more ago, 
when the recreation program 


Experts wrong about families and suicide 


Your so-called expert 
psychiatrist says families need to 
be told that it is not their fault 
that teens commit suicide. That 
is a lie. They may want to believe 
that it is not their fault, but that is 
simply not the case. 

Pain, anger, frustration, and 
lack of communication do not ap- 
pear overnight. Children learn 
what they live, as the old saying 
goes, Parents who expect perfec- 
tion or who simply ignore their 
children, even though they may 
not think they do, cause even 
greater isolation. 


I tried to commit 
suicide on Christmas Day 1982, 
and you know what, my parents 
still didn’t believe me. I had a 
friend at the Faulkner Hospital 
who had to have her stomach 
pumped because of a drug over- 
dose and her parents accused her 
of wanting to take a holiday, time 
off from school, that’s why she 
got herself into the hospital 


Sociologists can say all they 
want about greater income levels 
and education. Along with 
greater income and education 
comes greater expectations — in 
sane expectations. It is healthy to 
achieve, but only 1 percent of the 
population can be the top 1 per- 
cent by definition, And even these 
people cannot always achieve 
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I am presently entering my 
senior year of college at an Ivy 
League university. I was ac- 
cepted to three Ivy League 
schools, including the local one 
here in Cambridge, though I do 
not attend there because the 
healthiest thing for me emo- 
tionally was to get as far away 
from home as possible. 

Home was a place where love 
was a farce because we were all 
supposed to appear like we loved 
one another when in reality my 
parents did not care the least 
thing about how I felt, only about 
how I appeared, especially on 
paper in college applications. 

I may sound bitter, but I am 
not. Life has been better to me 
since my family has undergone 
counseling by our local 
clergyman, and things are get- 
ting a little bit better in my fami- 
ly. But mostly I am independent 
now and can handle adult deci- 
sions on my own. I scrambled for 
self-sufficiency and won. 

My only warning is not to 
dismiss the influence of parents 
too lightly. A child will do almost 
anything to please his parents to 
the point where he would risk 
self-destruction. “If I can’t 
please them, I’d rather die. No 
matter what I do, they don’t seem 
to care. They barely even notice 
me. Sure they say ‘Hi’ and talk at 
me, but they never listen to me. 
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At least if I killed myself, maybe 
they’d notice me and think about 
me for a change."’ 

An adolescent cannot know all 
his emotional needs just as a 
baby does not know it needs 
diapers. With the increasing 
complexity of today’s world, 
there grows an increasingly long 
necessity of the period of nurture 
which brings with it a longer 
period of uncertainty when the 
body is biologically ready to be 
an adult, but society won’t let 
him yet. 


It is up to the parents to open up 
lines of communication and most 
of all respect their adolescent for 
the adult in him or her which is 
slowly emerging. 

I just had to write having been 
there and back with several 
friends with me, some of whom 
have not returned,

It is time for the Newton 
Recreation Dept. to inform a new 
generation of the playground ser- 
vices.

Arts and 
crafts instructors should be sup- 
plied with adequate arts and 
s supplies. (At the Auburn- 



























s arrived one week late and 
ed only two weeks. ) 

The Recreation Dept. should 
also inform parents early in the 
year about the availability of this 
taxpayers-supported service, 
and like Watertown, insert 
notices weekly in local 
newspapers as it does announc- 
ing it other supervised activities. 
(Frustrated parents have tried 
recently to advertise for the 
dept., sensing an information 
gap.) 


These changes are simple, but 
if the Newton Recreation Dept. 
does not make them, it will not 
have given the playground pro- 
grams a chance at life for this 
generation of Newton’s children. 
No one expects a playground site 
to have the tightly organized 
coherence of a paid day-camp. 
Yet for a Newton youngster not in 
camp (and, yes, there are still 
many of them, and even mothers 
at home), who can measure the 
value of a single kickball game 
on a long afternoon or an arts and 
crafts class with friends at a 
neighborhood center. For the 
sake of our children we residents 
of the Garden City cannot afford 
to let Newton’s last long- 
established summer playgrounds 
die in our season.

“You feel like an outsider when 
things are being done you don't 
know about, especially with a 
president who was going to bring 
the board together,’’ said Alder- 
man Bruce Carmichael. ‘‘That

Any group as large as the 
Newton board will naturally form 
cliques, said Alderman Wendell 
Bauckman, who has served more 
than 40 years and was president 
for 20 years. 

But he added: ‘‘I think it’s ob- 
vious the board has been cliquey, 
more so now than in the past.” 

The group now in control 
ousted Alderman Matthew Jef- 
ferson from the board presidency 
and McGrath from the chair- 
manship of the Public Facilities 
Committee in 1983, Carmichael 
said. ‘‘It was a coup,”’ he said. 

- Members of the new ruling cli- 
que espouse what Carmichael 

~ called the ‘‘politics of the intellec- 

» tual” and react adversely to dis- 
sent and stifle debate he said. 
They are too sensitive and take 
votes against their position per- 
sonally, he said. 

“This is a deliberative body,”’ 
he said of the board. ‘‘We’re sup- 
posed to be banging on tables and 
getting our points across. Now we 
have people who are aloof and 

» they resent anyone who has the 
audacity to dissent loudly and 
* with malice towards an issue.” 

Board Vice President Elaine 
Gentile has vehemently denied 
all charges that Malec held 
secret meetings or engaged ina 
conspiracy. But she said there

* A large number of aldermen 

~ are relatively new to the board 
and most are educated profes- 
sionals, she said. The unsettling 
nature of the times perhaps 
makes them less willing than 
their predecessors to engage in 
verbal donneybrooks, she said. 

They want no part of the tur- 
moil that has beset the state and 
federal governments and the 
business world and would prefer 
to settle disputes in a calm, 
orderly fashion, she said.

Asked whether the sentence 
was light, Bella said it was 
“within the realm’’ of sentences 
given for such crimes, adding 
that it was ‘on the lighter side.” 

He said Hawkes’s prior 
criminal record was minimal, 
with a marijuana arrest and 
several traffic violations. He also 
said she was cooperative with 
police after her arrest. 

“Jail time isn’t always the 
answer,” said Bella. ‘‘Sometimes 
you try to save jail time for those 
who really deserve it.”” 

Chapman supported his argu- 
ment for a suspended sentence by 
saying that Hawkes has a young 

* child who ‘‘needs her mother 

~ desperately.” He said Hawkes 
“wants to try to pull her life 
together.”’ 

Hawkes was arrested by 
Watertown Police at her Perry 
Street home on April 9. The 
Newton Police Drug Task Force 
had been investigating her 
Endless Summer tanning salon 
after receiving information that 
drugs were being sold at the Elm 
Street establishment. 

Instead they found an escort 
service, advertised in the Boston 
Phoenix newspaper. Clients call- 
ing the service would reach 
phones in either the tanning salon 
or in her home on Perry Street in 
Watertown. Escorts then would 
be dispatched to area hotels or 
homes. 

Bella said one woman, who 
worked as a receptionist at the 
salon and in the Perry Street 
home, was approached by 
Hawkes and asked if ‘she wanted 
to expand her role in the business 
and service customers.” 

Clients were charged hourly 
rates of $150 if paid by cash, $170 
by MasterCard and $180 by 
American Express, according to 
the records confiscated by police 


Coletti, however, feels the pro- 
blem is too much — not too little 
debate. As an example, he 
cited the deliberations over rais- 
ing sewer-water rates, which 
went on for months. 

“It has as many as 23 people 
who feel they want to be per- 
sonally responsible for every 
piece of legislation,’’ Coletti said. 
“It’s almost like having 23 
mayors.” 

But, paradoxically, attendance 
at committee meetings is low and 
some members may be present 
for only half their votes, he said. 
“It's lazy and it's constipated,” 
Coletti said of some members on 
the board. 

The poor attitude of some 
members can be traced to Pro- 
position 2%, which reduced 
municipal resources and limited 
a board's ability to make 
creative decisions, he said. The 
municipal tax-cutting measure 
was necessary, but “‘it took all 
the fun out of being an alder- 
man,”’ Coletti said. 

McGrath and Bullwinkle 
believe that the ‘in group” 
around Malec has created ten- 
sion and dissatisfaction for the 
rest. 

Each said there is nothing 
wrong with cliques in and of 
themselves. It is that the board’s 
present ‘‘in group’ has become a 
majority. ‘‘And they don’t want it 
known,”’ said Bullwinkle. 

“The problem I have is with the 
use of power once they get it,” 
McGrath said. ‘‘As a result of 
their relationship, they’ve form- 
ed a group that can now control 
the Board of Aldermen.” 

The ‘‘in group” has been form- 
ed solely for power, he said. 
Malec added to the ‘‘clique’s” 
clout by naming many of its 
members committee chairmen, 
McGrath said. 

The others have been largely 
ignored, embittering many of 
them, he said. Their views — and 
the needs of their constituents — 
do not receive equal attention, he 
said. 

While he claims no special 
desire to be a chairman, 
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McGrath said by virtue of having 
received more votes than any 
aldermen in the 1985 election, he 
should be considered a leader. 

But Alderman Verne Vance 
said McGrath has been spouting 
the same line since he lost his 
chairmanship of the Public 
Facilities Committee in 1984 

“If Alderman McGrath feels 
excluded there’s nothing we can 
do about it short of naming him 
president or a committee chair- 
man,” Vance said. 

He defended Malec’s choices 
for the chairmanships. At least 
one, Public Safety and Transpor- 
tation Chairman Arthur Reilly, 
did not support Malec for the 
presidency. He, in fact, sup- 
ported Vance, whom Malec nam- 
ed chairman of the Legislation 
and Rules Committee. 

Both Vance and Malec ques- 
tioned whether it is possible to 
form a clique large enough to 
control a legislative body as 
large as Newton’s board. “The 
issues are too volatile,’ Malec 
said. 

The president noted that he 
often votes against those 
aldermen who are his closest sup- 
porters. As an example, Malec 
said Rodney Barker ‘led the 
charge”’ to stop the police depart- 
ment from purchasing hollow 
point bullets, while he supported 
the request. Philosophically, he 
is a lot closer to McGrath than he 
is to some chairmen, said Malec. 

A president must consult fre- 
quently with committee chair- 
man to keep the board running 
smoothly, Malec said. But when 
an issue affecting a particular 
part of the city arises, he goes 
straight to the three aldermen 
representing the ward. 

The present board is no more 
divided than past boards, said 
Malec. Aldermen have brought 
attention on cliques simply 
because they are thinking and 
talking about them now. 

Malec said he will take extra 
measures to make sure all 
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members feel they have an equal 
role on the board. 

“Tf for whatever reason — con- 
scious or subconscious — you feel 
excluded, it’s a problem,’’ he 
said, ‘To the extent I’m aware of 
it, I'll take the extra step to 
minimize it. I would like to think 
that has generally been my 
style.”

Annual apartment hunt is on

The season is upon us. 
Landlords and realtors beware: 
college students all over the 
Boston area have begun to search 
— some frantically — for apart- 
ments. 

Rents are higher than ever 
before, while the number of 
available apartments is at an all- 
time low. And some apartment- 
seeking college students are feel- 
ing the crunch. 

For local students, the problem 
is not as severe as in Boston, but 
landing an apartment in Newton, 
Waltham or Watertown still can 
be a stressful and difficult task, 
according to realtors. 

Out of the three communities, 
Waltham is the only one that has 
a significant number of 
apartment-searching students. 

Newton, because of its high 
rents and location, forces 
students to look for apartments in 
area communities, according to 
one realtor 

“Most of the students are 
graduate students,’ says Anj 
Abramowitz of Century 21’s 
Newton office. ‘Since rents are 
very high and public transporta- 
tion is not that accessible, 
students tend to look for apart- 
ments in Brighton or Allston.” 

The average rent for a two- 
bedroom apartment in Newton is 
$700 without utilities, according 
to Abramowitz. With the stu- 
dent’s pocketbook already strain- 
ed by increasing tuition, the high 
n Newton keep them away, 








“The prices are so ridiculously 
high that some apartments are 
not being rented,”’ she says. 

In addition, the number of 
apartments available is extreme- 
ly low, she says, ‘‘Last year at 
this time we had more lis 
Right now, our inventory is quite 
low. I think one of the factors is 
that there are more real estate 
agents (who list apartments) this 
year than last yei 

In Waltham, Brandeis Univer- 
sity and Bentley College students 
appear to be weathering the 
apartment crunch better than 
their Boston counterparts. 











But, according to one realtor, 
students in search of an apart- 
ment in Waltham have one strike 
against them because some 
landlords don’t like to have them 
as tenants. 

“We've seen what some of the 
students have done to apart- 
ments,” says Susan Wade, rental 
agent for Century 21 in Waltham, 
“and you can’t blame the 
landlords for not wanting to rent 
to them.” 

A two-bedroom apartment in 
Waltham, not including utility 
fees, will cost upwards of $700, 
according to Wade. The high 
rent, coupled with the landlords’ 
dislike for students as tenants, 
can make the hunt for an apart- 
ment in Waltham a grueling task. 

But this year students have had 
a relatively easy time finding 
apartments, she adds. ‘‘We have 
been able to place all students 
who have come to us.” 

Watertown, like Newton, does 
not attract many students 
because of its skyrocketing rents. 


“Once in a great while we'll get 
a graduate student looking for an 
apartment,’ says Ralph Watt, 
broker for Century 21. ‘‘But, by 
and large, we do not have 
students looking for apart- 
ments.”” 

Since Watertown borders Cam- 
bridge, Watt says he is surprised 
that students aren't flocking to 
find apartments in the town. “I 
don’t understand why there 
aren’t more students living in 
Watertown,” he says. 

A two-bedroom apartment in 
Watertown will cost anywhere 
from $650 to $850 per month, ac- 
cording to Watt. In addition, a 
month's rent for a three-bedroom 
unit starts around $800 and can 
soar up to $1,100. 

Watts says the number of 
apartments available in Water- 
town has increased markedly 
since last year. He attributes the 
higher vacancy rate to peoples’ 
refusal to pay outlandish fees for 
apartments, 

“I think there's more opposi- 
tion to high rents,” he adds. 
“People just aren’t willing to pay 
them.” 
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sumer Affairs at 552-7250. Cole 
said the phones have been 
ringing non-stop regarding this 
incident. Affected consumers will 
be sent complaint forms to fill 
out, and Cole said she is hopeful 
people will get their money back. 

While financial reimbursement 
would make customers happy, 
Swann said similar incidents can 
be avoided if the public is better 
educated. 

He said the biggest mistake a 
consumer can make is choosing 
the center with the lowest prices, 
as was the case with Body Ar- 
chitex 

“It’s impossible to run such an 
operation with any membership 
charge lower than $100 a year 
because your overhead is too 
high,” he said. ‘Most likely, at 
those prices you don’t have a 
qualified staff or a sound fitness 
program. So many of these 
places have teen-agers teaching 
adults exercises. It's ludicrous.” 

According to Swann, fitness in- 
structors at any health spa 
should have degrees in exercise 
science and nutrition at an ac- 


credited college. Fitness centers 
should also be members of either 
the Association of Fitness and 
Business or the American Col- 
lege of Sports Medicine. 

Exercise should be perscribed 
according to a members in- 
dividual needs and _ physical 
capacity. Before beginning any 
exercise regimen, all members 
should be given fitness and health 
evaluations. The center should 
also keep records of the members 
progress and physical changes 
brought about by exercise. 

“You don’t just throw a person 
in a room and let them exercise 
on their own without supervi- 
sion,” he said. ‘“‘People want 
guidance. They’re certainly pay- 
ing for it and that’s what a 
qualified staff is for. If you go to 
the cheapest place, you get what 
you pay for.”” 

Owners of local fitness centers 
are trying to pressure the 
Legislature into regulating the 
industry with a stronger arm, ac- 
cording to Swann. While the 
government recently enacted a 
law that attempts to somewhat

meeting of the fiscal year that the 
mayor asked us for the money.” 

Metro was actually the low bid- 
der by some $100,000 over the life 
of the contract. But Mann argued 
Metro did not bid on the entire 
package of options requested by 
the city, making Chaulk the low 
responsible bidder and the best 
candidate for the job. 

While no aldermen questioned 
Chaulk’s ability to provide first- 
class ambulance service, it was 
not until Tuesday night, after 
numerous parliamentary moves 
in the last month, that aldermen 
upheld Mann’s recommendation. 
The vote, however, was not 
without criticism. 

“There is an odor eminating 
from this that has come up time 
and again on contractual matters 
this city is involved in,” McGrath 
said. ‘I don’t see why we can’t 
wait on this until we find out 
some more about thé process.” 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle, 
who voted for the contract, 
agreed with McGrath’s argu- 
ment. 

“T don’t see that holding this 
will do any good,” he said. ‘But, 
we have to look at the big picture 
here. I think that we should set up

Before the AIDS, antibody test 
was developed in 1985, the 
chances of receiving con- 
taminated blood in a transfusion 
were about ‘‘one in three or four 
hundred thousand,” according to 
Lansky. Now, she says, the 
chances are ‘‘one in a million.” 

There is, however, evidence of 
a possible ‘‘window” between the 
time someone is infected with 
AIDS and the time he develops 
enough HTLV-III antibodies to be 
detected in a blood test, says Lan- 
sky. She estimates that this gap 
is six to eight weeks, during 
which time ‘there is a possibility 
that blood which has been expos- 
ed might slip through” the test. 

To safeguard against this oc- 
curring, the Red Cross gives 
potential donors a questionnaire 
and checks the responses to see if 
there is any indication of ex- 
posure to AIDS. The organization 
also gives each donor a pamphlet 
describing the “high risk” 
groups and asks anybody in this 
category to leave without giving 
blood. 


“T can understand public con- 
cern,” 8: Lansky, ‘but no one 
should panic.” 

“The public should be assured 
that everything possible is being 
done to give them safe blood,” 
says Dr, George Catsas, chief 
pathologist at the 
WalthamWeston Hospital. ‘‘The 
Red Cross uses up-to-date 
methods of testing and as many 
safeguards as possible. And peo- 
ple should also know that if they 
are tested positive they will be of- 
fered the best advice and care 
possible.” 

The WalthamWeston Hospital 
was not one of the 29 hospitals 
notified about the possibly con- 
taminated blood, according to 
Catsas. Information about the 
Mount Auburn Hospital in Cam- 
bridge was not available as of. 
ficials refused to comment until 
the director of the blood bank 
returns from vacation. 

The “Look Back” program will 
continue, not only in the Nor- 
theast Region but across the na- 
tion. The Red Cross hopes to 
trace possibly infected donations 
back to 1977, when the AIDS an- 
tibodies were first detected.

Auto show recalls 
the muscle car era

» BROOKLINE Hanging out 
at hamburger drive-ins in high 
performance muscle cars, young 
adults in the cities continuously 
challenged each other to Satur- 
day night races down that local 
quarter-mile, that heated up the 
pavement and passions for 
speed. During the sixties in 
Detroit, where the muscle cars 
originated, the challenges 
erupted from Woodward Avenue. 
Closer to home, the Museum of 
Transportation at Larz Anderson 
Park in Brookline, offers a taste 
of top speed thrills from the mus- 
cle car era to the gas miserly 
compact car generation for the 
80's. 

Located in a 19th century car- 
riage house on the grounds of the 
former Anderson estate, ‘‘Muscle 
Cars; Power to Burn” exhibits a 
selection of cars packing hefty V- 
8 engines capable of speeds 
faster than a K car could dream 
of. Spotlighted through the

auto events on the grounds: T- 
bird’s, Hemi’s, Shelby’s and Fer- 
rari’s, among others, each hav- 
ing their own day to fill the 
spacious Museum of Transporta- 


: tion lawn, where kids and hot

their parents treasured as teens. 
Walking through the museum is a 
trek down memory lane as moms 
and dads practically smell the 
burning rubber of the flaming red 
Hemi Barracudas. 

Images of James Dean and 
Elvis stare at the crowd as they 
pass the GTO atop checkered flag 
tiles; back in 1963, GTO became 
the first muscle car Detroit pro- 


duced. Precursor to the muscle 
cars, some years earlier the 
Chrysler 300 with trunk space to 
sleep 10, was rockin’ and rollin’ 
down the streets. 

Rock was the “‘in thing” during 
the 60’s, as were big block 
engines in mean street machine: 
While some visitors remini: 
about winged Dodge Dayton 
flying down the avenues, others 
envision Jan and Dean cruising 
in their fast, yet ill-fated Cor- 
vette 

High speed chases in the 
museum's video room give 
younger visitors a whizzing 
behind-the wheel glimpse of mus- 
cle car mania, before they head 
downstairs to hop into the 1970 
LeMans convertible climb-in car. 

Muscle cars in the exhibit, in- 
cluding the Ford Fiarland GT 
390, the zippy, rear-engine 
Crovair Monza Spyder and the 
red, white and blue Trans Am 
Javel in were manufactured 
when gas was only a quarter a 
gallon and catalytic converters 
were unheard of. 

The economy was at a high in 
the cities, allowing young car 
buyers to have their pick of high 
horsepower street machines. 
These shortlived days come to a 
halt in the early 70’s induced by 
the gas crisis and escalating con- 
cerns about ecology. On of the 
fastest muscle cars from the final 
days of that era was the Ford 
Mustang Boss 302; this car is also 
featured in ‘‘Muscle Cars: Power 
to Burn.””

Container gardening, which 
you might call exterior 
decorating, is growing in 
popularity, but it’s not new. 

Among ancient civilizations 
that practiced it were the Babylo- 
nians, Egyptians, Chinese and 
Romans. 

The essence of gardening can 
be captured in containers. Con- 
tainer gardening opens an op- 
portunity for creating gardens 
where plants do not ordinarily 
flourish. With containers, 
balconies and patios of apart- 
ments, condominiums or 
townhouses sparkle with colorful 
blooms and usable, edible pro- 
duce 

Even homes with yards are 
enhanced by the beauty of filled 
containers on patios, at the front 
door or on the deck 

While conventional gardens 
are at the mercy of the weather, 
many containers can be moved to 
shelter when adverse weather 


threatens susceptible plants 
Wheels beneath large containers 
permit easy movement. If shade 
from building or trees is a pro- 
blem, containers can be shifted to 
sunnier locations. 

Containers make gardening a 
pleasure for more people. No 
heavy digging and little or no 
weeding is necessary. Light, soil- 
less planting mixes keep con- 
tainer weights manageable. Con- 
tainer gardens can be brought 
within easy reach of a weary 
back, a wheelchair, or a landless 
gardener. 

Much container gardening of 
the past was devoted to ornamen- 
tal plants, but with more recent 
development of compact-growing 
vegetables and flower varieties, 
production of these in the limited 
space of containers is feasible. 

Containers of many types are 
available for growing plants out- 
doors on porch, deck or patio. For 
good growth in containers, the in- 
sulating value that the container 
is made from is important. Wood 


is an excellent material with a 
high insulating worth. 

Containers must provide some 
insulation for the roots encircling 
the container to prevent excess 
heating of the roots when the 
plant is exposed to the direct rays 
of the sun for long periods. 
Wooden boxes and barrels are 
commonly used since they are 
relatively inexpensive and pro- 
vide a good root environment. 

Drainage of containers also is 
important. There should be ade- 
quate openings in the bottom, or 
along the base of the sides so 
water will not collect, but move 
freely out during heavy rains. 
ised in containers should 
y The liberal addition of 
organic matter, such as peat 
moss, and a porous material, 
such as perlite, aid both water 
retention and movement. 

Outdoors, containers dry quite 
rapidly in mid-summer, so fre- 
quent watering is necessary. 
Often, daily watering is required 
unless containers are quite large 








Cut your grass cheaply

If you have a small or medium- 
sized lawn, some low-priced 
power mowers will do a fine job. 
Usually sold at the corner hard- 
ware or local discount store, 
they're priced at about $250 or 
less. 

These Model T’s of the power- 
mower market don’t have an 
electric starter; you yank a cord 
to start the engine. They’re not 
self-propelled; you supply the 
push. And they don’t have a fancy 
housing. But they do cut grass. 

Consumer Reports engineers 
recently tested 42 models — 31 
side-dischargers and 11 rear- 
baggers. Although none were 
outstanding in every respect, all 
were reasonably easy to start, 
and the engines ran flawlessly. 

Federal safety standards now 
require all lawn mowers to be 
designed so that your fingers and 
toes avoid contact with the whirl- 
ing blade. The safety features on 
the tested mowers do the job. The 
mowers took no more than two 
seconds to stop the blade — quick 
enough to eliminate an accident. 

To keep the blade going, you 
have to hold down a ‘‘deadman”’ 
control. When you let go — to 
empty the grass catcher, say, or 
clear debris — the control shuts 
off the engine. To begin mowing 
again, you have to hold the dead- 
man control and, while behind 
the mower, restart the engine 
with a yank on the pull cord. 

A side-discharger gives you the 
choice of bagging the grass clipp- 


ings or dispersing them over the 
lawn. With the bag in place, 
however, a_side-discharge 
mower can be awkward to 
maneuver in confined areas and 
around obstacles. If your lawn is 
mostly wide-open spaces or if you 
don’t intend to bag the clippings, 
a side-discharger would be for 
you. 

Four side-discharge mowers 
were especially recommended. 
The top-rated Homelite/- 
Jacobsen SD20 left grass as 
smooth as a carpet. It excelled in 
bagging and cutting tall grass, 
and its cutting height was easy to 
adjust. But, it did not disperse 
clippings well and, at $250, was 
the costliest side-model tested 

The Murray 20221 and Aircap 
4020 were rated Best Buys at 
$120. Both bagged well, but were 
only fair at dispersing clippings 

and unbolting all four wheels 
to change the cutting height was 
a nuisance. At $170, the Lawn 
Chief 51 performed well and had 
no serious faults. 

If you have confined areas in 
your yard and are really serious 
about bagging the grass clippings 
as well as all the twigs, leaves 
and other debris that the 
vacuuming action of a power 
mower picks up, a rear-bagging 
model would be the better choice 
for you. But since its chute is 
aimed at the operator, it 
shouldn’t be used without a bag 
or optional deflector. 

Among the 11 rear-baggers 
tested, any of eight models would 
be effective. All were priced from 


Power tools going cordless

Anyone who’s ever tried to un- 
tangle a 50-foot extension cord, 
looked high and low for a three- 
prong plug adapter, or come up a 
foot or two short when running a 
power line to do a job can im- 
agine the potential of cordless 
power tools. 

But just how well do these new 
tools work? Here's a report from 
the June issue of Better Homes 
and Gardens: 

Cordless tools won't replace 
their tethered cousins, but 
they're so handy that once you've 
tried them you'll wonder how you 
ever got along without them, Ir- 
ritating little jobs that keep you 


moving — putting up curtain 
rods, for example become 
almost fun, Also, work in 


awkward places, such as repair- 
ing a rotted section of fascia, 
becomes much simpler without 
cords. 

Cordless power tools have im- 
pressive stamina. In a simple, 
one-time test of each tool, we 


found the following. (A) The 
Hitachi 6%-inch circular saw 
($200) er ut 67 pieces of 2x4- 





inch lumber before slowing. (B) 
Black and Decker's jigsaw (148) 
eased through the turns on about 
20 linear feet of %-inch plywood. 
(C) The Sears cordless electric 
serewdriver ($40) doggedly in- 
serted and removed fifty 24-inch 
self-tapping wood screws. (D) 
Porter-Cable’s hammer drill 
($195) drilled 120 holes in light- 
gauge metal and concrete. (E) 
The Skil power drill ($125 with 
case and extra battery) did bet- 
ter at drilling holes of 4 inch or 
less, but steadily took on 42-inch 
holes as well 

The battery packs on these 
tools typically remove for 
recharge in an hour, but recharg- 
ing time varies from one to three 
hours. Recharging procedures 
vary, too. Some tools aren't sup- 
posed to be charged for more 
than their alloted time, Others 
are more conveniently designed 


— they can be left plugged in 
after the main charge is com- 
plete. 

But remember, charges won't 
last indefinitely. Some units lose 
1 percent of charge for every day 
they’re left idle. If left unused for 
90 days, some units will only 
recharge of 80 percent capacity 
onthe first charge, but regain full 
capacity on subsequent charges. 

One surprising feature of these 
tools is how quietly they run. 
You'll find them a pleasure to 
use, 

Don’t be fooled into thinking 
cordless tools are toys, however. 
With safety in mind, manufac- 
turers include on-off switches in 
addition to the normal triggers. 

Still, especially if young 
children are around, remember 
to remove the battery pack when 
you leave a job — just as you'd 
unplug the extension cord on any 
other power tool, 
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$190 to $240, and all were ex- 
cellent baggers — an important 
factor. 

The engineers top-rated the 
Murray 21851 priced at $190, 
followed by two Sears models, 
catalog numbers 3831 ($240) and 
3830 ($190). The next four models 
were rated equal — the Atlas 
202141 at $195, Lawn Chief 81 at 
$220, Wheeler Gran Prix WRB21 
at $200, and Yardmaster WRB21 
at $200. Also recommended was 
the Aircap Mastercut 9321 priced 
at $199. 

A rear bagger that doesn’t fill 
its bag almost to capacity is 
especially annoying. The 
engineers downrated the Roper 
Rally B110, the Dynamark 
213504, and the Garden Pride 
42216 because of their inferior 
bagging ability.

There are lots of ways to 
keep your house cool in the 
summer without resorting to 
central air-conditioning 

Windows recessed to a depth 
that lets the summer sun 
strike the outside wall above 
the window prevents heat gain 
through the glass below, says 
Better Homes and Gardens 
Remodeling Ideas. 

If recessed windows don’t 
complement your house, plant 
trees to shade south-facing 
windows. Deciduous trees 
shade your house during the 
spring, summer and fall, then 
drop their leaves to let the 
winter sun in. It’s also impor- 
tant to shade east and west 
sides from early-morning and 
late-evening sun. 

While you’re waiting for 
shade trees to grow, consider 
an old standby — the awning 
It can reduce heat gain 
through windows by up to 75 
percent. If you do want to use 
awnings, buy those you can 





open and close easily or 
remove when cold weather 
sets in. 


Overhangs are also effective 
sun barriers. In northern 
latitudes, where the sun 
follows a lower path, an 
overhang should be slightly 
deeper than in southern 
regions. Before modifying the 
overhangs on your house, con- 
sider one disadvantage: 
Although an installation might 
block all of the sun past it on 
Dec. 21, on many other days 
the overhang will block or

Adjustable overhangs can 
solve this problem. You can 
make them out of canvas or 
slats that can be pivoted to 
block out the sun. A vine- 
covered trelis also keeps out 
unwanted sun in summer yet 
allows winter heat gain 

Substantial amounts of ther- 
mal mass inside your home 
not only help absorb and 
release welcome heat in the 
winter, but they also play an 
important role during the cool- 
ing season. Known as time-lag 
cooling, this method works 
well in climates where night 
temperatures drop into the low 
60s 

For best results close up 
your house during the day so 
the storage mass can absorb 
excess heat. At night, open 
your highest and lowest win- 
dows or vents so natural con- 
vection can flush the house 
with cool air from the outside 
The air will cool down the ter. 
mal mass, than exit upward 
You can give nature a hand by 
adding a fan at the high point 
of the convective cycle. 

A forced-ventilation system 
lowers the temperature in the 
attic and reduces the amount 
of heat radiating into your 
house. To do this, install soffit 
vents to take in outside air and 
add ridge vents or gable-end 
vents as exits for the hotter at- 
tic air. 

Another option, a whole- 
house fan mounted to the ceil- 
ing of the uppermost level, 
cools by pulling hot, stale air 
up into the attic where it exits 
through vents.

Robert Dickinson runs Agreement Inc. to solve disputes without going 


tocourt

NEWTON — The light dawned 
for labor lawyer Robert Dickin- 
son when he helped settle a 
nickel-an-hour dispute between 
management and a union a cou- 
ple of years ago 

The dispute lasted for 18 weeks 
and had cost both sides around 
$50,000 in negotiation fees. The 
hourly inerease the union was 
seeking would net its workers on- 
ly between $2,000 and $3,000. 

There had to be a better way, 
Dickinson, who represented 
management, realized. 


Shortly thereafter, he divised 
his own method for settling con- 
troversies and formed a com- 
pany — Agreement Inc to im- 
plement it. Newton’s car dealers 
hired him in 1985 to represent 
their interests and resolve dif- 
ferences with residents and the 
city 

He calls his method ‘‘meditra- 
tion” a concept for resolving 
disputes without going to court or 
formal arbitation. ‘‘I’ve found T 
could settle more disputes in a 
better way at the Pillar House 
(restaurant) than the cour- 
thouse,’’ he says 

Meditration is based on Dickin- 
son’s belief that most disputes 
linger because neither side 





re veals what it really wants 
“The wind isn’t a good wind 
unless you know the direction 
you’re going,” he says. ‘‘In many 
of these disputes, all you’re see- 
ing is the lighthouse, not the 
rocks and shoals underneath.” 

Dickinson was unable to settle 
that nickel-an-hour labor dispute 
until he discovered the real issue 
was how the shop foremen were 
to be appointed. ‘“‘We met at the 
Union Oyster House over a sand- 
wich and reached an agree- 
ment,’’ says the former Newton 
resident, now living in Needham. 

Once the goals are clear, it is 
Dickinson’s job to identify the 
roadblocks. He then encourages 
both sides to hurdle the smallest 
one and go from there 

“Nothing succeeds like suc- 
’ he says of clearing that 
roadblock, ‘‘Then they can 
‘Maybe we can make the 
next one.’”’ 

Dickinson admits Newton’s car 
dealers six on Washington 
Street and one on Beacon Street 

and residents e not always 
been at peace. Each side has 
goals to achieve and barriers to 
clear. 

For the dealers, he says, 
“What we want in exchange for 
being better corporate citizens is 
some consideration for the things 
we need,”’ Dickinson said.

for customers and employees, 
especially on Washington Street 
They also require space to store 
unsold cars, as the recent 
discovery that Newton-Nissan 
was keeping vehicles on a 
Webster Street lot shows. The 
company was apparently 
unaware it needed a special per- 
mit to do so. 


To help the dealers, Newton 
could allow motor vehicle 
storage in manufacturing zones 
as a ‘‘matter of right,’’ Dickinson 
says. 

Instead, the Zoning Review 
Committee (ZRC) has proposed 
local car merchants be required 
to secure special permits for such 
things as additional parking or 
building changes, Dickinson 
says. The ZRC recommendations 
have to be approved by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Special permits ‘restrict your 
ability to make any changes or 
improvements,’’ Dickinson says. 
“You're like in a strait jacket.” 

Residents and the city have a 
stake in assisting the dealers and 
would receive a return for the 
concessions they seek, says 
Dickinson. 

Successful auto dealerships of- 
fer residents quality repair ser- 
vice and the city tax revenues. 
The dealers pay almost $200,000 a 
year in property taxes, he says. 





Teen and officials look on as Governor signs bill

NEWTON When Newton 
North High School senior Steven 
ichman got a call from the 
gavernor’s office recently, he 
kdaw his four-month effort to 
chdnge the course of local 
government had succeeded. 

He was invited to a ceremony 
ataphich Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
wuld sign legislation officially 
breaking the economic ties bet- 
ween Newton and American com- 
panies doing business in South 
Africa. 

‘Last week, Dukakis signed the 
bill and presented it to 
Galechman. State Senator Jack 
Hackman, D-Newton, had re- 
quested the governor invite the 
teenager. 

i“That’s a signed copy of your 
first bill,’ the governor said. 
‘May there be many more.” 

, The reserved young man could 
ohly smile shyly in the presence 
of the state’s chief executive. 
‘I'm honored to be here,” 
Qalechman had said just before 
the ceremony. ‘‘I didn’t expect to 
bp here. It was the governor's of- 
fice that called me.” 

‘Alderman Matthew Jefferson, 
who sponsored Newton's divest- 


ment petition, gave much of the 
credit for its passage to 
Calechman and other Newton 
North students. 

It was Calechman who brought 
the issue of apartheid — South 
Africa’s system of racial oppres- 
sion — to the attention of Newton 
North students with an article in 
the school’s newspaper last Oc- 
tober. 

It was Calechman and fellow 
senior Tracy Welch who organiz- 
ed Apartheid Education week at 
North in February. 

And a month later it was 
Calechman and a handful of the 
school’s students and teachers 
who demanded the Retirement 
Board rid the city of its $3.5 
million in South African-related 
holdings. 

The board refused, members 
saying they first wanted the ci- 
ty’s 3,000 present and past 
employees to take an advisory 
vote. But by then the local move- 
ment had gained too much 
momentum. 

Jefferson, an outspoken propo- 
nent of divestment, simply took 
the issue to the Board of Alder- 
man. The board passed the local 
legislation with silent unanimity 
in June. 


Backman and state Rep. David 
Cohen, D-Newton, then whisked 
the bill through the Legislature 
and onto the governor’s desk. 

“That was the impetus,”’ said 
Jefferson of Calechman and his 
fellow North students. ‘‘The 
Board of Aldermen is tremen- 
dously responsive. They’re 
responsive to the citizens and 
especially the students.”’ 

Backman said Newton's divest- 
ment bill moved more quickly 
through the Legislature than any 
legislation he has sponsored in 
the last 10 years. 

That swift passage probably 
results from the growing opposi- 
tion to apartheid among com- 
munity and campus groups, he 
said. But the effort will come to 
naught if the federal government 
does not follow their lead. 

“It is now necessary for Presi- 
dent Reagan to take action to let 
the world know the United States 
is against the policy of the 
government of South Africa,” he 
said. 

Apartheid is especially 
reprehensible, Backman added, 
since South Africa’s white 
minority uses it to deny political 
and economic equality to the ma- 
jority — blacks, Asians and

The chairman of Newton's 
Finance Committee will become 
that city's representative on the 
Middlesex County Charter Com- 
mission if voters approve crea- 
tion of the group this November, 

Alderman Paul EB. Coletti, 36, 
of 34 Columbia Ave., was the sole 
resident to turn in nomination 
papers for the city’s seat on the 
commission by Tuesday's 
deadline. 

Meanwhile, two Waltham men 
will vie for the commission seat 
that represents Waltham and 
Watertown, Paul Blazar, 35, of 43 
Marlborough Road, and Carmelo 
S. Panzera, 56, of 6 Park Place, 
both easily beat the qualifying 
deadline 

Weston officials said no town 
residents turned in papers for the 
commission seat that includes 
Weston, Lincoln, Wayland, Con- 
cord, Sudbury and Natick. 

The charter commission will be 
created if Middlesex County 
voters endorse a Nov. 4 ballot 
question and simultaneously 
elect 15 district representatives. 
The three county commissioners 
and Newton Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, as chairman of the Mid- 
dlesex County Advisory Board, 
will round out the group's 
membership. 

The commission is scheduled to 
meet for 18 months and issue sug- 
gested revisions in the county’s 
form of government by June 1, 
1988. Among the possible recom- 
mendations are a complete aboli- 
tion of the county or a state 
takeover of the county correc- 
tions system. 

Coletti became Newton's only 
candidate when two other 
residents failed to qualify. 

Attorney and former alderman 
Thomas Concannon did not turn 
in valid nomination papers by the

Jaycees strong to the core

NEWTON In neighboring 
Waltham, the local Jaycees 
chapter is suffering through a 
serious numbers crisis, But 
membership in Newton's chapter 
is remaining constant. 

“There are too many good 
young people for our member- 
ship to decline,” says former 
chapter president Raymond 


Ewer. However, it was not 
always this way for the Newton 
group. 


Just 15 years ago, the Newton 
Jaycees had only two active 
members, according to then- 
president Orvil ‘‘Buster’’ 
Hagaman. Now, he says, the 
group has about 60 members and 
a strong core group of 25, 

In 1970, when Hagaman took of- 
fice as chapter president, he and 
fellow member Jim Bishop 
‘were”’ the Jaycees. Because the 
age limit for regular Jaycees 
members is 35, most of the older 
Jaycees who had been “backing 
up the organization” retired, and 
the younger members ‘‘didn't 
have the knowledge to push for- 
ward," says Hagaman. 

Facing the possibility that their 

harter would be revoked, 
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Hagaman and Bishop started a 
membership drive. 

“We found the voter registra- 
tion lists and sent letters to many 
people,’ Hagaman recalls. 
“Three of them showed up to our 
meeting and only one of those 
joined. We decided that it was not 
a good way to get members!”’ 

What did work for the Newton 
chapter was word of mouth. 
Hagaman estimates that over the 
years he has brought ‘‘at least 15 
to 20” friends into the Jaycees. ‘I 
just tell my friends to go to the 
meetings, and 90 percent of them 
think it’s fantastic,” he says. 

“The Waltham group could 
hold parties to bring in members, 
but the best way to get people 
who want to work is word of 
mouth. Everybody has to know 
somebody, and if five people br- 
ing five friends, and they bring 
five friends, it will snowball,’’ ex- 
plains Hagaman. 

The Newton Jaycees were 
lucky; just a few years after the 
membership crisis, the 
Massachusetts chapter insisted 
that women be allowed in the 
organization. The women ‘‘did a 
fantastic job,’ according to 
Hagaman, and boosted member- 
ship as well.

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Playground attendance: 
down - programs close

NEWTON Last year there 
were 10 supervised playgrounds 
sponsored by the Newton Parks 
and Recreation Department. 
This year there are but five. 

“The number of playgrounds 
was reduced because of the 
times,” says Fran Towle, deputy 
commissioner. ‘‘Now, many 
families have two parents work- 
ing, and they want a more struc- 
tured program for their kids.” 

“The kids don’t come any 
more,”’ says Jim Coffey, one of 
four counselors at the Auburn- 
dale Playground. ‘‘We get maybe 
six to eight a day, but never 
enough to really do something. If 
we could get 10 to 15 kids at a 
time, we could make it like a 
camp.” 

Often, a lone box made of craft 
sticks and a pile of colored paper 
are the only signs that children 
have participated in the supervis- 
ed programs. 

On a typical day at Auburndale 
Park, children are outside 
laughing as they climb jungle 
gyms, use the slides and swings, 
or feed the ducks. Most of the 
younger children are with a 
parent; the older ones are self- 
sufficient. No one seems to need

like the baseball field and sand- 
pile. We used to do arts and 
crafts, but not any more.” 

“I wanted the job because I like 
working with kids,’’ says Coffey, 
putting aside his book. ‘‘But most 
of them go to private camps.

NEWTON The aldermanic 
Zoning Amendment Committee 
(ZAC) has hammered out an ac- 
cessory apartment ordinance 
proposal that will make it possi- 
ble for over 2,200 homes to have a 
legal second dwelling 

But it will not significantly 
relieve the city’s housing shor- 
tage, according to Glenn Morris, 
a member of the Zoning Review 
Committee (ZRC) 

“They passed a regulation that 
satisfies the need to preserve the 








historically significant older 
buildings,’ said Morris after the 
ZAC completed its work last 


week 

Most of the 2,285 Garden City 
homes that would qualify if the 
Board of Aldermen adopts the 
ZAC recommendations already 
have an accessory apartment in 
place, he said. “I bet it wouldn't 
give you more than 100 (apart- 
ments), 200 at most,’’ he said 

The ZRC, a committee of 
residents and aldermen, has 
studied and proposed revisions of 
the city’s existing zoning or- 
dinances. It is the ZAC’s task to 
review their work and make final 
recommendations to the full 
board 

On July 1, ZAC members decid- 
ed to recommend that a building 
must be owner-occupied to 
qualify for an accessory apart- 
ment. The owner, they added, 
must live in the principal dwell- 
ing 

Last week, they accepted 
several ZRC accessory apart- 
ment recommendations, but 
made two changes which would 
double the number of Garden Ci- 
ty homes that could qualify as 
legal accessory apartments. 

The ZRC had recommended 
that a building would have to 
have 3,600 square feet of floor 
space and be built prior to 1923 to 
qualify. Under these conditions, 
the Planning Department has 
figured around 1,000 Garden City 
homes could add a unit. 

~The ZAC changed the size re- 
quirement to 3,100 square feet 
and the cutoff date to 1946. 

The new date was chosen 
because most of the city’s ex- 
isting housing stock — 73 percent 
“was built by that time, Chair- 
man Rodney Barker said. ‘‘You'd 
he dealing with the great majori- 

ty’ of single-family homes," he 
said. 

“Morris pointed out to the com- 
mittee that the smallest possible 
accessory apartment is 700 or 800 
square feet, Barker said. Since 
another ZRC-ZAC proposai is 
that the apartment cannot be 
larger than one-third of the 
building’s total size, a house 
would have to have at least 2,400 
square feet to qualify. The com- 
mittee settled on 3,100 square feet 
instead because ‘‘it didn’t want to 
go that far,” Barker said. 

The ZAC also voted to recom- 
mend that a home with an ac- 
cessory apartment have at least 
two off-street parking spaces for 
the tenants, Barker said. 

“*You’re going to have at least 
two,"’ he said. ‘‘You’ve got a hus- 
band and wife and you're going to 
have at least two cars.”” 

ZRC member Mary Sivak used 
statistics to show that Newton 
should not be compared to the 
other 15 communities in the 
greater Boston area that already 
have accessory apartment 
legislation. 

, Of those 15 communities, only 
one Cambridge has more 
people per squ mile than 
Newton, she said. The rest range 

rom Danver’s 2,148 per mile to 
Weston's 234 per square mile. In 
contrast, Newton averages 4,723 
ngople per mile 

‘It seems illogical to hop, skip 
and jump through all these towns 
and find guidelines,’’ she said. 
»Since Newton is one of the most 
densely populated municipalities 
in Massachusetts, it cannot af- 
ford an accessory apartment or- 
dinance that would add signifi- 
cant numbers of people, Sivak 
seid 
‘Former Alderman Lisle Baker 
said accessory apartments would 
likely be occupied by adults and

NEWTON — The USFL should

In the last decade, the 29-year- 
old construction worker has been 
responsible for starting hundreds 
of cost-efficient professional foot- 
ball leagues around New 
England and recruiting some 60 
team owners in Newton alone. 

As the only commissioner in

Each of the 14 BSFL owners 
will select 25 players from the 
rosters of the National Football 
League. When the NFL season 
begins two days later, the suc- 
cess or failure of any BSFL team 
will depend on the performance 
of real players. 

If, for example, Tony Eason 
throws three touchdown passes 
that Sunday, the BSFL owner 
who has the Patriot quarter- 
back’s ‘‘rights’’ gets 18 points. If 
Irving Fryar is on the receiving 
end each time and the owner has 
his rights too, chalk up 18 more.

Best of all is Farrar’s “great 
game sense,” said Harrington.

She has good speed, 
and swings a powerful bat in the 
middle of the lineup. 

Center fielder Wendy Rogers 
might be the key to the whole 
team next spring.

This widespread 
genetic disorder is not 
well known — but the 

Krugs are changing that

hen Patricia Krug’s daughter Kelly was diagnosed 
as having neurofibromatosis eight years ago, 
there was no research being done on the genetic 
disorder, no public awareness of its prevalence, 
and no fundraising underway to help find a cause and a cure. 

Now, thanks in large part to the efforts of Dedham resident 
Krug and her family, the Massachusetts chapter of the National 
Neurofibromatosis (NF) Foundation is the most active in the 
country, with its 1,500 members raising over $60,000 for research 
last year alone. For the past four years, Gov. Michael Dukakis 
has declared May as NF Awareness month. And this year, the 
state chapter recruited Boston Celtics Coach K.C. Jones to 
publicize its cause and its annual canister drive. 

Even so, says Krug, there's still a long way to go in fighting 
the disorder. 

One in every 3,000 children is born with NF. It affects both 
sexes and every racial and ethnic group. World-wide, it is more 
common than muscular dystrophy, Tay-Sachs disease and cystic 
fibrosis combined. About 50 percent of NF cases are hereditary 

- the other 50 percent are the result of spontaneous gene muta- 
tion, with no way to predict their occurence. 

Over 100,000 people in the U.S. alone have the disorder, and 
some of those with the most severe cases may die from com- 
plications associated with it. 

Often called von Recklinghausen’s Disease after the German 
physician who first recognized it in 1882, NF can affect the ner- 
vous system, muscles, bones and skin. It is most often 
characterized by the presence of cafe-au-lait spots — areas of 
mild skin pigmentation — and the formation of multiple soft 
tumors or neurofibromas. Other manifestations can include con- 
genital bone defects, tumors of the optic, acoustic and spinal 
nerves — which can result in blindness, deafness and paralysis 
— scoliosis or curvature of the spine, and head enlargement, as 
well as learning disabilities and high blood pressure. 

These symptoms often involve disfigurement or deformities, 
which add to the emotional and psychological stress of the 
disease. 

But one of the most frightening aspects of NF is its unpredic- 
tability. Although the disorder is not always progressive, addi- 
tional effects often develop during puberty and, in women, dur- 
ing pregnancy. There is no way to be sure that a mild case today 
will still be a mild case a year from today. 

All this, Krug learned when her daughter was diagnosed as 
having NF at the age of four months. She has spent most of the 
intervening years working to publicize NF and its symptoms and 
raise funds for research into the disorder. Although she still 
works part-time as a lab technician, she says she has basically 
given up that career to work with the NF Foundation. 

The main thrust of NF research now is in identifying genes 
closely linked to the disorder and using them as a stepping stone 
to track down the NF gene or genes, says Newton resident Dr. 
Bruce Korf, director of the NF Clinic at Children’s Hospital and 
a member of the advisory board for the state NF chapter. The 
hope is that finding the gene will assist in diagnosis, early detec- 
tion, and, eventually, in treatment of NF. 












Korf’s clinic provides diagnostic, 
follow-up, treatment and genetic 
counseling services to NF sufferers. 


It aids researchers by locating large 


families with numerous NF cases, 
needed for gene tracking. 
Mass. General Hospital also 


operates an NF Clinic, directed by 
neurosurgeon Dr. Robert Martuza, 
who also serves on the state NF ad- 
visory board. Often, reconstructive 
or cosmetic surgery and radiation 
are the only treatment for NF symp- 
toms.

elly Krug was born with 
an optic glioma — a 
tumor affecting the 
visual nerve in her left 


eye. She also had the telltale bir- 
thmarks. Now eight and a half and 
in the third grade at Riverdale 
elementary school, she already has 
had six operations, including three to 
remove her bad eye, reconstruct 
bone deformities around the socket 
and install an artificial eye. 

During the surgery, the doctors 
discovered brain tumors. And last 
year, when Kelly saw an orthopedic 
surgeon for her legs, which are dif- 
ferent lengths, he found she also has 
tumors in her abdomen, 

No one in Kelly’s family had ever 
been diagnosed as having NF before. 
Her older sister and brother are both 
healthy and athletic. “My older girl 
is a sprinter and has the fastest 220 
in the Bay State League,” remarks 
Pat Krug with a mixture of pride 
and pain, ‘“‘and Kelly can barely 
run,” 


Krug says she and her husband 
were unable to learn much about NF 
for the first two years after Kelly 
was diagnosed, Then she heard 
about the Massachusetts chapter of 
the NF Foundation, The second 
chapter in the country, it was found- 
ed in 1979, 

“When I found out about the 
organization, I thought somebody 
was already doing research and 
there was a big organization and all 
I could do was pay my dues," she 
recalls. She quickly learned other- 
wise. She also learned a lot more 
about what NF really means. 

“IT went to the first meeting and 
there were people telling me all 
about their children and themselves 
and it was very scary,”’ she says. 
“But it made you realize that 
somebody had to do something about 
this disease — and that’s the 
satisfaction that you get, that you 
can do something about fighting 
this.” At that same meeting, she was 
appointed fundraiser 

“T think it was meant to be that 











Kelly is here and that I do this 
work,"’ Krug says. 


She pulls back the door of a small, 
floor-to-ceiling closet in her kitchen 
packed with papers and boxes and 
files — her NF closet, she explains. 
It is located right next to the two kit- 
chen telephones — one for her fami- 
ly and one for NF. Although Krug’s 
two years as president of the state 
chapter ended last year, she still 
spends roughly 40 hours a week on 
foundation work — talking to new 
members who call for information, 
handling correspondence and giving 
talks to a variety of medical, profes- 
sional and community organizations 
with current president and active 
member Karen Peluso. 


Krug brings out a small, framed 
paper from the closet. It is a note 
from Kelly given to her not long 
ago: ‘Dear Mom, you have the best 
job — the name of it is NF. Love, 
Kelly.” Below Kelly's signature are 
three hearts bearing the words “I 
love you, Mom,” and the names of 
ier other two children and her hus- 
band. 

The whole family pitches in to help 
Krug. Her mother, Ruth Vey, and 
her sister Jeanne Vey are now in 
charge of publicity for the state NF 
chapter, and another sister, 
Maureen Kraby, is treasurer.

Home-office deductions OK for some

| An increasing number of peo- 
ple have two or more sources of 
{ncome, and as in your case, they 
often administer the second 
source from home. Your question 
{s this: Can the expense of main- 
taining a subsidiary business 
home-office be deducted from 
federal income taxes? 
The answer is a definite yes. 
Because the IRS rules now allow 
a deduction for home-office ex- 
ses when part of the tax- 
s home is exclusively used 
on a regular basis as the prin- 
cipal place of business. 

If there is one area of which the 
JRS regularly cracks down, it is 
the deduction for home-office 
penses. Over the years, the rules

The IRS sets guidelines that must 
be met by a taxpayer in order to 
be entitled to the home-office 
deduction, only to see that some 
imaginative taxpayer has found 
a way around them. Current 
rules virtually end the home- 
office deduction for all persons 
except outside salespersons and 
professionals such a ph 
attorneys, manufacturers reps, 
accountants, etc., who maintain 
permanent a place for that same 
business elsewhere 

Specifically, the rules now 
state that a deduction for home- 











office expenses will be allowed 
only to the extent they apply to a 
part of a taxpayer’s home ex 
clusively used on a regular basis 
by the taxpayer 

In addition, a taxpayer may 
also deduct expenses that apply 
to space within his home that is 
used on a regular basis to store 
inventory or for use in the tz 
payer’s trade or business of sell- 
ing products at retail or 
wholesale. But only if the tax- 
payer's home is the only fixed 
location of the trade or business. 

(a) as a principal place of 
business; 





b) as a place of business used by 
the taxpayer's patients, cleints or 
customers in meeting or dealing 
with the taxpayer in the normal 
course of the taxpayer's trade; 
(c) in connection with the tax 
payer's business, if it is a 
separate structure that is not at 
tached to the home 

The rules are tough, but if you 
qualify you will find the tax sav 
ings generated by home-office 
expenses can really add up. What 
follows is a checklist of at least 
partially deductible expenses

‘ Although Wang is laying off 
employees and Apollo is in a 
slump, next year, says Arthur 
Carr, company president, Stellar 
hopes to grow to at least 100 
employees, and to nearly 200 dur- 
ing the year after that. 


Board okays 
lodice plan for 
office building

NEWTON — After more than 
nine months of delays, developer 
Michael Iodice is one step closer 
to winning final aldermanic ap- 
proval of his plans for a garage 
and office building on Crafts 
Street. 

The Aldermanic Land Use 
Committee voted last week to ap- 
prove Iodice’s site plans for the 
garage, to be built in conjunction 
with an office building at 36 
Crafts St. 

But before the Board of 

Aldermen can vote on the deci- 
sion favoring Iodice, the Law 
Department will have to make a 
ruling on a set of legal opinions 
‘presented by Alderman Bruce 
‘Carmichael. 
‘ Carmichael has vowed to con- 
‘tinue his fight against the site 
‘plan on the grounds that the 
building moratorium passed 
earlier this year prohibits such 
construction. 

Carmichael has argued that 
‘the moratorium is a dimensional 
‘control, which would prohibit 
‘Iodice from building the office 
and garage because the site plan 
‘was filed after the moratorium 
became law. 

Todice has argued he can build 
‘because he filed a perimeter 
‘plan, protecting the zoning status 
-of the land for three years, prior 
‘to the moratorium’s implementa- 
ttion. 

Carmichael introduced a set of 
‘legal opinions and case histories 
‘which he claimed proves the 
‘moratorium should prohibit 
Todice from building: 

Carmichael's brief, prepared 
by an attorney whose name he 
refused to reveal, contradicts an 
‘earlier Law Department ruling 
‘that the moratorium is a use 
regulation and would allow 
Todice to build, pending alder- 
manic approval 

Under city charter, aldermen 
can only recommend changes to 
‘a site plan, a set of designs in- 
‘cluding height, setback and land- 
‘scaping of a given parcel. City 
charter prohibits aldermanic 
denial of a site plan, but 
parliamentary maneuvering has 
delayed action on lodice's peti- 
tiun since first introduced in Oc- 
tober 

Planning Director Barry Can- 
ner estimated between 15 and 20 
perimeter plans have been filed 
since the moratorium was Im- 
plemented in March. 

Last night's vote came with the 
understanding that the Law 
Department will have an answer 
to Carmichael's legal opinion and 
tunnamed lawyer before the full 
board votes on the issue Aug. 11

NEWTON Laurence and 
Sherrie Cutler have petitioned 
the Board of Aldermen for one 
unit more than what they can 
build by right at 120 Church St. 

The bonus unit is a two 
bedroom, 788-square-foot apart- 
ment they are offering for 
$159,000. While they are willing to 
contribute money to the city’s 
low-income housing pool, the 
Cutlers say aldermen, by asking 
for too much money, are 
defeating the purpose of or- 
dinances designed to increase 
that pool. 

“Every time we think we are 
getting to the top, we wind up 
back on the bottom again,” 


Laurence says, pointing to the 
Playful Penguins game. “If the 
city really wants to find af- 
fordable housing, then they have 
to do something about the way 
they ask for contributions under 
the 10 Percent Ordinance.” 
Cutler says he thought he was 
in the clear after the Law Depart- 
ment ruled that Ordinance 30 
conversions, designed to protect 
the city's older homes by allow- 
ing the owners to convert space 
for apartments to derive extra in- 
come, do not require contribu- 
tions under the 10 Percent or- 


dinance. 
The aldermanic Land Use 
Committee ignored the Law 


Department's ruling and asked 
Cutler for a contribution of 
$17,500. That fee, Cutler says, is 
unfair because he is only asking 
for one bonus unit 

“We would wind up paying as 
much as someone building as 
many a nine bonus units, 
because that figure represents 10 
percent of the average selling 
price of one unit. It would be 
more equitable to have a flat fee 
for every bonus unit.” 

An aldermanic subcommittee 
will make its long-awaited 
recommendations for changing 
the ordinance and issue a report 





to the board in September 
Scheduled for a board vote later 
that month, lobbying by ¢ 
should be intense, bec 
are many people with an opinion 
on how the final version should 
look 

Cutler suggests the city charge 
small-scale developers based on 
the number of units they are 
seeking above what is allowed by 
right in a particular zone. Under 
his plan, a developer seeking nine 
bonus units would pay nine times 
as much as someone seeking one 

Cutler, long an advocate of low- 
income housing, says Newton of- 
ficials do more harm than good 
by asking for such a high con- 
tribution 

“The way to increase the 
amount of affordable housing in 
this city is not to scare off the 
small developer,’ he says. ‘I 
checked the Sunday Globe last 
week and the average selling 
price of two-bedroom units listed 
there was $303,000. We are selling 
ours for $159,000. To tell you the 
truth, after what we've been 
through, I would never again con- 








sider converting an old home 
because of all the problems in- 
volved." 

Cutler says the city should 
think about the big picture,

than attempting to 
s much from individual 
developers as possible 

“Tf you really want to create af- 
fordable housing, and preserve 
the city’s older homes at the 
same time, you have to find a 
more equitable method for seek- 
ing contributions to the low- 
income housing pool, There are 
no federal programs to do this, so 
you have to make it more attrac- 
tive on the municipal level.”” 

Cutler advocates easing up 
restrictions on accessory apart- 
ments. By allowing those who 
own older homes to use interior 
space for accessory apartments, 
Cutler says the city will increase 
the housing stock and preserve 
older homes. 

By forcing developers seeking 
Ordinance 30 conversions to ‘‘pay 
through the nose,"’ Cutler says it 
will encourage the creation of 
fewer, larger and more expen- 
sive units. That, he says, will 
deny seniors, low-income 
families and singles the ability to 
live in Newton 

“T know developers who have 
told me they are discouraged by 
what we have gone through,” 
Cutler s ‘Most of the people 
who have contacted us about the 
two-bedroom unit want it either 











Redesigning cities from the ground up

CAMBRIDGE — The brightly- 
colored maps, charts and 
diagrams on the walls of this 
second-floor office, tucked away 
on a side street from the hustle 
and bustle of Central Square, 
speak volumes for what 
Laurence and Sherrie Cutler 
have tried to do since graduating 
from Harvard University in 1966. 

“We are urban planners and 
designers,”’ Sherrie Cutler says. 
“We have worked with officials 
all over the world to find better 
ways of living for urban 
dwellers.” 

The phone never stops. People 
from all over the globe call the 
Cutlers, who dart from one part 
of the office to the other. The 
phone, however, is no substitute 
for direct contact so this day in 
the office is a happy respite from 
winging from one country to 
another. 

The times had a lot to do with 
their ambition, both Cutlers say. 
Graduates of the turbulent 60s, 
the Cutlers, like so many other 
young people of that time, 
wanted to ‘‘change the world.” 

‘With all the things that hap- 
pened during the 60s," Laurence 
says, ‘‘we were interested in 
liberal ideas. One of those ideas 
was low-income housing.” 

Laurence met his wife-to-be in 
a Harvard architecture class 
(‘She was the only girl in class 
and I like girls,"’ he says). And 


following graduation the two- 


teamed up to form Ecodesign — 
the architectural and planning 
business they still run. 

One of their first assignments 
was to work on the federal Hous- 
ing and Urban Development's 
(HUD) ‘In City” program. 

Designed to generate more 
housing for the nation’s low- 
income families, the “In City” 
project looked at housing pro- 
blems in 22 American cities, 

To offset what they saw as a in- 
effective means of producing 
housing, the Cutlers recommend- 
ed production of low-cost, easily 
transportable housing units that 
could be mass produced. 

“Nobody was producing 
enough units on-site,” Sherrie 
says. ‘‘The government was not 
utilizing industrialized housing 
technology that could produce 
these types of units, so we recom- 
mended mass-produced building- 
block types of units that could be 
built anywhere,” 

Like so many noble ideas of the 
60s, however, the Cutlers’ vision 
of mass-produced housing went 
the way of the peace symbol. 

“Those were the days when 
people cared about housing for 
the elderly and poor in this coun- 
try,” she says. “You don’t hear 
too much about that now."" 

The Cutlers were not 
discouraged, A few years later, 
spurred by poor job prospects for 
architects in this country, they 
went to Nigeria to design a 
master plan for housing. 

Using population figures, 
demographics and other in- 
formation, they and a Nigerian 
partner developed master plans 
to rebuild seven Nigerian cities, 

“Basically, the master plans 
redesigned the cities from the 
ground up,” she says. “We 
redesigned their waste systems, 
transportation systems, school 
Systems as well as housing. 

“One of the real problems,” 
she adds, “is that when we 
Started in 1973 it was during the 
oil boom. People were leaving the 
farms and coming to the city and 
we needed to find ways to make 
that transition a smooth one. 
Things got even worse when the 
oil boom subsided, because now 
there were no oil-related jobs and 
the farms were even in worse 
shape due to neglect.” 


Aside from redesigning its 
cities, Ecodesign ‘‘established 
and managed the entire U.S. $2 
billion Nigerian Army Barracks 
program, from inception to com- 
pletion of 14 sites.” 

The Cutlers, who lived in 
Newton Corner during the years 
they helped redesign Nigeria, 
still maintain an office in Enugu. 
During the interview, a woman 
from that office called to ask a 
few questions. Despite the 
distance, the Cutlers maintain 
their ties. 

Not all their jobs are as 
altruistic. The Cutlers were the 


principal architectural con- 
sultants to Bally’s Park Place 
Casino in Atlantic City during 
that operation's recent redesign. 

“That w decadent,"’ both 
‘We don't even like 
Atlantic City, but business is 
business and this is. still 
America.” 

In addition, they have won na- 
tional awards for urban designs 
in Denver and Portland, Ore. 
They have designed housing for 
Honduras and irrigation for Iran. 

From Norway to Algeria and 
Chile to Nigeria, the Cutlers have 
been in the business of changing 
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the way things operate. 

Making cities more hospitable 
for those who live there, they say, 
is what their business is really all 
about. They have written a 
number of textbooks on the sub- 
ject, used by urban planners and 
design professionals world-wide. 

“This is our background,”’ 
Laurence says. ‘‘We have been in 
the business of creating low- 
income housing for years. One of 
the books we wrote included a 
suggestion that cities make 
things easier for the lay person to 
understand the process of 
development.‘ 





for a grandmother who can no 
longer take care of a large home 
but wants to stay in the city, or a 
young person who is looking for 
their first place.” 

In addition to discouraging af- 
fordable housing, Cutler says the 
current confusion over both the 
10 Percent and Ordinance 30 con- 
version laws will have a negative 
effect on the character of the ci- 
ty’s single-family zones, 

“There are many areas in this 
city with old homes that could be 
destroyed if the board makes it 
infeasible to convert them to ac- 
cessory apartments,’ he says, 
pointing out sparsely populated 
areas on a map. “Once one per- 
son decides to level an older 
home to build multi-family dwell- 
ing units, it spreads and you lose 
the single-family character of the 
neighborhood. 

“The way it is now, these older 
homes are almost amoral for an 
empty-nester to live in because of 
the cost of maintaining it,” he 
adds. ‘‘These homes would also 
be too expensive for starter 
homes. Our home on Church 
Street is large enough to split into 
four units. We are only asking for 
three, one unit over what we 
could build by right. There are 
many homes like this in the city.‘

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$750,000 
in fines 
anticipated

NEWTON — City officials, with 
the recent passage of the step- 
fine parking ordinance, expect to 
collect $750,000 annually from 
parking scofflaws, according to 
Chief Administrative Officer 
Richard Kelliher. 

The ordinance, which will tack 
on a $5 surcharge for tickets not 
paid within 21 days, will go into 
effect when new computer- 
compatible parking tickets ap- 
pear on windshields by the end of 
next month, Kelliher says. 

The tickets will be part of the 
city’s beefed-up fight against 
parking violators made possible 
by the step-fine ordinance and 
the hiring of Datacom Inc. to col- 
lect and process the fines. 

City and Datacom officials met 
in City Hall last week to iron out 
the details of a contract to collect 
and process the estimated 170,000 
tickets issued here annually. 

Kelliher says the tickets will 
streamline the process because 
they will be scanned by com- 
puter, reducing error and in- 
creasing efficiency. 

“The tickets will be modified to 
include notices of non-payment,”’ 
Kelliher says. ‘‘They will be op- 
tically scanned and payment will 
be made to lockboxes at the 
Newton Post Office.”” 

One person elated by hiring an 
outside agency to collect the fines 
is Richard Walsh, who used to be 
the parking clerk. Walsh says he 
is “ecstatic” that he will no 
longer receive calls from angry 
motorists upset with parking 
tickets. 

“It was a real pain,’’ Walsh, 
director of data processing, says 
of handling the parking clerk’s 
job since 1981. ‘‘Most of what I 
had to deal with were the com- 
plaints of people. This is the 
greatest thing to happen to me.”’ 

While the job ‘‘was interesting 
for a year,” Walsh says listening 
to people complain about parking 
tickets ‘‘got old quick.” 

“It was a study in human 
nature,’ he says. “It was in- 
teresting for a year, but it has 
been too many years.” 

City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi will now handle the park- 
ing clerk’s duties. According to 
Walsh, that, combined with hir- 
ing an outside agency to collect 
and process fines, will greatly 
reduce the strain on the city’s

NEWTON — Everybody used 
to know what the word meant. A 
‘family’ consisted of Ma, Pa and 
maybe a couple of kids.

The Zoning Amendment Com- 
mittee (ZAC) may ask the Law 
Department to cut through the 
legal fog and define ‘family’ for a 
proposed revision of Newton’s 
zoning ordinances. 

ZAC Chairman Rodney Barker 
said he was hoping the state’s 
Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) 
would define ‘family’ when 
deciding the appeal of Leon and 
Shirley Jaffe. 

The city charged the Jaffes 
converted their 58 Winthrop St. 
house into a two-family dwelling. 
The Jaffes denied the charge and 
argued the city was prosecuting 
them for renting the premises to 
single, unrelated tenants. 

The SJC upheld a Middlesex 
Superior Court decision against 
the Jaffes, but did so strictly on 
the structure and use of the 


NTA wants tax cut

NEWTON — A local taxpayers 
association is trying to recreate 
the astounding statewide 
triumph of Proposition 2% six 
years ago. 

The Newton Taxpayers 
Association (NTA) has filed a 
petition demanding the city 
reduce its fiscal 1989 property 
taxes by $2.5 million. Joseph 
Alexander, NTA executive 
secretary, estimated the pro- 
posal would cut the average 
homeowner's local taxes by $120. 

If City Solicitor Daniel Funk 
rules the petition is legal and 
valid, the NTA may be able to 
force its request onto next year’s 
ballot. 

But the NTA faces a road just 
as tortuous as that traveled by 
the Citizens for Limited Taxation 
(CLT) in 1980 when it succeeded 
in bringing Proposition 24 to a 
statewide voter test 

First, the NTA must collect the 
signatures of 4,859 registered 
voters to bring the proposal! to the 
Board of Aldermen, according to 
Alan W. Licarie, executive 
secretary of the city’s Election 


Commission. 

That figure is 10 percent of 
Newton’s voters registered for 
the last election, he said. The 
NTA must reach this goal in six 
months. 

Should this effort succeed, 
aldermen will have 30 days to 
react. ‘If they do nothing or if 
they reject it or if they modify it 

which is deemed a rejection 
the petitioners have 45 days to get 
another 5 percent,” Licarie said. 

Should they collect the addi- 
tional 2,430 valid signatures, the 
NTA would submit the proposal 
once again to aldermen for place- 
ment on the 1987 ballot 

A successful NTA drive would 
give the city its first valid in- 
itiative petition, said Licarie, ex- 
ecutive secretary for the last 20 
years 

In 1980 CLT began its own 
statewide petition drive by col- 
lecting the signatures of 10 per- 
cent of the commonwealth’s 
registered voters. When the state 
Legislature said ‘no’ to Proposi- 
tion 24, the organization 
gathered another 5 percent to 
force the issue to the ballot

The ZAC was formed to study 
and make recommendations on 
the Zoning Review Committee's 
(ZRC) proposed revision of the 
city’s zoning ordinances. The 
ZAC will eventually bring the 
results of its deliberations to the 
full Board of Aldermen, which 
must approve any zoning 
changes. 

Told the committee and the 
Law Department might try to 
define family, ZRC member 
Mary Sivak said, ‘‘First of all, I 
wish a lot of good luck to them.”’ 

Sivak said the problem would 
be a little easier to solve if people 
simply accepted that groups of 
persons not related by blood or 
marriage live together. The 
courts have not held that such a 
living arrangement is illegal.

Some think unmarried men 
and women living together ‘“‘is 
against the laws of God,’’ she 
said.

Such groups could be allowed 
to live in family zones if their 
numbers do not exceed the 
average size of the traditional 
family, she said. The city can 
determine that number by U.S. 
census statistics. 

Young said this is possible, but 
it raises at least one difficult 
question. If the city were to limit 
groups of unrelated people to six 
in family zones, for example, 
would it be implying that a tradi- 
tional family with eight children 
violates single-family zoning?

“T think a lot of children may 
have difficulty reading in their 
later years if they are pushed at a 
young age because they do not 
have confidence in a social set- 
ting,’ Stander says. ‘Many 
parents do come to us and ask 
how much their child will learn 
academically and we try to in- 
form them of the importance of 
giving a child time. We try to ex- 
plain to them that achievement is 
not necessarily measured by 
reading skills and academics.” 

Judy Madalia, a consultant to 


Elaborating on 


Madalia s: “Mostly it comes 
from achievement-oriented 
families who measure success by 
academic prowess. I think it also 
has to do with our high-tech, com- 
petitive world.” 

Book publishers expect that in 
four years 19 million 
preschoolers will be reading. 
There are prestigious preschools 
in the nation that cost up to $5,000 
a year including the Better 
Baby Institute in Philadelphia 
where parents pay $490 a week to 
learn how to use flashcards to 
teach their babies. 

Stander says some parents 
think these programs could make 
or break their child for life. 

“This whole thrust is really a 
marketing push from the 
publishing world,” she says. ‘‘It’s 
a big marketing ploy to make 
parents feel their children are in- 
adequate in this dog-eat-dog 
world. Did Albert Linstein’s 
mother need flashcards? I don't 
think so.” 

Not everyone agrees that struc- 
tured learning at the preschool 
level could be detrimental to 
children in their adolescent 
years. Child psychiatrist Man- 
cosa Santiago of the Newton 
Guidance Clinic says children 
need more stimulation and ex- 
posure. 

“I think the overall effect is 
positive,” Santiago says. “The 
structured learning prepares 
them more for when they enter 
grammar school. Often when 
children are not stimulated 
enough, boredom results and 
that’s when they get into trou- 
ble.”

NEWTON Newton North 
High School culinary students 
cook zesty quiche, beef 
stroganoff, assorted exotic soups 
and other tantalizing gourmet 
specialties that feed more than 
150 faculty members and school 
visitors every day. 

The program has grown so 
much in popularity among the 
student body that construction is 
underway to expand and develop 
a more elaborate facility, ac- 
cording to Dan Malia, director of 
technical vocational education. 


What started as a small lun- 
cheonette eight years ago has 
developed into fine dining which 
could probably rival most local 
restaurants. Originally, the 
culinary program was developed 
for special needs students, but 
now more than 178 students 
spend part of their school day 
preparing goodies for the facul- 
ty’s willing consumption. 


The culinary facility, the 
Tigerloft, on the third floor of the 
‘school, is moving to the fourth 
floor, which affords more than 
twice the space, Malia said. 
Renovation completion is ex- 
pected in November, 

“This year we're adding bak- 
ing to the program and this extra 
space will come in real handy. 
The students will have a separate 
area in the kitchen strictly for 
baking so everything can go on 
simultaneously,” he said. 

The Board of Alderman ap- 
propriated a total of $191,500 for 
the renovation, Last year the 
board alotted $162,000 for the pro- 
ject and last month it added an 
additional $29,500 to complete it, 
according to City Clerk Edward 
English, 

Culinary equipment was 
estimated to cost $100,000 over 
and above the construction cost, 
but Malia said the kitchen fur- 
nishings from Bigelow Junior 
High School will be used in the 
Tigerloft. The School Committee 
recently voted to close Bigelow. 

“Our costs were cut tremen- 
dously and our equipment pur- 
chases will be minimal because 
of the stove ranges and 
refrigerators being transferred 
from Bigelow,” Malia said. ‘All 
the apparatus is in mint condition 
too."” 

The Newton Schools Founda- 
tion also received a $4,000 equip- 
ment donation from Oscars, a 
Newton Corner restaurant. The 
foundation is forwarding Oscars’ 
gifts — two fryolators, a freezer- 


children to learn sets them up for 
unnecessary failure.

Stop-work order may be 


lifted at Rte.

NEWTON — City officials will 
meet with Beaver Construction 
and its geologist late this week to 
determine if a stop-work order 
issued after a July 15 blasting ac- 
cident at the company’s Route 9 
site should be completely lifted.

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Police chief supports 
mutual aid drug fight

NEWTON — A mutual aid plan 
among four area communities 
could allow police to follow the 
trail of drug dealers throughout 
Middlesex County, Newton 
Police Chief William F. Quinn 
said. 

The chief was commenting on a 
proposal to have Waltham, 
Newton, Watertown and Weston 
cooperate on drug investigations 

Watertown officials last week 
voted to allow police to negotiate 
a mutual aid agreement among 
the four communities. 

The three other communities 
have yet to formalize the agree- 
ment with Watertown, but Quinn 
said the police chiefs and Mid- 
dlesex County Assistant District 
Attorney Peter Bella have held 
discussions the last few months 
to put the plan together. 

If the communities join forces, 
the county sheriff may deputize 
designated officers from each to 
conduct investigations and make 
arrests anywhere in Middlesex 
County, Quinn said. 

The plan is needed, in part, 
because drug peddlers often 
recognize local police, tipping off 
an investigation. ‘‘They can 
smell a cop,” Quinn said. 

Each department would be 
able to call undercover police 
from the other communities

Centre parking lot rehabilitation delayed 


NEWTON — The rehabilitation 
of two rundown Newton Centre 
parking lots will be delayed until 
next summer because the sole 
bid was too high and the contrac- 
tor was unable to do the job in 
time, according to Department of 
Public Works (DPW) officials. 

The city had estimated it would 
cost $220,000 to upgrade the adja- 
cent Pelham Street and Pleasant 
Street parking lots. But only one 
contractor bid for the job and his 
offer exceeded that figure by 
$60,000. 

“The bid came in high,’” DPW 
Commissioner James L. Hickey 
said recently. ‘Moreover, the 
contractor said he would be 
unable to commence work until 
September.”’ 

The city wanted the 
reconstruction done in the sum- 
mer when traffic and parking 
demands in Newton Centre are 
somewhat less than in fall, 
Hickey said. That village is one of 
the most traffic congested in the 
city and has a severe shortage of 
parking spaces. 

The rehabilitation of the lots 
would put roughly 160 parking 
spaces out of commission. In the 
fall, back-to-school shopping and 
the holiday parking demand 
would make that loss too much of

Committee calls for revisions to zoning 


NEWTON — The aldermanic 
Zoning Amendment Committee 
(ZAC) is revising the way many 
Newton residents will be able to 
use their homes. 

In an effort to increase the 
number of housing units in the ci- 
ty while maintaining the residen- 
tial atmosphere, ZAC is recorm- 
mending changes to the city’s 
zoning ordinances that would 


allow construction of accessory 
apartments within certain 
homes. 


In addition, the committee is 
also tightening up ordinances 
regulating businesses run out of 
the home. Both revisions are 
aimed at controlling the density 
and other growth pressures on 
residential neighborhoods. 

The ZAC met last week to 
finalize their recommendations 
on the Home Office and Ac- 
cessory Apartment ordinances, 
which they will eventually pre- 
sent to the Board of Aldermen 
The ZAC picked up where the ad- 
hoc Zoning Review Committee 
left off in the effort to rework the 
city’s zoning ordinances, The 
ZRC was made up of aldermen, 
developers and private citizens 
who met for more than six mon- 


ths to revise the ordinances. They 
handed the baton to the ZAC, an 
aldermanic committee that is do- 
ing the legislative legwork to 
enact those changes. 

According to Assistant City 
Solicitor Ouida Young, who is 
representing the Law Depart- 
ment during the committee's ses- 


sions, the ZAC’s Accessory 
Apartment ordinance would 
specify the conditions 


homeowners must meet before 
converting interior space to ac- 
cessory apartments, 

Young says only owner- 
occupied, single family homes 
can qualify to petition the board 
for a special permit that would 
allow the conversion. The homes 
must have been built before 1946 
and they must contain at least 
3,100 square feet of inhabitable 
floor space 

If approved by the board, ac- 
cessory apartments cannot con- 
tain more than 30 percent of that 
inhabitable floor space and the 
unit must be occupied by so- 
meone other than the owner 

In addition, Young says ac- 
cessory apartments will have to 
meet the city’s parking restric-

Locals will watch over changes at HoJos 


NEWTON It is too early to 
determine the extent of interior 
and exterior changes to the 
Howard Johnson’s Motor Inn 
over the Massachusetts Turn- 
pike, according to a spokesman 
from the company that will buy 
the hotel. 

But one alderman says he will 
closely watch any proposed 
changes. 

“I will monitor the changes 
closely,'’ Alderman Ronald 
Marini says. ‘I hope they won’t 
try to do something that is 
drastically different from the 
operation that is there now.” 

Marini says so far Newton Cor- 
ner neighbors have no major 
complaints with Howard 
Johnson’s. But, because the area 
is densely populated and heavily 
trafficked, he says he will step in 
if the Flatley development com- 
pany has any plans to expand 
over the turnpike. 

“I will be interested and sup- 


portive if there are no major 
changes,” he said. ‘‘But we don’t 
need any development over the 
pike. We have enough problems 
with traffic and density and we 
do not need anymore expansion.” 

Flatley spokesman Richard 
Carlson says it is too early to be 
specific. 

“We have no specific plans at 
this point for each individual 
hotel,” Carlson says. ‘We are 
looking to invest between $5 and 
$6 million overall in the next two 
years, but I really can’t talk 
about the specific changes plann- 
ed for the Newton hotel.” 

Last: week, Flatley purchased 
the Newton Howard Johnson's 
and five other hotels from the 
Dunfey Corp. tley, which 
owns the castle-like Sheratoii 
Tara in Framingham, will 
change the appearance of the 
Newton hotel, but Carlson would 
not say how much or when.

Wilton,” Quinn said. ‘The deci- 
sion was a difficult one and I went 
on vacation a few days to make 
sure I was thinking clearly."

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Something's fishy

NEWTON Water, water 
everywhere and not a drop to 
drink 

Some Newton residents can 
empathize with the mariner who 
gave this plaintive cry as he 
found himself marooned in a sea 
of non-potable water. 

Although their situation is not 
as extreme as the stranded 
sailor’s, these Newtoh residents 
are complaining about fishy 
smelling and tasting water. Some 
are reluctant to brush their teeth 
or take showers, let alone drink 
their tap water. 

The fishy smell is caused by 
algae in the Wachusett Resevoir, 
according to Judy Curby, 
business manager of the Newton 
Water Sewer Department 
Periodically throughout the sum- 
mer, the algae begin to pro- 
liferate, causing the odor. The 
algae growth, says Curby, has oc- 
curred every summer for 
“several”’ years. 

“When we get complaints, we 
test the water for bacteria and 
hazardous materials,’’ she says. 
“There hasn't been any safety 
problem." 

“It's a natural occurence,”’ ex- 
plains Warren Zepp, senior 
sanitary engineer at the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Association (MWRA). ‘‘The 
water is basically alive. There 
are fish and all sorts of 
microscopic organisms. 

“At certain times these 
organisms proliferate and cause 
an odor. It's hard to pinpoint 
what sets off the growth — it 
could be temperature changes or 
an input of vitamins."” 

The MWRA treats algae 
growth with copper sulfate, 
which is “extremely toxic for 
algae and non-toxic for people,” 
according to Zepp. Using a boat, 
several tons of copper sulfate, a 
truck haul, and three to five men, 
the MWRA is able to treat about a 
week's worth of water at once. 

When water is purified by the 








__. about city’s water 


copper sulfate method, it is 
distributed to local water depart- 
ments and consumers. Some 
customers are at the end of the 
chain, and thus they may not 
receive the purified water for 
several weeks. 

“Some people will have the 
smelly water and some will have 
the not-so-smelly water,’’ says 
Zepp. “It is harmless, although 
perhaps quite unpleasant," he 
adds, 

Copper sulfate treatment can- 
not be used preventatively, nor is 
it permanent. There are several 
methods to keep reservoir water 
algae-free, but, says Zepp, they 
involve ‘‘mega-bucks.”’ 

One possibility is constructing 
a plant to filter all water going 
through the system. However, 
with 300 million gallons a day be- 
ing delivered from the resevoir, 
such a plant would be expensive 
to construct and maintain. 

An alternative to the filtering 
idea is building an aqueduct from 
the Quabbin resevoir, which does 
not usually have algae problems. 
However, says Zepp, the 
aqueduct would have to be at 
least 13 feet in diameter, and it 
would be routed through bedrock. 
Constructing this bypass would 
be a “major, major project,”’ he 
says 

Whenever the city’s 
Water/Sewer Department gets 
complaints about the water, the 
MWRA will check the resevoir 
and treat it with copper sulfate if 
necessary. But, says Zepp, ‘If we 
don’t notice the problems 
ourselves, we won't treat them. 
We don’t want to add things to the 
water if we don't have to.”” 

Newton residents cannot travel 
to neighboring towns to avoid 
fishy-smelling water; Brookline, 
too, has an algae-bloom problem. 
And even if the odor disappears 
this fall, it will probably return. 

“It will gradually come back, 
then gradually go away again, 
then gradually come back,” says 
Zepp. “You just have to let 
nature take its course.‘ 
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Leaving parenting to our teachers 


As the summer draws to a close, 
“Back to School” displays appear in 
local stores, kids begin to feel this 
vague sense of dread gnawing away 
at their summertime fun and parents, 
mostly mothers, begin to look forward 
to having the house to themselves 
again for much of the day. They watch 
the kids head out for their first day of 
school in new clothes, toting new lun- 
chboxes, bookbags or backpacks, they 
close the door and they breathe a long 
sigh of relief. 

The relief comes, in effect, from 
shifting some of the burden of paren- 
ting over to schoolteachers. This is 
understandable, and it has been going 
on for a long, long time. But the 
liabilities involved in handing the 
reins over to schoolteachers and ad- 
ministrators are increasing at an 
alarming rate. 

Whereas parents used to worry 
about their kids getting into fights, 
running in front of speeding cars or 
ripping their school clothes in after 
school games, the hazards that 
threaten today’s schoolchildren are 
considerably more complex. They de- 
mand more study, more understan- 
ding; and a ‘‘Don’t-you-dare-do-that”’ 
will do little in the way of avoidance. 

Research by the National Educa- 
tion Association has pinpointed some 
of the most threatening situations 
with which today’s students may be 
confronted. Drug and alcohol abuse, 
teen pregnancy, eating disorders, 
child abuse and teen depression and 
suicide are among the perils cited. 
The NEA’s concern is that these pro- 
blems are among the causes behind a 
high school dropout rate that now ex- 
ceeds 30 percent. A million young peo- 
ple a year drop out of school before 
graduation, according to the report. 

The picture the NEA paints of 
“school days” in the 1980’s bears little 
resemblance the memories that per- 
sist among the parents of today’s 
students. For instance: 

¢ About one-fourth of all high school 


students regularly smoke marijuana 
and more than two-thirds use alcohol. 
Eight percent of sixth graders use 
marijuana. 

¢ If current trends continue, four out 
of 10 girls who are now 14 will get 
pregnant in their teens. 

¢ Some 15 percent of young 
American women will be anorexic 
during part or all of their teenage 
years if today’s trend remains steady. 

¢ One out of three girls and one out 
of eight boys under 18 have reported 
incidents of sexual abuse. 

Suicide is still the third most com- 
mon cause of death among young peo- 
ple 15 to 24 years old, after accidents 
and homicide, and the second most 
common cause of death among 15- to 
19-year-olds. 

There are programs in the Newton 
schools aimed at finding remedies for 
the problems besetting today’s 
students. They have been created by 
professionals and they are being ap- 
plied with vigor; but they are not 
enough. 

We can not let the ‘‘state’’ take over 
the role traditionally played by 
parents. The business of teachers is 
teaching. Parents are the ones 
responsible for the value systems of 
their children, not city employees. 

Parenting has gone through some 
radical changes in recent years. 
Working parents, single parents, “‘lat- 
chkey’” children and ‘‘extended”’ 
families are shaking the traditions 
many of us grew up with. We are hard 
put to find solutions to problems, like 
those cited by the NEA, that scarcely 
existed a couple of decades ago. 

But it is unfair to the children to 
assume that they will encounter solu- 


tions to these problems in school or 
that state-sponsored programs will 


provide them with the means to cope. 
“Back to School,” while it might

-Tinkering with OML is not needed 


: Give our legislators a law that is 
working well to tinker with and they 
do so with relentless zeal. The Open 

- Meeting Law, protecting the public’s 
right to know what elected officials 
are doing in the conduct of myriad 

. procedures, is a good example. Over 
the past two decades, since enactment 
of OML, it has been effective in open- 
ing doors heretofore closed. Most city 
and town business had been con- 
ducted in executive sessions apart 
from hearings required by statute. 

A half dozen amendments have 
weakened the law without diverting it 
from its main objective, which is 
public access to all meetings of 
boards, committees and commis- 
sions. Now comes yet another amend- 
ment, already put through both bran- 
ches, which puts a screen over ap- 
plicants for municipal positions, one 
of the more sensitive being that of 
school superintendent. Some local of- 
ficials believe the likelihood of media 
disclosure of the names of those seek- 
ing such a position is a factor 
discouraging qualified candidates. 
From this thinking came the General 
Court’s revision, 

At least a partial justification can 
be found for this opinion, although 
some city officials are unsure that 
there has been adetrimental effect 
among qualified candidates in their 
experience. 

What the amendment ready for 
enactment does is to throw a first cut 
screen over the initial body of can- 


didates for appointment. It permits a 
first interview screening process 
without divulging those who have ap- 
plied. Names of those surviving the 
first round would then be made 
public. 

The governmental body itself would 
make the judgment as to whether an 
open meeting at the outset would be 
detrimental to any candidate. That’s 
an invitation to secrecy. Moreover, if 
a candidate is qualified, he or she is 
reasonably sure to get over the first 
hurdle and into the open. 

Two Newton lawmakers, Reps. 
David Cohen and Susan Schur, like 
the doors closed on an initial screen- 
ing session. Newton School Commit- 
tee Chairman Gentile likes the open 
evaluation all the way. Waltham 
School Committeeman Bob McGurrin 
sees it as a “useless mechanism.” 
because qualified candidates in- 
variably move into the next round. 

We strongly support the positions 
taken by Gentile and McGurrin, The 
protection sought in behalf of 
aspirants is so narrow it has no 
significance. Any publie ad- 
ministrator seeking to move 
elsewhere who does not have suffi- 
cient confidence in his professional 
competence to risk a job-hunting 
disclosure ought not to be given such 
consideration. 

Letting the Open Meeting Law do its 
job without such tinkering would be 
the thing to do. Any amending action 
should be shelved. 














Legislators take a ‘recess’ 


Nice work, if you can get it

‘Tis a midsummer day, and all 
through the State House, 

Not a lawmaker is stirring, not 
even a spouse. 

Stacks of legislation have been 
pigeonholed with care 

In hopes that their sponsors 
won’t murmur in despir. 

This little ditty describes an 
all-too-familiar scene at the 
Massachusetts State House, 
where most senators and 
representatives are off on what 
amounts to an eight-week vaca- 
tion. 

The informal recess, which 
began July 10, brought to a vir- 
tual halt a legislative session 
already marked by its slow pace. 

This has to concern conscien- 
tious lawmakers — Republicans 
and Democrates alike— who take 
“the people’s business’? more 
seriously it seems than some of 
their colleagues do. 

Defenders of the ‘summer 
break”’ argue that the legislature 
is not really shut down. And 
technically that may be correct, 
since both the Senate and House, 
before beginning their extended 
leave, agreed to meet briefly 
twice a week to deal with routine 
matters. 

Usually no more than a handful 
of lawmakers, one of them 
presiding, shows up for these sit- 
tings, which do little more than 
satisfy the state constitutional re- 
quirement. It specifies that once 
the lawmaking year has begun, 


both Senate and House must- 


meet at least a couple times a 
week until the session’s end. 
Provision, however, is made 
for up to four weeks of recess at 
the legislature's discretion. But 
for reasons known best to Senate 
and House leaders, the decision 
was made, as in the past, not to 


take advantage of such official 
time off. Instead, the lawmakers 
seem to prefer to make it appear 
that they are on the job, which is 
hardly the case as far as mean- 
ingful activity is concerned. 

Before taking off, the 
legislators hustled along scores 
of measures, most of them hardly 
controversial and but a few of 
significance. Among the nearly 
350 laws enacted in the past seven 
months are the record $9.84 
billion state budget for fiscal 
1987, a $137.8 million deficiency 
budget for the year that ended 
June 30, a curb on medical- 
malpractice costs, and a 
measure making it tougher for 
fathers to dodge child support. 

The lawmakers also found time 
to approve a $4 million-a-year tax 
break for the commonwealth’s 
two dog race tracks. That money 
was intended to help improve the 
quality of the racing. Also, more 
than 200 more matinee and even- 
ing dates were authorized for 
parimutuel wagering operations. 

Meanwhile, most of the year’s 
most important work, including a 
long-overdue overhaul of the 
public-employee pension pro- 
gram, a provision for a state tax 
cap, and reform of the criminal 
sentence structure, face a uncer- 
tain future. 

Also languishing is the House- 
approved wiping out of the 
income-tax surcharge, retroac- 
tive to last January; the propos- 
ed state takeover of county jail 
costs; and stricter drunk-driver 
penalities. 

Obviously some of the still- 
pending legislation will make it 
later in the year, but probably not 
until after the Sept. 16 primary, 
even though both the Senate and 
House are supposedly returning, 
ready to roll up their sleeves, the 
previous week. 





It could be November, after the 
election, before the senators and | 
representatives accomplish ali = 
that much, despite the fact less 
than a dozen of them appear to 
face more than token ballot op: 
position. 

The suggestion that lawmakers 
need time away from Beacon Hill 
to campaign is often little more 
than an excuse to stretch out the 
legislative session. At this point, 
there is no indication that 
legislative leaders, especially 
Senate President William M 
Bulger (D) of Boston, intend to 
end the sitting before mid- 
December, if then. 

Meanwhile, most other state 
legislatures, including those in 
New England, have wound up 
their annual sessions. If others 
can’get their work done in six 
months, or less, why cannot 
Massachusetts senators and 
representatives do it? 

Several proposals for a state 
constitutional deadline for con- 
cluding legislative work are up 
for consideration by Senate and 
House members when they meet 
jointly next month. 

Their next con-con sitting, as it 
is called, is Sept. 10. But is is 
questionable whether the matter 
will receive serious consideration 
since such a restriction could tie 
the hands of lawmakers. 

Were the annual sessions con 
fined to half a year, or evena cou- 
ple months longer, it might be 
harder for legislators to voté 
themselves future pay raise 
from the $30,000-a-year level. 

That compensation would seem 
to be most adequate —perhaps 
even overly generous— for what 
amounts to less than a half year 
of legislative activity, even ii 
spread out over 12 months. /

Invest, not divest, in South Africa

How about some _ thought- 
provoking heresies for today? 
Stand by. 

Contrary to conventional 
wisdom, a surprising number of 
folks I’ve talked to lately worry 
that America’s fevered pitch for 
sanctions against South Africa, 
far from being helpful, may ac- 
tually be the weakest possible 
strategy for change. 

How’s that for starters? 

Congress is steamed up with 
the fixation that to destroy South 
Africa's obnoxious apartheid, 
enlightened nations must 
‘pressure’ the racist govern- 
ment into fast-forward reform. 
The approved instruments are 
worldwide condemnation, total 
divestiture, and ‘‘tough’”’ 
economic sanctions. 

Sounds logical at face value. 
Apartheid is, indeed, gross so 
make them get rid of it for- 
thwith. 

But the sanctions strategy 
cleverly frames the discussion in 
terms which obscure more basic 
issues. One is finding the formula 
by which European colonial 
powers can free their African col- 
onies to step into the 20th century 
without delivering htem into 
worse colonialism. Another is not 
being fooled into creating such 
chaos and turmoil in our outrage 
that only scavengers can survive. 

Instead of imposing economic 
sanctions on the South Afican 
government, instead of hounding 
American companies to pull up 
stakes and wipe the dust off their 
feet, why aren't enlightened 
American investors mobilizing 
resources to pour intothe region? 
Heresy 

By many accounts, it has been 


the influence of the 192 American 
companies (out of 260) daring to 
do busness in South Africa ac- 
cording to the humanitarian 
Sullivan principles which has 
brought about the most effective 
modification of apartheid to date. 

These forward-looking com- 
panies operate regularly as 
working models of power-sharing 
between blacks and whites. By 
earning paychecks, by getting 
educational training, housng sup- 
port, social services, and trade 
union representation, their 
employees experience a measure 
of desegregation — now, 

According to long-time anti- 
apartheid Pretoria Parliament 
member Helen Suzman, more 
than anything blacks there want 
jobs and a growing economy. 
Sanctions will dry up both, she 
pleads. 

If these companies retrench, 
jobs will be lost, misery and 
frustration will spread, and the 
stage will be set for violence, 
bloodshed, discontent and revolu- 
tion.

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- Court ruling ‘unfair’ to cops

NEWTON A recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision that 
could hold police officers per- 
sonally liable for wrongful ar- 
rests despite their having a war- 
rant issued by a judge or court 
magistrate is a ‘ ‘sce y"’ prospect 
and puts an ‘‘unreasonable 
burden”’ on officers, according to 
Newton District Court Judge 
Monte G. Basbas. 

As written in the decision, a 
magistrate or a judge’s issuance 
of a warrant will not necessarily 
shield an officer from liability if 
“a well trained officer in his posi- 
tion would have known that his 

+ affidavit failed to establish pro- 
bable cause and that he should 
not have applied for the war- 
rant.” 

According to Basbas, the court, 
based on legal expertise, decides 
if there is probable cause to issue 
a warrant and it is the officers 
job to execute the warrants as 
ordered by the courts. 

* “This decision is basically ask- 

- ing police officers to be lawyers 
as well,’’ Basbas said. “It’s tell- 
ing officers to ignore a judge's 
warrant if they feel it is er- 
roneous. Officers are being asked 
to- second-guess a judge. Now, 
whose judgment should you trust 
more on the law, a police officer 
or a judge who has had a lot of ex- 
perience? I think it’s 
preposterous that officers can’t 
rely on the court’s protection.” 

Although a judge cannot be 
held liable for an improper is- 

‘ suance of a warrant, the city 

* police can be sued for damages 

- for obeying it. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
was unavailable for comment. 

Basbas said the ruling could 
have a ‘‘chilling effect” on police 
officers as this decision could in- 
spire a large number of civil suits 
against officers.

duties. Rather, an officer who is 
aware that “unreasonable deci- 
sions will be actionable may be 
motivated to reflect before sub- 


mitting a request for a war- 
rant...”’ 
This ‘‘reflection’’ should 


reduce the number of premature 
warrant requests by officers, ac- 
cording to the decision. 

“This creates one hell of a pro- 
blem for police officers, who now, 
under this decision, are putting 
their necks on the line by serving 
warrants,’ Basbas said. ‘This 
decision is expecting officers to 
know what a judge or lawyer has 
to look at legal books to deter- 
mine. What is frightening is that 
an average officers on the beat is 
not fully aware of the potential 
pitfalls and implications this 
decision can have on them.” 

It is difficult to determine 
whether the ruling has had a 
detrimental affect yet in the city, 
but there will eventually be a 
“cool down” on the number of 
warrants served, Basbas said. 

“Tt will always be hard to tell if 
officers are not pulling in war- 
rant arrests because they can’t 
find the people or if they’re just 
sitting on the warrants out of in- 
timidation,’’ Basbas said. Of- 
ficers who have a speck of doubt 
about a warrant request should 
confer with local district at- 
torneys for advice and guidance 
on the legal implications to con- 
firm whether there is proabable 
cause, Basbas said.

The School Committee voted 
last year to close Bigelow 
because of declining enrollment 
In May, they also voted to turn 





the surplus building over to the 
city Aug 15. The Board of 
Aldermen recently voted to re- 
tain the building under city 
ownership in case the School 
Department nee it in the 
future 

‘Our concern was that in five 
years the schools may once again 
need the building if enrollment 
increases as projected,” Coletti 
said. ‘‘We decided we would lease 
the building for five years. 

“Major stipulations are that 
the people who lease the building 
cannot make any major changes 
or rennovations and they will be 
responsible for all insurance and 
liability costs during that time,” 
said Coletti. ‘My understanding, 
though, was that the city would 
insure the building until then.”” 

The Fire Department, mean- 
while, was ordered to beef up 
security at Bigelow. A fire watch 
has been set up to check the 
building four times every night 
for vandalism and _ intruders, 
Fire Chief Edward Reilly said. 

“I was notified six months ago 
that the building would be vacant 
on Aug. 15,’’ Reilly said. ‘‘There 
is no fire insurance for vacant 
buildings so we’re making 
periodic checks on the building.” 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann said 
additional security and a fire 
watch at Bigelow were arranged 
because of the high deductible on 
the building — $250,000 — in the 
city’s $35 million blanket in- 
surance policy. 

“I don’t know that the building 
is uninsured now,” he said. ‘“‘We 
were compelled to buy this in- 
surance with a high deductible, 
and given the circumstance, we 
recently decided to give the 
building the best protection possi- 
ble.” 

According to Coletti, the fire 
watch is not adequate protection. 
He said he wants 24-hour roving 
security and full time janitors 
working in the building. 

“Our goal at this point is to 
keep the building as active as 
possible while it’s vacant to keep 
people out,” he said. ‘The 
aldermen have been on top of this 
from the beginning. We adamant- 
ly told the Building Department 
to make sure this ludicrous situa- 
tion would never come to be.”” 

Repeated attempts to contact 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron were in vain, but Coletti 
said angrily, ‘I guarantee you ] 
will have much more success ir 
contacting him. He will return 
my phone call.” 

Marino said that until Monday 
afternoon the property was stil 
on the city’s insurance schedule 
because he had not been notifiec 
by the Building Department tha’ 
it was officially vacated. 

He said it is not unusual tha 
the city should terminate in 
surance coverage on a vacan 
building because no insurance 
company would take the risk o 
including it in a policy. It woulc 
cost the city the price of the pro 
perty to insure it, he added. 

Alderman Richard McGratl 
said questions about th: 
building’s insurance will b 
docketed for discussion at thi 
next Finance Committe: 
meeting. 

“This is not an understandable 
thing. I thought the building was 
still insured,” he said. ‘The 
Building Department is doing 
almost nothing to protect the ci- 
ty’s assets. Something, 
somewhere just doesn’t make 
sense.” 

Aside from specific questions 
about Bigelow’s insurance 
status, the city’s entire insurance 
policy has been a controversial 
issue at recent Finance Com- 
mitte meetings, McGrath said. 

Ata meeting in July, Trustee of 
the Municipal Insurance Fund 
John P. Nixon, who was recently 
reappointed by the mayor, told 
the committee the city is not ade- 
quately insured. The city’s 
estimated $200 million worth of 
property is insured for only $35 
million, Nixon said, According to 
Colleti, the mayor decided to cut 
the city’s $100 million insurance 
coverage to $35 million this year. 

“I’m very concerned that the 
mayor only renewed the policy 
for $35 million, It doesn’t make 
any sense,'’ Nixon said Monday. 

‘As a taxpayer, I’m concerned 
about it because we're going to be 
the ones to foot the bill should 
something happen to any of the 
city’s buildings. In my opinion, 
the mayor is being penny-wise 
and pound-foolish,”’ 

Nixon said $35 million would 
barely cover the cost to replace 
Newton North High School if it 
was ever destroyed by fire or a 
storm. He said the lack of in- 
surance coverage for Bigelow is 
a perfect example of the city’s 
“mismanagement.” 

‘As far as I’m concerned, the 
whole city is going to pot,”’ Nixon 
said, “The mayor just better 
hope nothing happens to any 
municipal buildings. If disaster 
strikes, the city will be up a 
creek.’

Alderman Richard McGrath, 
whose home is in the shadow of 
the Warren, said the number of 
lights turned on increases almost 
every night 


“There’s a phantom energy 
waster,"’ McGrath said. ‘I don’t 
know who's to blame.” 


“Any time the meter is running 
on senseless expenditures, I 
worry,’’ he added. “I have a hard 
time going to sleep. I see the 
meter ticking away.”’ 


Residents have been calling 
him to complain. ‘“‘They say, 
‘Look at it, McGrath. Shut the 
lights out,’’’ he said. 


But the responsibility for doing 
that rests with the Building 
Department, the Ward Four 
alderman said. 


Building Commissioner James 
Cameron said he has been sen- 
ding his men to turn off the lights 
whenever there are complaints. 
The department will put padlocks 
on the electrical panels to keep 
the alleged pranksters out, he 
said. 


“We'll take the next step and 
provide more security,’’ he said. 


His workers have been shutting 
off some of the electrical circuits, 
but a minimal amount of power 
must be kept for smoke detec- 
tors, Cameron said. 
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in vacant Warren 


The long-empty building would 
not be Cameron's problem if 
aldermen had moved more 
quickly to sell or lease it, some ci- 
ty officials have said 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann has 
said vacant, surplus buildings at- 
tract vandalism and are a fire 
risk, Any damage would lower 
the value of the Warren, whose 
sale Mann hopes will help finance 
anew main library. 


But Warren neighbors want the 
building to be the home of the ci- 
ty’s new main library. They’ve 
also questioned whether ground 
water at Mann’s preferred site 
a parcel across from City Hall 
would make library construction 
there too expensive. 


After soil tests dispelled this 
concern, the Aldermanic Real 
Property Reuse Committee, 
which has deliberated the issue 
since last spring, last month 
voted terms under which the 
Warren could be sold. 


The committee recommended 
the building be sold for no less 
than $2 million and that no more 
than 75 housing units be 
developed there. 


Last week, McGrath convinced 
the full board to hold off final ap- 
proval of the building’s sale until 
it is sure construction will not en- 
croach on surrounding park 
lands and athletic fields. 


The Warren is the largest piece 
of surplus property the city owns.

Alexander acknowledged the 
NTA did not arrive at the $2.5 
million figure by accident. “Two- 
and-a-half does strike a familiar 
chord,’’ he said 

The proposal actually would 
reduce the local tax burden by 
around twice that amount, since 
it would prevent the city from in- 
creasing property taxes the usual 
2.5 percent. 

The combined effect of pro- 
hibiting the annual tax hike and 
imposing the multi-million dollar 
cut would produce an estimated 6 
percent savings for most 
homeowners, he said 

The justification for all this tax 
slashing is the city’s $9.4 million 
surplus, Alexander said. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann has 
said the surplus is deceiving 
since it includes uncollected 
revenues. And what remains 
free cash — is required to repair 
deteriorating municipal 
facilities, pay for the city’s 
liability insurance account and 
set up a $1 million emergency 
fund, he said. 

“That's not entirely true from 
our point of view,’’ Alexander 
said, ‘‘They’re saying that the 
surplus is all allocated, but we’re 
not buying it. It’s all puff talk. 


“If it (the surplus) were twice 
as much, they’d be saying the 
same thing,’’ he said. “If it were 
half as much, they'd get along 
with it.”” 


Richard Kelliher, the city’s 
chief administrative officer, said 
he preferred not to join in the 
surplus debate. ‘At this stage, 
I’m not sure what I could add to 
it,” he said. 


But Alderman Paul Coletti, 
chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, denied the city surplus is 
excessive. Most municipalities 
reserve between 5 to 10 percent of 
their total budget as free cash, he

In addition, Walsh says hiring 
Datacom will ‘‘dramatically 
reduce” the strain on the city’s 
computers and increase capacity 
for other data processing func- 
tions like the city census.

“No one is going to throw out a 
(traditional) family of 10,” 
Young said. 

Whatever definition the city 
adopts must have something to 
do with zoning and how land is us- 
ed, Young said. 

“In other words, does the stan- 
dard nuclear family utilize land 
differently than a group would?” 
Young said. “If you can't ar- 
ticulate the difference, you have 
to ask yourself on what rational 
basis you would defend another 
definition,” 

The courts recently have tend- 
ed to rule that family zones can- 
not be restricted to blood- or 
marriage-related groups, she 
said. Any local definition would 
have to take this trend into ac- 
count, 

It may be legally possible to 
restrict single-family zones to 
groups that function as a single 
“housekeeping’’ unit, Young 
said, 
This would include groups of 
unrelated people who have a 
common interest and share living 
arrangements, she said. There 
also must be some guarantee that 
their relationship is not tem- 
porary 

A convent of nuns or elderly 
people who live together for com- 
panionship and economic need 
would probably meet this stan- 
dard, she said 

The SJC in the Jaffe case kept 
its sight focused on zoning issues 

building structure and use, Its 
decision may enable the city to

Some of the issues you need to 
consider in determining whether 
or not to refinance are 

* “Upfront costs’’ that will be 
incurred 

* Length of time you anticipate 
remaining in your home 

* Dollar amount you plan to 
refinance 

* Spread in interest rates bet- 
ween your current mortage and 
what you can now obtain 

Generally, a good test of 
whether or not refinancing will 
be advantageous for you is to 
determine the time it will take to 
recoup the costs that are incur- 
red. This period will fluctuate by 
borrower, depending on the fac- 
tors listed above 

Refinancing a mortgage 
generally involves paying closing 
costs, which include appraisal 
fees, legal fees and, in most in- 
stances, an origination fee. The 
origination fee, commonly refer- 
red to as ‘“‘points,’’ is based on a 
percentage of the amount being 
refinanced and can represent a 
substantial expense. For exam- 
ple, refinancing a $200,000 mor- 
tgage at three points will cost an 
individual $6,000 in origination 
fees alone. 

Other costs to be considered in- 
clude potential prepayment 
penalties, which can be assessed 
when you have an early pay-off of 
a loan. Also, an opportunity cost 
should be recognized, which is 
equal to the forfeited investment 
income on the monies that are us- 
ed to pay for the refinancing. 

When you refinance your ex- 
isting mortgage at a lower in- 
terest rate for the same loan 
period or longer, your monthly 
payments obviously will decline. 
However, if the new term is 
shorter, or you borrow more 
money when you refinance, your 
monthly payments could in- 
crease. Therefore, you should 
analyze the potential monthly

Tea Leaf china is made for common folks

Imagine the furor at London's 
Sultaness Head coffeehouse in 
1658 when tea, that coppery-crisp 
refreshment, first steamed under 
Western noses. 

Two centuries later. 
ladies were just as taken with 
another glistening novelty on 
their tables — Tea Leaf china, a 
white ironstone decorated with a 
sprightly copper sprig

Perhaps to prolong ironstone’s 
appeal, several potteries began 
adorning white blanks with 
clover leaves and other floral 
designs in metallic luster. These 
so-called pre-Tea Leaf patterns 
cultivated a fertile market in 
which Tea Leaf could flourish. 

How the motif came to sprout is 
unknown. But the most probable 
source for the device, according 
to Country Home, is not the 
botanical eaf at all, which in 
truth little resembles the stylized 
ornament. The skillful potters of 
Staffordshire probably turned to 
native flora for inspiration, let- 
ting their imaginations 
transform the wood anemone or 
wild strawberry or brewer’s hops 
into their emblem. 

Potter Anthony Shaw is 
credited with fashioning the first 
true Tea Leaf 

What he named ‘‘Lustre Band 


and Spray” or “Lustre Band and 
Sprig” appeared on an ironstone 
blank registered in 1856, though 
exactly when the tea leaf decora- 
tion was applied is uncertain. 

The Staffordshire region in 
west central England has been 
renowned for ceramics since the 
17th century. Manufacturers 
were so industrious that they 
nearly deforested the coun- 
tryside in stoking their ovens, 
which ultimately spurred the 
mining of coal for fuel. Blessed 
with quality clay, plentiful coal 
and skilled labor, ‘‘The Pot- 
teries,” as the area was called, 
sent goods around the world. 

Consequently, Tea Leaf is 
scarce in Britain. By 1900, almost 
the entire Tea Leaf output of 
about 30 makers had arrived on 
American shores, often used as 
ballast on the great transatlantic 
sailing ships. Its hardiness made 


it the perfect export. Tea Leaf 
traveled unscathed in 100-pound 
barrels and reached homes all 
over the country via riverboat, 
peddler’s cart, backpack, and 
Sears’ and Ward’s mail-order 
catalogs. A complete service for 
12 sold for about $10. 

Most Tea Leaf is similar to An- 
thony Shaw’s original ‘Lustre 
Band and Spray’: a coppery 
three-part sprig and bud on a 
white body rimmed with a 
generous band. 

There were also many 
variants. The Clementson 
Brothers offer a “'Teaberry"”’ 
or ‘'Coffeeberry”’ design, a curvy 
sprig accompanied by a tiny 
bunch of berries. Elsmore & 
Forster's specialty was ‘“Morn- 
ing Glory,’ a more flowery 
elaboration on the simple spray. 
The Springfield, Ill., home of 
Abraham Lincoln, whose family 


Clues on making of better quality products

You open the door and the 
doorknob comes off in your hand 
You take the appliance out of the 
box and it doesn't work. The new 
alarm clock doesn't ring. The 
sofa is delivered broken. 

These home furnishings pur- 
chasing experiences are not as 
unusual as they should be. That's 
why nowadays, “if you ask 100 
people if they want better quality 
products, at least 98 of them will 
Say yes,’’ says Dr. J. Edwards 
Deming. 

According to Deming, a 
statistician who has recently 
been attracting attention through 
his efforts to tell us how to make 
better products, most employees 
are already doing their best and 
are not responsible for bad quali- 
ty products. The problem is that 
management doesn’t know what 
to do, and consequently 
sabotages employee efforts. 

He says ploys such as upping 
production goals, grading 
employees and putting up 
slogans have been counter- 
productive. Most efforts have 
started at the end of the system, 
with a defective product, not at 
the beginning where they should, 
“because by the time the 
customer complains, it's too 
late.” 

Deming’s message that com- 
panies can improve their pro- 
ducts by instituting a more ra- 
tional production system and by 
trusting employees to get on with 
the job appears deceptively sim- 
ple. 

One reason corporate ex- 
ecutives are now listening is that 
he taught these seemingly simple 
methods to the Japanese after 
World War II and in the process 
helped them restructure their in- 
dustries. 

Their postwar ‘miracle’ was 


based on several ideas: first of 
all, that a good production 
system turns out quality products 
and that statistical methods can 
be used to tes stem to see if it 
is working properly. Deming 
taught that if it were not 
operating properly, fixing the 
system would be more effective 
than blaming employees for its 
flaws. 

The Japanese also accepted 
Deming’s central idea that better 
quality products cost less to pro- 
duce, since there is less re-work 
and less waste of time and 
materials. Further, since con- 
sumers greatly prefer quality to 
junk, he says there is a substan- 
tial competitive advantage to a 
company that produces excellent 
products. 

Though Deming, an expert in 
using statistical methods to im- 
prove factory operations, is quick 
to say these ideas are not original 
with him, he is the one who hap- 
pened to put them together into a 
coherent program for change. 

In recognition of his im- 
portance to them, the Japanese 
government in 1960 awarded 
Deming its Emperor’s Medal. In 
the United States, an appearance 
on a network t i 
in 1980 populariz 
led to an increase in corporate 
clients as well as greater atten- 
dance at the seminars he gives 
about 20 times a year under the 
auspices of George Washington 
University. 

He has also published his ideas 
on productivity and competition 
ina book, ‘Quality, Productivity, 
and Competitive Position,’ and 
teaches at New York Universi- 
ty’s Graduate Business school. 

The Deming program is em- 
bodied in a series of pointers 
which he says will improve the 
company’s product quality and 
lead to lower costs and a more 


satisfactory work environment. 

These pointers start with 
management rethinking com- 
pany goals, making the improve- 
ment of products and service 
primary. He adds that after 
adopting this new philosophy, 
management has to convince 
workers the new policy is for 
keeps. 

He says mass inspection as a 
method of assuring quality has to 
be eliminated, and a better pro- 
duction system substituted. 
Similarly, numerical production 
goals and piecework actually im- 
pede quality since employees 
concentrate on meeting the goal 
rather than producing good work. 

To get a better system may re- 
quire getting better equipment or 
raw materials, changing 
manufacturing techniques or, 
perhaps, something as simple as 
rearranging work space. 

Management also has to end 
the practice of awarding business 
on price alone and instead work 
with suppliers who do a good job. 

Once some improvement is 
realized, the company will still 
have to continue working to make 
things better. Deming says better 
training on the job and more 
helpful methods of supervision 
are also necessary. 

The way things are now in 
many factories, there is a 
climate of fear in which people 
are afraid to ask questions or 
suggest improvements. Many 
are also afraid that if products 
are made more efficiently, they 
may lose their jobs. Management 
should create a vigorous pro- 
gram of education and training to 
make clear to employees they 
will be trained for new jobs if 
their current position is no longer 
necessary. 

He says fear often leds to bar- 
riers between research, design, 
production and sales depart-

ments, keeping people working at 
cross purposes. 

What can home furnishings 
consumers do to ensure better 
product quality? Never one to 
flinch at hard truths, Deming 
says they can’t do much since 
they aren’t responsible for the 
problems and don’t have the 
power to fix them. However, 
making buying decisions based 
on quality and product value, 
rather than price alone, is one 
way to encourage those manufac- 
turers who do care about quality.

At the peak of Tea Leaf's 
popularity, the 1880s, America’s 
potteries entered into competi- 
tion with England’s. Bast Liver- 
pool, Ohio, became our Stafford- 
shire. In fact, some of the Pot- 
teries’ leading families 
reestablished themselves in the 
United States. 

Some 20 manufactories churn- 
ed out Tea Leaf, their technology 
often surpassing that of their 
British counterparts. They could 
not, however, surpass the snob- 
bish preference for English 
goods, which led some domestic 
potters to fabricate trademarks 
that might easily be mistaken for 
famous foreign ones. 

Just when the American home 
seemed to be steeped in Tea Leaf 

- dinnerware on the table, bath 
sets on the washstand, tea sets in 
the parlor — its appeal went flat. 
It was last advertised in catalogs 


around 1910, after a solid half 
century of fashion, and revived 
spottily from the 1960s through 
1980 in modern reproductions. 

It is left to today’s collectors to 
rekindle Tea Leaf’s once lustrous 
glow. Ironically, ironstone’s com- 
monness makes that task all the 
more challenging. For unlike 
prized porcelain, preserved 
through generations, inexpensive 
Tea Leaf, once chipped or crack- 
ed, often wound up on the junk 
pile or as a chicken-feed bowl.

na country that thrives on instant gratifi- 
cation, pill-popping is practically a national 
pasttime. 


So it’s no surprise that even in these 
health-conscious times, many Americans 


are turning to vitamins as the mythical 
panacea that will help them run faster, think 
better and live longer. 

But while vitamin sellers are enjoying robust 
profits, nutritionists say consumers are not get- 
ting the same healthy benefits. 

At best, they say, vitamin consumption can 
be a waste of money. And for those who take 
large doses of a single vitamin, it can pose 
serious health hazards. 

“Americans are just into too much,”’ says 
Joyce Goldstein, an outpatient nutritionist and 
registered dietitian at Faulkner Hospital in 
Jamaica Plain. ‘‘They figure if a little is good, 
more must be better. 

‘When you hear claims being made for 
vitamins and minerals, you really have to look 
at the source,’’ she advises. ‘‘You have to look 
at who is making the claims.” 

Goldstein and others in the nutrition field at- 
tribute much of the confusion over vitamins to 
misleading advertising and other promotion, 
which portrays them as “health insurance,”’ as 
a tool in fighting ‘‘stress,’’ and as a cure for 
everything from terminal cancer to anxiety. 

But vitamins are no miracle drugs. They are 
chemical compounds needed by the body in 
small amounts to regulate the conversion of 
food into energy and living tissues. Scientific 
tests have not shown them to be cures for any 
illnesses other than vitamin deficiencies. 

Goldstein likens food to a match and 
vitamins to the strike that lights it. The body 
needs vitamins to process the food it takes in. 
But eating more vitamins won’t extract more 
energy from the food, just as striking a match 
again after it is lit won’t affect the flame. 

The only way to get more energy or to feel 
less tired and stressed is to eat a balanced diet 
with plenty of carbohydrates, exercise regular- 
ly and get enough sleep. And if you don’t do 
those things, all the vitamins in the world won’t 
make a bit of difference in how you feel. 

Companies marketing ‘‘stress formula’ 
vitamins base their claims on a 1952 report 
from the Food and Nutrition Board of the Na- 
tional Research Council, a branch of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, which serves as a 
scientific adviser to the federal government 
and which sets the Recommended Daily 
Allowances (RDAs) for vitamins and minerals. 

The report found that those undergoing ex- 
treme physical stress — such as general 
surgery, serious burns or major fractures — 
appeared to burn up certain vitamins faster 
than under normal circumstances. But the 
physical “stress” referred to in the study is not 
the same as that experienced by athletes and 
has no connection to the psychological stress 
implied in many advertisements. 

Vitamin supplements are often advertised as 
a kind of health insurance, — a protection 
against ‘‘missing out”’ on a vitamin or two 
when you don’t eat a well-rounded diet. 

In fact, says Goldstein, the daily re- 
quirements for vitamins are easily met through 
a balanced, varied diet. And missing a vitamin 
for even a few days will not create a deficien- 
cy. So while daily vitamin supplements are not 
going to do any harm, they are probably not 
going to help, either. 

She adds that people with inadequate diets 
are more likely to have mineral deficiencies 
than vitamin shortages. 


aken in ‘‘megadoses”’ — 10 or more 

times the RDA — vitamins actually 

become drugs, says Goldstein. And 

their overuse constitutes drug abuse. 

Particularly dangerous in high 

levels are the fat-soluble vitamins — A, D, E 
and K — which are stored by the body and can 
build up to toxic levels over time if taken in 
large amounts. 

The water-soluble vitamins cannot be stored 
by the body and must be replenished daily. 
These include vitamin C and the eight B- 
complex vitamins — thiamin (B-1), riboflavin 
(B-2), niacin, B-6, pantothenic acid, biotin, B-12 
and folic acid. 

Taking extra doses of water-soluble vitamins 
is also of no benefit, since the body simply ex- 
cretes what it cannot use. And occasionally 
high doses of even water-soluble vitamins can 
be harmful, particularly since the various body 
chemicals interact and high levels of one 
substance may inhibit absorption of another. 


Vitamin fiction and fact 


VITAMIN C: Vitamin C can be found in 
citrus fruits, tomatoes, raw cabbage, potatoes, 
strawberries and cantaloupe. The RDA for 
adults is 60 mg a day — the amount contained 
in 4 ounces of orange juice. 

Two-time Nobel prize winner Linus Pauling 
believed large doses of vitamin C could prevent 
colds and increase the survival time of patients 
with terminal cancer. But controlled tests have 
failed to prove either theory. 

Double-blind studies — those in which neither 


the doctors nor the patients know who is receiv- 


ing the vitamin and who is receiving a placebo

— also have found that megadoses of the 
vitamin do not ease cancer symptoms. 

There is some indication that while it is not 
an effective cold preventive, vitamin C may 
relieve cold symptoms somewhat due to a 
slight antihistaminic effect. However, the body 
is absolutely saturated with vitamin C at 100 
milligrams a day, less than twice the RDA. 

Extra vitamin C is excreted in the urine and 
high doses may contribute to kidney stones in 
those with a tendency toward developing them. 
High doses also may cause diarrhea and will 
play havoc with the glucose tests administered 
to diabetics. 

VITAMIN B-COMPLEX: The eight B 
vitamins are found in yeast, meats, poultry, 
fish, whole-grain and enriched breads and 
cereals, many vegetables, milk products and 
eggs. The RDAs for the B vitamins range from 
less than 1 to 7 mg, and from 13 to 19 mg for 
niacin. No RDA has been set for biotin, which 
is made by intestinal bacteria and has an 
Estimated Safe and Adequate Dietary Intake of 
100 to 200 mcg for adults. 

Megadoses of vitamin B-complex have been 
touted as a treatment for premenstrual syn- 
drome (PMS) and for anxiety. But no tests 
have proven either theory. 

Such megadosing ideas are developed by tak- 
ing the common symptoms of vitamin deficien- 
cy and turning them upside down, says Golds- 
tein. In this case, a shortage of B vitamins can 
affect the nervous system, so vitamin B pro- 
motors hold that high doses will improve ner- 
vous system functioning. 

Notes Goldstein, ‘‘If you're nervous, maybe 
you've got a lot of problems going on and tak- 
ing the vitamins is not going to relieve the ner- 
vousness,”’ 

In fact, some cases of cumulative nerve en- 
ding damage have been reported in those tak- 
ing large doses of B-6, the vitamin commonly 
recommended for PMS, says Goldstein. 

VITAMIN E; Vitamin E is found in whole- 
grain cereals, lettuce and vegetable oils. The 
RDA is 8 to 10 mg 

Vitamin E is promoted in large doses to treat 
breast lumps and for external use in treating 
acne. The reasoning here is the same as that 
for the B vitamins, says Goldstein: the symp- 
toms of vitamin E deficiency include skin con- 
ditions, which can be relieved by rubbing the 
vitamin directly on the skin 

But these uses also have yet to be upheld by 
controlled tests. And megadoses of vitamin E 
can cause headaches, nausea, muscle 
weakness, blurred vision and reduced sexual 
organ function 

VITAMIN A: Vitamin A can be found in 
sweet potatoes, milk, liver, eggs, butter, and 
green and yellow vegetables. The RDA for 
adults is 800 to 1,000 meg. 

High doses of vitamin A have also been 
prescribed for acne. Goldstein warns, however, 
that this fat-soluble vitamin is very toxic in 
high doses. It can cause a variety of problems, 
including retarded growth in children, drying 
and cracking of the skin, enlargement of the 
liver and spleen, and joint and bone pain

VITAMIN D: Vitamin D is found in fish liver 
oils, fortified milk, eggs, tuna salmon and 
sunlight. The RDA is 5 to 10 mg. 

VITAMIN K: Vitamin K can be found in 
leafy vegetables. It is also made by intestinal 
bacteria. It has no RDA. The Estimated Safe 
and Adequate Dietary Intake for adults is 70 to 
140 meg. For children it is 15 to 100 mcg. 


A word about minerals 


Those who do have dietary deficiencies are 
more likely to be short on minerals than 
vitamins, says Goldstein. Women, in par- 
ticular, often don’t take in enough calcium or 
iron. 

CALCIUM: Calcium is found in dairy pro- 
ducts, sardines and salmon with bones, and 
vegetable greens such as collard, kale, 
mustard and turnip. Two glasses of milk or two 
servings of cheese or yogurt a day provides 
enough calcium for most adults, says Golds- 
tein, 

The body needs calcium throughout its 
lifespan, not just during childhood, she notes. 

When women have an inadequate calcium in- 
take when they reach menopause, the body 
may start taking calcium off the bone, where it 

s red, which can result in osteoporo: says 
Goldstein. She notes those who don't consume 
dairy products might want to take calcium sup- 
plements 

Calcium is best absorbed in the form of 
calcium carbonate, says Goldstein. She says 
dolomite should be avoided because it can 
sometimes be contaminated with lead. 

IRON: Iron is found in dried fruits, dried 
beans and peas, red meat, liver and prune 
juice. The RDA is 5 to 10 mg for men and 
nonmenstruating women and 7 to 20 mg for 
menstruating women. Pregnant and lactating 
women need 20 to 48 mg, an amount that can- 
not be obtained from the diet and must be 
derived from iron supplements 

But Goldstein warns against treating 
yourself. There are several different types of 
iron deficiencies and anemias and simply ad- 
ding iron supplements can actually be harmful 
in certain cases. In megadoses, iron can also 
cause constipation and the body will absorb the 
mineral over period of time, which can be 
dangerous 


Some do need supplements 


While nutritionists warn against taking in 
more vitamins and minerals than are 
necessary, they note there are people who do 
need dietary supplements

* Pregnant and lactating women need more 
iron than can be obtained from the diet. But 
these supplements should be taken only under a 
doctor's care, as incorrect dosages can cause 
problems for the fetus. 

* Alcoholics often need to supplement their 
diet with B vitamins. Alcohol increases the 
body's requirement for certain B vitamins, 
mainly thiamin, needed to metabolize the 
alcohol. Because alcohol creates a feeling of 
fullness, those who drink a lot also may not eat 
enough to meet other vitamin needs, or may 
not pay attention to what they eat, Goldstein 
adds. She stresses this is not a problem for 
social drinkers, but ouly for very heavy 
drinkers, 

* Chronic dieters — or anyone eating under 
1200 calories a day — likely need vitamin sup- 
plements, as such diets are not balanced, says 
Goldstein. 

¢ The elderly sometimes don't eat as much 
food as they used to, while their vitarnin and 
mineral needs stay the same, sometimes 
creating a need for supplements. 

¢ Smokers may also have a slightly increased 
need for vitamin C, although even their reduc- 
ed body levels of the vitamin usually are still 
well above the RDA, 

* Women on the pill occasionally need addi- 
tional vitamin B-6, although the increased need 
is minimal and this contention is still con- 
troversial, Goldstein recommends having a 
doctor test the level of vitamin B-6 in the body 
and warns against self-medicating 

* Vegetarians, particularly women, may not 
get enough iron from their meatless diet and 
may need to eat more foods that are high in 
iron or take supplements. 

Goldstein says that cont y to popular 
belief, children do not necessarily need vitamin 
and mineral supplements. Like adults, they can 
best meet their RDAs through a varied, balane 
ed diet, She notes that children’s chewable 
vitamins can be dangerous because they are so 
appealing that kids sometimes will eat them as 
candy 


Basic good eating still best 

Because most vitamins and minerals are ab- 
sorbed best in food, and because the body 
needs the carbohydrates, fats and fibers in food 
products to run smoothly, the best way to meet 
RDAs is still through the diet 

A balanced diet should include a variety 
foods from the four food Broups — dairy pro 
ducts; meat, poultry and fish; fruits and 
vegetables; and grains 

The variety is important, in particular, says 
Goldstein, because not every food in a certain 
food group contains all the necessary vitamins 
and minerals 

The "quick-fix" appeal of vitamin sup 
plements may be seductive — and the

Rites of passage

The first day of school. These five words evoke anxieties in the 
young and old alike. Since the days of Shakespeare, when students 
went ‘toward school with heavy looks,’’ society has placed 


pressure on families to repeat that loathsome call

school!’’ — to resistant sons and daughters. 


Traditionally, the first day 
of school, in kindergarten or 
the first grade, has been view- 
ed as a rite of passage when 
parents hand their children 
over to society, not only to be

Today, however, this first 
day of school is not the 
anxiety-ridden experience it 
once was. According to Dr.

Proposal irks Upper Falls

NEWTON UPPER FALLS 
For the second time since June, 
Upper Falls residents are faced 
with a major development pro- 
posal that some say could exacer- 
bate the village’s traffic pro- 
blems. 

This plan also may have distur- 
bing historical implications, 
some local historians and 
residents say. And they worry it 
could lessen the chances of a 
century-old home’s receiving na- 
tional historic recognition. 

The proposal would place 56 
apartments on an ll-acre 
Chestnut Street site once owned 
by Willard Marcy, a community 
leader in the second half of the 
19th century. 


The would-be developers 
Morris Tarkinow 
Ellison of Met Realty Trust in 
Newton — are expected to ask the 
Board of Aldermen for a zone 
change to allow the multi-family 
proposal. They are scheduled to 
appear before the Land Use Com- 
mittee in October, according to 
Howard Levine, their attorney. 

Upper Falls residents will get 
their first look at the plans when 
the developer unveils them at the 
Upper Falls Depot Wednesday 
night. 

According to Levine, what they 
will see is the developers’ inten- 
tion to preserve the main 
building, a three-story home built 
by Marcy in 1869. The building 
was recently nominated for inclu- 
sion in the National Registry of

preciated anonymity does not bother the 
latest entry into the circle of successful poets 
in the Garden City. 

While rejection, loneliness and apparently 
fruitless struggle can be an artist’s constant 
companions, Sabrina Anderson says these 
are realities artists must face if they are 
committed to their work. 

She was recently awarded the 1966 Golden 
Poet Award, which she says is one of the 
highest honors a poet can receive. She con- 
tinually submits her work to local and na- 
tional contests, and lately one of her poems 
captured someone's attention. 

Her award winning poem, ‘‘When a Robin 
Sings"’ will be published in The World Poetry 
Anthology. It is the first of her poems to get 
published. Vincent Price will present the 
award to Sabrina this month when she and 
her mother make a special trip to Florida. 

“I was very surprised that I won, but it 
confirmed and brought me one step closer to 
the future I’ve chosen,”’ she says.

I'm trying to find out, sometimes painfully, 
what it takes to be a writer.” 

Through her poetry and a series of short 
stories in-the-making, Sabrina hopes her 
work will ‘stir’ people’s minds, Most of her 
poems are about nature, something she says 
people take for granted and do not take time 
to appreciate. 

"I want people to feel good when they read

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siblings and have made friends in 
the school, or they may live in a 
neighborhood where lots of 
children are entering school at 
the same time. 

Still, entering elementary 
school for the first time can be 
harrowing, no matter how many 
schools have been attended in the 
past. According to Annie Hale, 
director of the Green Acres Day 
School in Waltham, parents are 
more anxious about sending their 
children off to elementary school, 
simply because it is an institu- 
tion. 

“(Going to elementary school) 
is a first step,” said Massimo. 
Prior to that, they have been in 
“styrofoam (artificial) situa- 
tions” in preschool. 

Children begin making the ad- 
justment to elementary school, 
and dealing with the prospect of 
separating further from their 
parents, when parents discuss 
going to school prior to the first 
day, said Massimo. 

“The whole business of separa- 
tion” — feeling competent, self- 
assured and independent as a 
human being separate from 
parents “is a process that 
takes a while,"’ he said. ‘‘Most 
children have already begun the 
process by the time they get to 
school."” 

But, more so than their 
children, parents are the ones 
who have a hard time with the 
first day of school, Massimo said. 

“Tt’s a mixture (between 
parents and kids),”’ he said, ‘‘but 
very often the first day of school 
brings to head a major problem 
of mastering the task of leaving 
off. 

“Parents struggle with their 
own need for control and being 
needed,” Massimo said. The 
more secure and confident the 
parents can be that their 
child(ren) will do a good job in 
school, the less anxious the 
youngster will be and the more 
quickly the student will adapt.” 

The first day of school in 
preschool can be much easier on 
children and parents than the 
first day of school in 
kindergarten or first grade. 

According to Hale, preschools 
treat families on a more in- 
dividual basis than do public 








in ‘school 


schools, At Green Acres, an open 
house — where parents come and 
stay with their children — eases 
children and parents into the 
preschool world 

At Riverside Children’s Center 
in Newton, parents are asked to 
stay with their child for a half 
hour before leaving on the first 
day. That time is lessened to five 
or 10 minutes on day two. 

By the third day, ‘‘for the most 
part (the children) seem to have 
the idea of what's going on i 
Nancy Rawlings, school di 

Still, said Hale, starting school 
at age 3 can be difficult. Parents 
find it hard to separate from their 
children because they think of 
them as babies. 

And developmentally, the 
children do not have the concept 
of time a 5-year-old has. ‘So 
parents can’t say they'll be com- 
ing back before lunch,” said 
Hale. 


Although attending elementary 
school is a major step, the adjust- 
ment period to kindergarten has 
been eased by preschools. Ac- 
cording to Cabot School Principal 
Joe Gattuso, ‘‘We find the 
children, after an hour or two of 
the first day of school, are very 
well settled . . . They come and 
already have preschool ex- 
perience. They've already been 
in groupings for extended periods 
of time.” 


Although students already 
know the buildings, and names 
and faces from kindergarten, the 
first day of first grade can still be 
anxiety-provoking for some 
students. 

Vincent Simone, principal of 
Countryside elementary school, 
said first grade teachers address 
childrens’ needs by decorating 
their classrooms, setting up 
bulletin boards and making sure 
each child has a locker. 

“When kids come in and see 
their name on the board or on a 
locker and greeted personally, it 
gives them a sense of belonging 
as opposed to wondering if this 
place is for me,’’ he said. 

“Opening day of school is a lot 
like Broadway,” he said. “‘It’s a 
happy time.” 

Yet underneath all the hoopla, 
said Hale, attending elementary 
school is a “major deal for 
families, and kids in families feel 
that.”

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Primaries of primary importance 


As reporters in the Garden City 
write still more stories about how low 
the voter turnout is estimated for the 
September primary, we have to 
wonder if primary elections — the 
cornerstone of democracy — will ever 
get the attention they deserve. 

Our election turnout stories, over 
the past several years, have been pep- 
pered regularly with phrases like ‘‘the 
lowest turnout in recent memory,” 
“stayed away in droves,” etc. We long 
to reverse the trend, but we share the 
city Election Commission’s conster- 
nation when it comes to figuring out a 
way to do that. 


The fact is that, given the tremen- 
dously skewed voter registration 
figures (It sometimes looks like the 
Republicans could hold their state 
convention in the cafeteria of City 
Hall.), the primary amounts to the 
election in many races. When the 
Democratic contender has _ been 
chosen, the final election is often just 
a walk-through. 

With this in mind, we urge Newton 
voters to take time out on September 
16 to vote in the primary. Those who 
fail to will have few choices left to 
make when the November election 
comes around. 


Deficit concerns are still there 


The principal business of govern- 
ment is more government. Away 
back, Parkinson’s Law enunciated 
this. Bureaucracy feeds upon itself, 
first establishing a reason for ex- 
istence and then striving to create 
more and more jobs. The result is a 
tremendous amount of energy being 
expended in Washington ... mountains 
of paper endless hearings and 
studies ... the never-ending flow of 
press releases ... pontification. 

If the indictment seems too broad, 
so be it. Consider that America’s 
largest employer is the federal 
government, even apart from the 
armed forces. 

While the current tax overhaul go- 
ing through Congress is a worthwhile 
document, likely to shift a substantial 
part of the burden away from the mid- 
dle income people with a more narrow 
range of application, it really doesn’t 
address the problems of a crisis 
nature. It offers no solution for the 
monstrous budget deficit. Nor does it 
take into the account the other nagg- 
ing deficit in foreign trade. 


Away back in 1964 when Barry 
Goldwater was offering his particular 
brand of Republican conservatisim, a 
fellow named Ronald Reagan 
authored a speech which dealt with 
tax reform. He is seeing that come to 
fruition as a high point in the second 
term of his Presidency. He rates 
credit for bringing it about. At the 
same time, it is not irrelevant to 
wonder whether benefits from change 
in the tax structure won’t be wiped out 
by long-range liabilities springing 
from those deficits. 


Tax reduction by the Reagan ad- 
ministration in 1981, a stimulant to the 
economy, set the course for the 
buildup to a $200 billion-plus budget 
shortfall and a doubling of the na- 
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tional debt. Social programs were 
eliminated or funding transferred in 
whole or part to the cities and towns 
without plunging into areas where the 
hatchet was really needed: luxury 
spending by the military establish- 
ment and the bureaucratic Frankens- 
tein. 

Any White House leader looks 
toward posterity as he advances new 
programs to solve old problems. So it 
has been with Mr. Reagan and there 
have been many successes. It is un- 
fortunate his leadership hasn’t gone 
all the way to restore fiscal stability. 
Down the road, those same middle in- 
come taxpayers getting advantages in 
1987, if and when the tax bill becomes 
law, will be picking up the pieces.

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Auditor often misunderstood |

Few elective offices in 
Massachusetts are more impor- 
tant and yet perhaps less ap- 
preciated by voters than state 
auditor. 

Many citizens know little about 
what it involves; they view it as 
just another post to be filled 
through the ballot. 

Election campaigns for 
auditor tend to attract little more 
attention than the sound of an 
alarm clock atop Mt. Everest. 

And this year, even though one 
of those rare occasions when the 
incumbent is not running again, 
certainly seems to be no excep- 
tion. 

Former state Rep. John J. Fin- 
negan, the Boston Democrat who 
has held the auditorship since 
early 1981 when he was chosen by 
lawmaker colleagues to fill the 
then-recently-vacated post, is not 
seeking a second full four-year 
elective term. (He was chosen by 
lawmaker colleagues in 1981 to 
fill out an unfinished term. ) 

Thus far, the three Democrats 
vying for their party’s nomina- 
tion for the $60,000-a-year office 
have found their candidacies 
substantially overshadowed by 
primary contests for other elec- 
tive seats, including lieutenant 
governor. 

This has to be particularly 
frustrating for Maura Hennigan 
and Charles C. Yancey, who are 
challenging state Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci of Newton, the endorsee 
for state auditor by the May 
Democratic state preprimary 
convention. 

The Republican intraparty 
competition for GOP nominafion 
for the office, between sfate 
Reps. Andrew S. Natsios /and 
William G. Robinson, is’ but 
slightly more visible, or at least 
audible. 

Each of the candidates in both 
parties is claiming to be the one 
most experienced and best 
qualified to become auditor. But 
they could hardly do less and at- 
tempt to stage a credible cam- 
paign. 

Representative Denucci, a 
former boxer, is in his fifth term 
in the legislature, where he 
serves as House chairman of the 
joint committee on Human Ser- 
vices and Elder Affairs. 

Miss Hennigan, a teacher by 
profession, is a third-term Boston 
city councilor. She is the 
daughter of a former state 
senator who later was elected to 
posts in Boston and Suffolk Coun- 
ty. 

Mr. Yancey, a former ad- 
ministrator in the state Depart- 
ment of Communities and 
Development, is a second term 
Boston City councilor. If 


Toughened

Miss Hennigan contends that 
her experience in helping handle 
Boston’s more than $1 billion an- 
nual budget, is a particular plus 
for her. 

Clearly none of the candidates 
in either party is an auditor by 
profession, or perhaps even close 
to it. Whoever is elected would 
have to rely on heavily on a staff 
of accountants and others in put- 
ting together the hundreds of 
reports annually regarding the 
use of public monies and opera- 
tions of various public agencies. 

In fairness to this crop of can- 
didates, many of those who have 
held the auditor’s chair in the 
past have been thin, if not void, in 
background in that direction. In- 


Underlying the Natsios-Robinson con- 
test is a fierce rivalry in which the 
state GOP chairman has been critical 
of his party’s floor leader and the lat-. 
ter has been anything but enamored: 
with his opponent’s handling of party 


affairs. 





Natsios clearly is relying 
heavily on his background in 
finance at a prominent Boston 
bank prior to becoming a 
legislature. Although perhaps no 
less conservative on state fiscal 
matters than his Republican 
primary foe, his efforts to steer 
the state GOP on a moderate 
course has displeased some of the 
more arch-conservative activists 
in the party. 

Whichever of the two 
Republican candidates gains the 
nomination in the Sept. 16 
primary faces a stiff, uphill bat- 
tle to win the November election 
since Democrats outnumber 
members of the GOP by more 
than three to one on voter 
registration rolls in the com- 
monwealth. 

No Republican has been 
elected state auditor since 1938, 
nearly a half century ago. 

Of the three would-be 
Democratic auditors, Mr. Denuc- 
ci may be best known within his 
ranks, and he is generally con- 
sidered the front-runner. He 
holds that what the office needs is 
not somebody with accounting 
skills but an ability to oversee a 
team of auditing specialists. 

Mr. Yancey, who last spring 
barely made the required 15 per- 
cent Democratic convention 
delegate support to qualify to 
compete in the primary, is em- 
phasizing his educational and 


stead, the chief experience they 
brought to the office was largely, 
if not entirely, political. 

Not frequently, challengers 
with solid backgrounds in ad- 
ministration or finance, in- 
cluding at least a couple of cer- 
tified public accountants, have 
been passed over by voters in 
favor of perhaps more familiar 
ballot names. 

The electorate, faced with 
many offices to fill, cannot 
possibly know which candidate 
might be best qualified for state 
auditor. That may be why over 
half the states across the nation, 
including four in New England, 
do not elect their auditors 
through the ballot. Most entrust 
the selection to their legislature. 

While perhaps less than ideal, 
that arrangement might be 
preferable here, especially if 
specific professional qualifica- 
tions were spelled out in the state 
constitution so the job could not 
be handed to a political hack with 
friends in the legislature. 

Since the auditor’s office is sup- 
posed to be non-political, 
although that has not always 
been the way its reports have 
been handled, an even better idea 
might be to fill it with a profes- 
sional in public finance, through 
the civil service process.

old lemon law and was finding it 
difficult to elicit any concrete 
results; the situation rapidly 
changed, however, with the 
enactment of the new amend- 
ment. ‘‘There was never any has- 
sle after that,” he said. 

One measure implemented this 
year that does not seem to be so 
Successful, though, is the affixing 
of stickers in new car windows 
notifying buyers of their lemon 
law rights. The Office of Con- 
sumer Affairs has stressed that 
dealers not complying with this 
regulation could be Subject to a 
$5,000 fine 

The message to consumers, 
auto manufacturers and dealer is 
clear: Massachusetts’ tough, 
new lemon law does work and 
will be strictly enforced.

NEWTON The School 
Department has suffered set- 
backs this year with declining 
enrollment, which resulted in 
the closing of Bigelow Junior 
High School. Despite the 
adversity, the schools have 
been able to maintain their 
standards and add some new 
curriculum into their pro- 
gram. 

The biggest curriculum 
change school officials an- 
ticipate this year is the in- 
creased use of computers in 
the classroom. The schools are 
waiting for the Board of 
Aldermen to approve a $1 
million proposal to fund the 
first phase of a two-year pro- 
gram to expand computer 
literacy in the schools. 

According to Superintendent 
John Strand, program ap- 
proval will triple the number 
of computers presently in the 
schools. Strand said he an- 
ticipates that, within two 
year tudents in all schools 
and grades will be using com- 
puters in various areas of 
study. 

The focus of the program is 
to use computers to enhance 
teaching in all subject areas, 
not strictly computer pro- 
gramming courses. If the 
aldermen approve the latest 
computer proposal, he said the 
money will be spent on com- 
puter software and hardware 
and on further teacher train- 
ing in computer applications. 
| While computers have been 

in place in the schools for some 

time, secondary school prin- 
. cipals are anxious to see the 
, system upgraded and expand- 
ed. 

“This would give all depart- 
ments more access to the com- 
puters, aside from giving our 
computer classes more 
capabilities,” Newton South 

. High School Principal Ernest 

Van Seasholes said. “I hope 
. the proposal will go through 

soon because I think it will be 

an exciting and challenging 
addition to the curriculum.” 

For Newton North High 
School, approval of the com- 
puter proposal would mean en- 








tire classes could use the 
facilities at once, according to 
principal Marya Levenson. 
There are only two computers 
presently in the school library. 


“Computers have been ex- 
perimental in the curriculum 
up until now,” she said. “If the 
funding is approved we would 
have 15 computers in the 
library available to most of 
our teachers for instruction,”” 


Expanded computerization 
will also facilitate the school’s 
attendence system, Levenson 
said. Students will be less like- 
ly to cut classes, she added. 


“We're hoping the computers 
will be in place by October. I 
hope this will be a more effec- 
tive way to deal with atten- 
dance.” 

Both Seasholes and Leven- 
son said declining enrollment 
will plague the high schools in 
the coming five years, but this 
year’s decline has not 
significantly affected the 
range of programs offered. 
The estimated projected 
enrollment for this year is 
9,482, down 218 from last year, 
according to school officials. 

“We're doing the best we 
can to creatively deal with the 
anticipated enrollment 
decline,” Levenson said. “I 
think the school system has 
devised some wonderful plans 
to ensure educational ex- 
cellence doesn’t suffer as a 
result. As our student popula- 
tion gets smaller, it will be in- 
creasingly difficult to offer the 
range of programs we now 
have.” 

At Newton North, some 
business administration and 
German courses have been 
dropped, but a Chinese 
language and culture course 
has been added. This month, 
as part of the new emphasis on 
Chinese study, seven high 
school students have been 
selected to go to China to study 
for six months on a locally in- 
itiated exchange program. Ac- 
cording to Strand, this is the 
first exchange of its kind in the 
nation. 

“It will be a fantastic ex- 
perience for these students, 
who will be living with Chinese

families while they are 
abroad,” Strand said. “It will 
be a tremendous cultural 
change for them and they will 
return with so much to share 
with the rest of our student 
body and faculty.”’ 


Aside from specific cur- 
riculum changes, the School 
Committee and School Depart- 
ment officials will consider 
whether a change to a middle 
school system which groups 
grades six, seven and eight 
together in one building. The 
present junior high school 
system houses only grades 
seven and eight 

The reason such a sytem 
would be considered is that 
elementary school enrollment 
is predicted to rise in coming 
years. In the spring, School 
Committee members discuss- 
ed the feasibility of making ad- 
ditions on some elementary 
school buildings to ac- 
comodate the future space 
needs. Furthermore, several 
committee members would 
like to see the present 22:1 
student-teacher ratio reduced, 
which would create a need for 
more classrooms. 

Rather than making new ad- 
ditions to elementary school 
buildings, the middle school 
system could be a more viable 
solution, according to Strand. 
Moving the sixth grade to the 
junior high schools could free 
up space at the elementary 
schools. 

A system change of this sort 
will require extensive study by 
the School Committee and 
School Department before it 
could go into place, he added. 
The School Committee decided 
to close Bigelow Junior High 
School this year and recom- 
mended the city not sell the 
building in case the schools 
need to reopen it in the future. 
The alderman have agreed to 
lease the building for five 
years. 

Most of the Bigelow faculty 
have been relocated to other 
schools in the interim. Only 
one teacher was dismissed this 
year as a result of the school 
closing and declining enroll- 
ment.

the Upper Falls Historic District 
Commission, has the same 
worry 

“Yes, I think moving the house 
and building units is going to 
detract from the strength of the 
application,” said Fisher, 

He also fears the 56 housing 
units would bring too much traf- 
fic to the area, a view shared by 
Brian Yates, president of the Up- 
per Falls Community Develop- 
ment Corporation. 

Residents have long complain- 
ed that Upper Falls streets are 
jammed with cars seeking to 
reach Route 9 or Route 128 
without using  traffic-jammed 
Needham Street. Some have said 
they have trouble getting out of 
their own driveways at rush 
hours. 

The area is also too dangerous 
for the additional vehicles the 
proposal would put on Chestnut 
Street, Yates said. The Marcy 
Estate sits near a bend in the 
street that partially blocks 
drivers’ vision and they would 
have difficulty seeing cars ex- 
iting the proposed development, 
Yates said. 

He recalled three or four 
serious accidents in the past few 
years there, including one fatali- 


ty and another incident in which 
a car demolished a stone wall 

“T just have an overwhelming 
concern that the substance of this 
proposal is not valid,” said 
Yates. ‘It's hazardous now and 
it’s going to be a lot worse." 

Levine said it was too soon to 
comment on the traffic impact. 
Both the developers and the ci- 
ty’s Planning Department will be 
studying the issue. ‘I don’t know 
if it’s going to have any impact,” 
he said. 

Whether it will or not, the Met 
Realty proposal has stirred the 
fears of traffic- and development- 
weary Upper Falls residents for 
the second time since June. 

Developer Jack Antaramian 
two months ago unveiled plans to 
convert the vacant Stowe- 
Woodward bowling ball factory 
either into office space, 
residences or a combination of 
the two. He is now waiting for 
neighbors to tell him which they 
prefer for the site, located at the 
corner of Needham and Oak 
streets. 

The Autarmaian proposal at 
least has the advantage of replac- 
ing what was an obnoxious 
manufacturing use with a less of- 
fensive one, Yates said. 

But the proposed Marcy Estate 
development has no such ad- 
vantage and could end up harm- 
ing a treasure of Upper Falls 
history, he said.

The estate left the hands of the 
Marcy family this January when 
radio station WHDH purchased 
the property. Since 1954, the sta- 
tion has rented space there for its 
transmission tower.

According to Mann, 


municipalities are having dif- 
ficulty finding insurance com 
panies to protect public 
buildings. Given the market, the 
city was compelled to accept this 
high deductible, he added. 

“You can’t protect everything 
100 percent,’’ Mann said 
“Homes get broken into. Even 
Brinks was broken into. We've 
gone beyond what a reasonable, 
prudent person would do. Frank- 
ly, that’s the best test.” 

The School Committee voted 
last year to close Bigelow 
because of declining enrollment 
The committee turned it over to 
the city Aug 15. The Board of 
Alderman had decided to retain 
the surplus building under city 
ownership in case it is needed in 
the future. 

Despite the clarification of 
Bigelow’s insurance status, 
Alderman Paul Coletti, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, is still 
concerned about the security of 
the building. 

“We have a prospective lessee 
who hopefully will be in the 
building as early as September,” 
Coletti said. “Until then, the 
Building Department plans to 
staff the building and meet the 
minimum requirements for what 
constitutes an active building.” 

The Building Department has 
received bids for 24-hour security 
protection, Coletti said. He will 
not be satisfied, he added, until it 
is installed and operational. 

Coletti said he spoke with both 
Mann and Building Commis- 
sioner James Cameron to clarify 
the building’s status. 

“At Monday night’s board 
meeting I wanted to make sure it 
is perfectly clear the building is 

{100 percent protected and in- 
sured,” Coletti said. ‘‘Not for one 
minute do I want that building to 
be vacant. If a building is 
vacated and closed, the process 
to reopen it is very slow.”

“The People’s Court.” 

But Presiding Justice Monte G. 
Basbas sits behind the bench, not 
Judge Wapner. This melodrama 
is real — the people are fighting 
for their dollars, fighting for their 
honor, fighting for a principle. 

Basbas has been a judge in 
Newton District Court for 15 
years, and he says that small 
claims cases are the “most dif- 
ficult of all. 

“People argue on the basis of 
principle alone,” he says. ‘‘They 
don't want to settle it among 
themselves. A doctor may sit in 
court all day, missing work, to 
get a $50 fee because of the prin- 
ciple involved. Emotions run wild 

people want to fight and then 
they want a decision.” 

Small claims cases involve 
suits for less than $1500. This 
limit does not apply to motor 
vehicle accidents. If a car is 
wrecked, the plaintiff may sue in 
small claims court for the total 
value of the car. 

Despite the relatively small 
amount of money involved, 
Basbas believes small claims 
court to be ‘‘extremely impor- 
tant. It allows an individual to 
come into court without a lawyer 
and to settle a small problem,” 
he explains. 

Because of a recent Supreme 
Court decision, says Basbas, this 
aspect of the small claims court 
may be in jeopardy. The ruling 

} allows any person involved in a 
§ small claims case to petition the 


court to move the case to the civil 
list. Most petitions succeed, says 
Basbas 


“If a company which has a 
lawyer on retainer is getting sued 
left and right, they will probably 
move every case from small 
claims to the civil list,’ says 
Basbas, explaining the effect of 
the new ruling. ‘'Then the defen- 
dent will have to hire a lawyer, 
and most likely the lawyer's fee 
will exceed the amount of money 
being sued for. It defeats the pur- 
pose of small claims.” 

Most small claims cases deal 
with the complaints, charges, 
and countercharges arising from 
sales, While the issues may seem 
trivial, the plaintiffs — like the 
teenager whose ‘‘new’’ car muf- 
fler is held together by wire 
coathangers or the woman whose 
“expertly installed’ wallpaper is 
lumpy — want to see justice and 
they want to be compensated for 
their losses, 

“T’yve become, more and more, 
a consumer-conscious judge,” 
says Basbas. ‘'I find that people 
are getting shafted far too often.” 

On the other hand, says 
Basbas, some plaintiffs ‘become 
vindictive. They want to use the 
courts to harass people. It hap- 
pens often enough in small 
claims court,” he adds. 

As presiding justice, Basbas 
not only listens to testimony, ex- 
amines evidence, and makes 
decisions, but he keeps order in 
the court as well. 

Often, the exchanges between 
defendant and plaintiff become 
quite heated, as it did in one of 
last Wednesday’s cases: 

“You're a liar!” 

“You'rethe liar!"” 

“The job was finished! 

“Not the way I wantedit!”’ 

If testimony threatens to turn 
into debate, Basbas steps in, as 
he did on Wednesday. (“If you 
want to fight, you do it outside,

Cardinal Macharski, 
Krakow," Zakim said 

“There is now a commitment 
on the part of both cardinals to 
work with the ADL to develop 
and plan a meeting in Poland on 
this issue, It gives us something 
to look at for the future 

“Certainly, there’s a lot that 
needs to be done, but I think the 
willingness of both cardinals to 
commit themselves to that idea 
is, in itself, a dialogue that’s im- 
portant not only in Poland, but in 
Europe as well,” Zakim said. 

“It would not have happened 
without Cardinal Law’s initiation 
of the meeting. He put himself 
out on a limb because he believes 
in it,” he added.

Zakim said the ‘“‘history of anti- 
Semitism is one which the Polish 
people need to acknowledge if 
their own human rights situation 
is to be understood."” 


Numerous steps toward 
reaching that understanding oc- 
curred during the pilgrimage. 


Cardinals Law and Macharaski 
visited the Remu Synagogue in 
Krakow and the Jewish museum 
there “a very important 


gesture on the part of both car- 
dinals to reach out to the Jewish

“Both cardinals said prayers in 
the synagogue in which they 
specifically noted the attempts 
by Hitler to exterminate the Jews 
in his ‘final solution,’ and both 
vowed to play a very upfront and 
substantive role in teaching 
about that terrible experience,” 
he added. 


In addition to his meetings with 
Poland's few remaining Jewish 
leaders, Zakim accompanied 
Law and Glemp on a visit to the 
site of the Warsaw ghetto upris- 
ing in 1943. 


He said his most emotional ex- 
perience occured at the end of the 
pilgrimage during a visit to 
Auschwitz with Law and Car- 
dinal Wetter, of Munich. Like the 
others, Wetter had never been to 
the infamous death camp before. 

“In view of all the things we 
saw, it was appropriate to end the 
trip at Auschwitz,’ Zakim recall- 
ed. 


“To be where the worst possi- 
ble extension of prejudice ever 
took place; to walk among the 
ashes of Auschwitz and visit 
other death camps, like 
Treblinka, really gave me a bet- 
ter sense of the importance all of 
us must observe in terms of deal- 
ing with anti-Semitism and 
bigotry today,” he said. 


“It also increased our sense of 
what could have been had more 
people stood up to the Nazis in 
Poland and elsewhere throughout 
Europe. The record of indif- 








ference in the face of the attempt 
to exterminate the Jews is a very 
horrible one,”’ Zakim said 


Tt was there, in the camp where 
3 million Jews were exter- 
minated over a five-year period, 
that Zakim recited the Kaddish 

the Jewish memorial prayer 
for the dead 

He was assisted by three 
Catholic cardinals, numerous 
bishops and priests, Kitty 
Dukakis, State Senate President 
William Bulger and dozens of 
Catholic pilgrims. 


Another emotional element of 
the trip occurred when Zakim 
returned to the tiny Polish village 
where his grandparents once liv- 
ed. They fled to America at the 
turn of the century during a wave 
of ‘‘pogroms” organized pro- 
grams designed to persecute 
Jews. 


The Nazi Army destroyed the 
entire village during World War 
II, killing most of the inhabitants 
and leaving the remainder to 
starve. 

“My great-grandmother had 18 
children. As far as we know, they 
didn’t survive,”’ Zakim said. 

“T felt a very direct link to my 
grandparents and a very pro- 
found sense of awareness of the 
courage that they must have had 
to leave that country. It gave me 
a deeper sense of gratitude,” he 
added. ‘‘There’s no question that 
neither my grandparents nor my 
parents would have survived.”’

Officer may go 
to traffic class 
in Chicago

NEWTON Police officer 
Stephen Walsh will be going back 
to school this fall if Chief William 
Quinn has any say in the matter. 

Quinn Monday night received 
approval from two aldermanic 
committees for a $5,000 ap- 
propriation that will allow traffic 
officer Walsh to attend a seven- 
week training course at Nor- 
thwestern University’s Traffic 
Institute (NUTI). 

The chief said the training will 
enable Walsh to become the ci- 
ty’s first traffic accident 
reconstruction officer. 

“This program is the FBI in- 
stitute of traffic schools,’ Quinn 
said. “There is no other school 
that will give Walsh the training 
he will receive at Northwestern.” 

The NUTI program, he added, 

will give Walsh the skill to arrive 
at an accident scene and 
reconstruct the automobiles’ 
speed and other key factors in- 
volved. 
o one is qualified to do that 
now,’’ Quinn said. ‘‘When Walsh 
gets back, he will be able to 
reconstruct an accident and find 
out who is to blame and if there 
are any violations involved.” 

In addition to reconstructing 
accidents, Quinn said the pro- 
gram will benefit the city by 
allowing officials to determine if 
poorly designed intersections and 
other road designs contributed to 
the accident. 

“With this skill, we will be able 
to determine if intersections 
should be redesigned to avoid ac: 
cidents in the future,”’ he said 
“This will be an immeasurable 
benefit to the city.” 

Both the Finance and Public 
Safety Committees approvec 
Quinn's request last night. 

If approved by the Board a 
Aldermen, Walsh will leave for 
Chicago and start classes Sept. 8. 
The classes will cover accident 
scene investigation, technical ac- 
cident investigation, vehicle 
dynamics and traffic accident 
reconstruction.

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Social Security is a bonus

Dear Mr. Frankel 
I’m 40 and have been con 
tributing to Social Security for 
some years. I wonder how ac- 
curate the predictions are about 
the systern’s eventual bankrupt- 
cy. As I plan and invest for the 
future, should I be including 
Social Security payments as part 
of my projected income? 
J.C, Quiney 





Dear J.C. 

The prudent way to see Social 
Security is as a non-deductible 
tax, and to consider any retire- 
ment benefits a bonus: 

It’s a substantial bonus, too; a 
person retiring this year, after 
making maximum contributions 
for 45 years, will have paid in 
$27,000. The maximum monthly 
benefit is currently $760.20- which 
means that he would receive his 
entire contribution back in 3 
years. And since actuarial tables 








allow for 15 years of collecting, 
our hypothetical person will take 
in five times as much as he has 
contributed. 

Some forecasts 
bankruptcy by the year 2025 
but we have heard such predic- 
tions before, generally prior to 
dramatic rate increases. These 
increases began in the mid 70's, 
when Social Security started pay- 
ing out more than it was taking 
in. Ten years ago, we were taxed 
at a maximum of $895 a year 
the top contribution is now more 
than three times that amount. 

Congress has made some 
changes to improve the system, 
for example; 

The age for full retirement 
will gradually increase to age 67; 
early retirement benefits will 
decrease. 

- Currently, it takes 8.5 years to 
become fully insured for retire- 
ment benefits. By 1990, it will 
take 10 years.

- High income beneficiaries of 
Social Security are taxed on their 
benefits (income calculations in- 
clude interest from tax-free in- 
vestments) 

The long term outlook is less 
than positive, and part of the 
reason is sheer numbers. While 
today’s retirees have 3.4 workers 
toiling to fund their monthly 
check, today’s young worker will 
have only two 

The solution is to find all pen- 
sion plans available to you, and to 
check upon the government from 
time to time to ensure that your 
Social Security account is being 
correctly funded. This should be 
done every 3 years, since only the 
last 3 years are broken out 
separately. Everything earned 
prior to that is lumped together 
on the report you will receive 
from Social Security. To check 
your account, pick up a form 
from your local Social Security 
office.

Newton Youth Soccer flourishes

NEWTON — Progress takes time, and 
nobody knows it better than Dee Dee Wilcon. 

Wilcon was one of three mothers who 
started the Newton Youth Soccer League in 
1975. She worked with Bobbye VanderWalde 
and Cathy Noonan to help formulate the pro- 
gram, and ever since, soccer in Newton has 
grown in popularity. 

The league’s first year saw some 40 
youngsters (grades 2-10) participating with 
one coach. They were divided into four 
teams and had access to one field. Then, 
slowly but surely, the program evolved into 
something big - real big. 

In its second year, Newton Youth Soccer 
had 150 participants and eight teams. This 
season, there are nearly 1,400 players, 90 
teams, 180 coaches, and professional 
referees. 


The unique thing about the league is that 
it’s co-ed with the purpose of teaching the 
children the fundamentals. 

All three mothers coincidently had fourth- 
grade children in the program when it first 
started, and though two have left the scene, 
Wilcon has continued to play an active role 
as Publicity Chairman. 

Why does she hang on? ‘‘For sentimental 
reasons and for watching the growth of the 
league,” she says. ‘“They (the league) need- 
ed somebody instrumental for some con- 
tinuity.” 

But she fully admits that the league’s early 
years saw the blind leading the blind. 

“The basic coaching staff was made up of 
parents,” Wilcon says. ‘‘We literally sent 
parents to the library to look at books on soc- 
cer. 


“Yeah,” she continued, ‘‘we didn’t know 
much about it (soccer), so we supplied therm 
with books. It (the whole program) was all 
ona trial and erroz basis.”’ 

Wilcon, VanderWalde and Noonan had 
learned that soccer was the so called ‘‘new 
sport’’ in some private schools in the area. 
With that incentive, the trio spent many 
hours working with people who had 
established the Needham Youth Soccer 
League.

Despite the schools’ decrease in enroll- 
ment, Wilcon noted that grades three and 
four (they are combined when playing) have 
produced the highest number of teams for 
their age group this season since the pro- 
gram started 11 years ago. 

And, she says, there are several reasons 
for it. 

“It (soccer) has universal appeal to it, 
because it doesn’t matter what type of an 
athlete you are,”’ she says, explaining that in 
football, one must be physically built for the 
game. 

There is, however, a more competitive 
league in the fall, which youngsters must try 
out for. 

Still, Wilcon says, there’s a cycle that 
‘perpetuates itself. The kids start playing 
young and get better. It appeals to the 
smaller kids who are eliminated from foot- 
ball.”” 

Other reasons, she says, are that there’s a 
lower incident of injury and the equipment is 
not very expensive. Said Wilcon, ‘‘You can 
buy the whole outfit of a soccer player for 
less than the cost of a football helmet."” 

Now, in its 12 season, the program has 
clinics for the children and parents. In fact, 
during the first week of the schedule in 
September, there will be clinics for grades 2- 
4, to be run by Boston College coach Ben 
Brewster. Some of his players will assist in 
the program.

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Furniture industry finds comfort sales forecasts

The association expects retail 
sales at furniture stores to rise

Though dome manufacturers 
and the National Dome Council 
don’t divulge sales figures, Heid 
estimates that between 1,200 and 
2,000 dome houses are sold each 
year, accounting for about 1 per- 
cent of the new-home market. 

“With anything new you have 
to educate people and that pro- 


“It’s the same way with 
clothing,” says David Zagaroli, a 
freelance furniture designer in 
Hickory. ‘‘We’ve gone full cycle 
and we're going back to Bass 
Weejuns, belts and hats. We're 
not as wild as we used to be.”” 

While consumers are ‘‘trying to 
get to a less plastic world,” 
they’re also more open to com- 
bining furniture from widely 
varying styles, he says. 

“Tt's real eclectic now,’ he 
says. ‘That's wonderful for fur- 
niture collectors, but it’s terrible 
for manufacturers who warft to 
sell entire collections. Manufac- 
turers only decided to do that so 
they could sell more furniture. 
There's no right or wrong in this 
business.” 

Contemporary furniture re- 
mains very popular, but it seems 
to be getting softer in color and 
texture. Ruth Clark, a designer 
for Pearson Co. in High Point, 
says that among the new styles is

Richard Robinson, president of 
Monterey Domes Inc. in River- 
side, Calif., estimates there are 
about 15,000 dome homes in the 
country. 

“California kind of kicked 
things off, but some markets are 
developing in the East just as 
strong as California, like the mid- 
Atlantic states and some areas in

— Experts recommend use of a 
non-selective weed killer such as 
Round Up to kill everything. 

It 
should be applied to foliage of 
grass and weeds present in the 
current lawn. The material 


translocates into roots of such 
pests as quackgrass so it doesn’t 
pop up later. 

— Seven to 10 days later, 
remove the old sod. 

— When ground is dry enough 
to not form clods, till existing soil 
to a depth of at least four inches 
— six inches would be even bet- 
ter. If needed, add loamy topsoil. 
Work down into the ground. Fine- 
textured clay soils present a 
special problem because they 
compact easily and grass roots 
can't penetrate them. To im- 
prove these, experts sugggest ap- 
plying two or three inches of san- 
dy topsoil or two inches each of 
coarse sand and fibrous peat. 
Don't layer but mix down well in- 
to existing soil to a_ six-inch 
depth,

For toys, it 
resists splintering and chipping, and has no toxie 
properties (keep that quality in mind for bowls 
and cutting boards, too). Beech also resists wear 


Although beech may be abundant in the forest, 
you won't find it everywhere at retail, especially 
far from its source, The large suppliers that 
carry beech charge less for it than the more 
popular hard maple or yellow birch. 


Beech boards may be as wide at 12 inches and 
range up to 16 feet long, While beech sometimes 
becomes veneer, due to lack of demand, you'll 
seldom find it used as the face on hardwood 





— Fertilizer should be applied 
at rates recommended according 
to soil tests. If soil tests aren’t 
available, apply 10 to 15 pounds of 
5-20-20 or 6-24-24 per 1,000 square 
feet. Incorporate this into the up- 
per three to four inches. 

— Smooth the surface, Water 
thoroughly and allow to settle 
with the finished grade about 1- 
1/2 to two inches below walks and 
drives. 

Never lay the sod on 
powdery dry soil. This, said Don 
Juchartz, executive director of 
the Sod Growers Association, is a 
most common mistake. Loosen 
the soil gently with a rake and 
then lightly moisten to a depth of 
about 1-1/2 inches deep. Don’t 
turn the ground into mud. Ends of 
the sod pieces should be stag- 


gered to prevent lines across the 
turf. Make sure that edges are in 
good contact with each other but 
not overlapping. Avoid stretching 
the sod or gaps will develop. 

— Once the sod is laid, roll to 
insure good contact with the soil. 
This eliminates air pockets. 
Don’t, warns Juchartz, use too 
heavy a roller, certainly not 
much over 150 pounds. Since 
water is added to most for 
weight, he suggests not putting in 
more than about 20 gallons 
(weighing about eight pounds 
each). 

— Thoroughly water the sod 
immediately after rolling. 

— As a general rule, uniform 
watering will be necessary every 
day to keep the sod moist until 
the roots become established. It’s 


best to water during mid-day. Be 
sure to apply enough water to wet 
the soil beneath the sod. Rooting 
normally requires two to three 
weeks. Once the sod has become 
established, watering can 
gradually be reduced to once a 
week or less. 

— Mowing should begin when 
required by the growth of grass. 
Recommended height for 
bluegrass sod is 1-1/2 to 2-1/2 in- 
ches. Avoid removing more than 
one-third of the leaf surface at a 
time. 

— Once sod has rooted, a 
regular fertilization program is 
recommended. Generally four 
applications per year are sug- 
gested for higher quality lawns.

Furniture maker designs with flare

Garry Knox Bennett, a self- 
taught furniture maker in 
Oakland, Calif., bears little 
resemblance to the old-fashioned 
idea of a furniture craftsman. 

After expending a great deal of 
time, effort and money to pro- 
duce an original piece, he’s apt to 
decide it’s too perfect and put in 
the first blemish himself. 

One of his more famous ex- 
ploits was to hammer a large 
bent nail into a meticulously- 
crafted cabinet he had just com- 
pleted. The nail substitutes for a 
door pull and could hardly be 
missed since it’s right in the 
center of the piece. 

When the cabinet was on 
display at a furniture store in 
New York, one customer record- 
ed his opinion when nobody was 
looking. 

‘“T think this nail business is a 
stupid idea,’ he scribbled on the 
drawer bottom. Then he signed 
the message and dated it. Except 
for the fact that somebody stole 
the nail, the message might 
never have been found,” says 
Bennett. 

Bennett actually started the 
joke himself when he hammered 
the nail. He had several! friends 
witness the desecration and sign 
their names on the bottom of 
another drawer. 

If this sounds suspiciously like 
he action of an artist, don’t count 
n Bennett to go along with the 

escription, “Everyone wants to 


be called an artist. I’m satisfied 
with the title of furniture 
maker,’ he says. 

However, Bennett, who is 52, 
has been a painter and sculptor. 
He is one of a growing number of 
individuals maki:g what is being 
called art furniture. 

The expensive, usually one-of- 
a-kind pieces they produce are 
usually shown in galleries, not 
furniture stores, and customers 
tend to ask themselves, ‘Is it 
art?” not ‘Is it comfortable?” 
Bennett makes about 50 pieces a 
year, working alone or with the 
help of one assistant. 

Although artist-made furniture 
is not new — Pablo Picasso made 
a few pieces of furniture — it does 
appear to be enjoying a new 
popularity. 

One indication of this is the re- 
cent formation of the Society of 
Furniture Artists (SOFA). 

According to Rosanne Somer- 
son, a member of the steering 
committee for the group and 
editor of its first newsletter, one 
of the goals is to get art critics 
and publications to treat the fur- 
niture as art, while at the same 
time providing a forum so that 
other artists, collectors and the 
public will be able to learn more 
about art furniture. 

“A number of significant na- 
tional exhibitions have gone by 
without any reviews or documen- 
tation. We would like to correct 
this and also expand people's 
ideas about furniture.” 

Somerson says 


that the 


establishment of a national group 
is only one indication of the 
development of the field of art 
furniture. She said that galleries 
and museums have begun taking 
an interest in this work, which-is 
leading to a greater visibility. 
For example, the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts now pur- 
chases art furniture that is plac- 
ed within the museum so that 
visitors can sit down on it. 

The motivation of those who 
buy handmade art furniture for 
their own home remains the 
Same as it has been over hun- 
dreds of years, according ‘to 
Kristina Madsen, a furniture 
maker in the Boston area. ‘‘Many 
of the finest pieces were strictly 
ceremonial and displayed the 
wealth and taste of the owner,” 
she says, ‘ 

Those who buy art furniture to- 
day tend to be willing to suffer for 
art. For Gloria Choi, an Oakland, 
Calif., collector of Wendell Cas- 
tle’s furniture, a dining room 
table made by Castle is one of her 
most treasured possessions. 

But getting the table in place 
with the proper chairs has been 
the work of years. The fact that 
the walnut table has no middle 
didn’t faze her. (Castle has made 
her an insert to cover the artistic 
empty space when more surface 
is required for dining.) But fin- 
ding chairs to go with the unique 
table was a bigger problem. 
After years of fruitless seareh, 
she eventually solved it by com- 
missioning Castle to make eight 
chairs.

Washers: The biggest elec- 
tronic advantage is an energy- 
saving one — washer controls 
that can be programmed for 
maximum energy conserva- 
tion. Preprogrammed cycles 
adjust washer agitation rates 
and spin speeds for all types of 
fabrics and loads. The controls 
will even prevent you from 
making an error. For exam- 
ple, if you ask for a warm- 
water rinse for a load of per- 
manent press clothing, the 
microcomputer control will 
respond with a_ cold-water 
rinse.

Despite a price tag as much as 
five times that of competing 
materials, tile surfaces on floors, 
walls and countertops are becom- 
ing a craze in many parts of the 
country 

The variety of tile colors, pat- 
terns and shapes is making ar- 
tists out of home decorators. 

But to reap the maximum 
benefits, it’s necessary not only 
to select patterns carefully, but 
also to pay close attention to the 
actual installation, even when 
you hire a professional tile in- 
staller, says New York interior 
designer Bebe Winkler. 

According to the designer, who 
frequently specifies tile installa- 
tions in kitchens and _ baths, 
choosing an experienced tile in- 
staller is key. 

To avoid unpleasant surprises, 
however, especially when you 
don’t know the installer’s work, 
lay out the tile where it will be in- 
stalled and decide jointly how 
wide and what color the grout 
should be and where tile cuts 
should be made. On countertops, 
for example, it usually works 
best to cut at the rear. 


Before installation comes tile 
selection, a task that is becoming 
difficult, given the great number 
of choices. However, some design 
principles can help narrow down 
the field. For example, when 
selecting a tile pattern for floors 
or walls, remember that the size 
of the tile should generally be in 
proportion to the size of the room. 


A large room may easily take a 
12-inch tile while a smaller room 
may call for a small size, ac- 
eoraliig to the Italian Tile Coun- 
cu. 


Floor tiles are available in a 
variety of shapes that can be us- 
ed in combination. For example, 
you might select white octagons 
and then install small black in- 
sets. Or you could create a border 
by laying a perimeter of rec- 
tangles end to end and then fill in 
with square tiles or a pattern.

These few examples illustrate 
one of tile’s greatest assets: it 
can be used to create many dif- 
ferent effects. Add to this the fact 
that tile is an easy-care, long- 
lasting surface with generally 
good resistance to abrasion, 
water absorption, chemi , dirt 
and fire, and you can see see why 
this expensive yet desirable sur- 
face has been gaining adherents 
in recent years. 

Since tiles vary to some extent 
in terms of durability, consider 
carefully the characteristics of a 
particular tile in relation to the 
location. For example, for floors, 
evaluate how heavy the traffic 
pattern will be and if the flooring 
is likely to be walked on while 
wet. If so, choose tiles with a very 
low water absorption rate and 












those which have good slip 
resistance. 
Today, some tiles have an 


abrasive grit added to the sur- 
face to minimize chances of slip- 
ping when the floor is wet. Water 
absorption rates range from near 
zero for fully vitrified stoneware 
to 25 percent for majolica. 

Although Miss Winkler usually 
is guided by the distributor's 
recommendation in terms of 
durability, she says that very 
shiny glazed tiles tend to be more 
delicate than unglazed or dull 
glazed tiles. ‘‘They show scrat- 
ches and chip easily in my 
limited experience, so I tend not 
to select them for places where 
there will be heavy use.” 

Tiles are frequently used on 
kitchen countertops and 
backsplashes. Other locations in- 
clude hallways as trim or garden

Tax reform bill could 
aid the working poor

WASHINGTON ~ The nation's 
working poor, increasingly battered by 
the federal tax system in recent years, 
are among the most significant but least 
heralded beneficiaries of the new tax 
overhaul bill. 

The impact on the working poor is so 
dramatic and far reaching that liberals 
and conservatives say it is among the 
tax bill’s most significant but least 
remarked upon aspects. 

Tax experts say about 6 million people 
will be dropped from the tax rolls entire- 
ly under the tax rewrite, which awaits 
congressional approval. They no longer 
will be obliged to pay taxes because of 
increases in the standard deduction, the 
personal exemption and the earned in- 
come tax credit. 

“It’s probably the most important 
anti-poverty bill of the last 15 years,’’ 
said Doug Besharov of the American 
Enterprise Institute, a conservative- 
oriented think tank. ‘‘It lifts hundreds of 
thousands of people above the technical 
poverty line. ... 

“(President) Reagan has not gotten a 
heck of a lot of credit on this one,” 
Besharov said, “but it’s a major 
giveback to the working poor, and it’s 
100 percent consistent with his 
philosophy. 

“It's just sort of been buried in with all 
this stuff on capital gains and IRAs and 
all,’’ he said. 

That opinion is shared, without quite 
the sweeping enthusiasm, by Mary 
Bourdette of the liberal-oriented 
Children’s Defense Fund, who said the 
bill was ‘‘certainly an extremely impor- 
tant piece of legislation'’ in the fight 
against poverty. 

But its benefits fall to the working 
poor, she noted, not to people who are out 
of work. And the money does not replace 
federal benefits that have been reduced 
or abolished by the Reagan administra- 
tion, she said. 

Still, the bill addresses one of the more 
aggravating aspects of tax policy of re- 
cent years — the growing burden on the 
poor as inflation brought poverty-level 
income into taxable brackets and tax 
burdens at all levels increased 

According to the Joint Committee on 
Taxation, a family of four in 1975 was 
considered poor if its income was $5,500 
or less, But at least their poverty was not 
aggravated by taxes; income taxes 
didn’t start until income reached $6,692. 

In 1979, a two-parent family of four 
with poverty-level income of $7,412 paid

Social Security. Still, that worked out to 
only 1,8 percent of income, according to 
calculations by the Children’s Defense 
Fund. 

But the same family with 1986 poverty- 
level income of $11,500 will pay $1,221 in 
taxes — or about 10.6 percent of income. 

If current law wasn’t changed along 
the lines proposed by the pending bill, 
the poverty-level family of four in 1988 
would be making about $12,351 and 
would owe income and Social Security 
taxes of $1,341. 

Under the proposed tax rewrite, 
however, the same family will get an in- 
come tax refund sufficient to erase its in- 
come tax obligation and offset much of 
its Social Security tax. Its total federal 
tax burden would be about $310. 

The tax bill accomplishes the changes 
through three mechanisms: 

—The personal exemption now is 
$1,080 per person. But under the bill that 
will rise to $1,900 next year, to $1,950 in 
1988 and to $2,000 in 1989. Thus, a family 
of four that would have exemptions total- 
ing $4,320 under current law would have
